Report of the 8oloet Ctmniittw pn the CatoMtla Miuiioipal (Amantfment) 
BiU, 1939, itaaling witli oloot»i«tot. 

We the members of the Select .Committee to which the Calcutta Muni¬ 
cipal (Amendment) Bill,, 1939, was referred by a motion earned m the 
Bengal Legislative Assembly on the 6th March, 1939, have the honour to 
submit this our final report with the Bill embodying amendments recom¬ 
mended by us annexed. Matters recommended by us to be omitted have been 
printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets and new matters recom¬ 
mended to be inserted have been underlined. 

2. The Bill was published before introduction in an extraordinary 
issue of the Caloutta Gazette, dated the 30th January, 1939. 

3. The Committee met for the time on the i5th March, 1939, and 
continued their sittings till the 24th March, 1939. as the deliberaAkms 
on the Bill could not be concluded, within the time appointed by the 
Assembly in this bdbialf, the Committee asked for an extension of time by 
submitting an interim report which was presented to the House on the 26th 
March, 1939. and on this requisition the Assembly extended the time for 
submission of the final report till the 30th March, 1939. 

The Committee thereafter met on the 27th March, and concluded their 
deliberations that day. 

4. The Bill has not in oiir opinion been altered by onr recommenda¬ 
tion to the extent of requiring republication. 

5. The changes made in the Bill are as follows ;— 

Clause 5. —Snb-clauses {a) {it) and {a) (Hi) have been deleted as we 
consider that these provisions may lead to postponemenf of elec’^tion and 
thereby deprive electors of their right to have a fre.sh election after a definite 
interval. 

In sub-clause (6) the amendment to the provifo to proposed sub-section 
(4) of section 20 is consequential on the alterations made in the previous sub¬ 
clause. 

Clause 8.— The alterations in clauses (a) and (b) of sub-clause 28 are 
intended to improve the drafting and make it unambignons. 

Clause 9.- The last few words have been deleted from clause 9 as we do 
not consider it desirable to give such wide powers to provincial (Government. 

The rest of the Bill is left unaltered.

I do not agroe that there should be separate electoruteH for difiewut religious 
oouuaunitieB and I am opposed to the provisioTis in Ihe Bill establiKhiug suoh 
electorates. 

Begarding increasing the uuiuerical proportion of tlie Moslem (Hnniimiiity, the 
question was decided after careful consideration when (lurdcn Reach wns sctparated 
from Calcutta in 1936. No circumstance has arisen why a change should: be 
intended to be brought abfjut so soon. If three mfji-e meniljeis are tu. l>c a<1dcd to (he 
Moslem personnel of the Corporation, there should be a proportionate addition to the 
number of representatives froju the general ele<‘toi'ate. This is specially necessary 
IIS the scheduled castes po]>ulatiun is scattered in very small groups throughout the 
several wards of Calcutta. As some seats in predominantly caste Hindu localities 
have been given to the scheiluled castes, the representation of caste Hindus will 
suffer seriously. Thie discrepancy should be riuiiedied by addition to the general 
seats. * 


Minute of lUesent by Mrs. Haeina Murahed, 

I sign the rejiort of the Select (Joniinittcc subject to the following comments: — 

I am stjongly of opinion that there should be adcijnatc riqiresentation of female 
Councillors in tbe Corporation of Calcutta. 1'herc arc two ways of securing tbis 
objective. The first is by resciving separate seats for women in the various c.onsti- 
t.uencies and the other method, and a siuipler one, is by reserving scats for women 
among tbe nominated Conncillois. At tbe meeting of the Select (lonimittec T pressed 
for an amendment of clnnse .3 of the proposed Hill In reiinin’iig flovernmeiit to 
appoint women Councillors out of the ten <V)uneillors which they would appoint 
under clause 'M2)(h) of th<> Bill. I adhere to the view tliat it is essential that women 
should be I'epresented in the Coi-jioration of ('alenttH. I suggrtst therefore 'very 
strongly that provision should he made for at least three women (Councillors, one being 
a Muslim woman and the othiu' two being Hindu and Anglo-Indian; this could hs* 
eaeily done by amending clause 3 of the projxised Bill. 

The Schedule of Constituencies also requires auicuilment. My jierstmal view is 
that inadequate representation has been given to the Hnhanimadan Constituencies 
ill Ward 8, Wards 15, 16 and 17, Ward 21 and Wards 22, 23 and 27. On the basis 
of population and on the basis of voting strength in these constituencies, there is 
i-oom for increasing the number of Councillors. For instance, iu Colootola area 
(Ward No. 8) (Schedule IIIB) two seats have been jiropo.sed to In* allotted to the 
Muhammadans. This might justifiably have been increased to thicc. Similarly, 
Ward No. 21, Ballygunge, might justifiably have clHimed two seals instead of the 
one proposed to be nllotted. In the Ebbalpiir, Alipur, Tollygunge area, the numbiy 
of Muslim scats should have been increased. 


Minute of disMnt by Mr. Hem Chandra Naeker. 

I am of opinion that no ca.se has hecn made out for reverting to the sy.^teiu of 
separate electorates for the election of Muslim Councillors. 

The system of election by reservation of seats has worked very well, and Mnsliin 
Councillors returned by that method have in friendly I'o-operation, succeeded in 
securing many lieneficent measures for the good of the Moslem comiiiuiiity. 

• Regai'ding the representation of members of scheduled castes, the general 
constituencies have nut withheld their support to scheduled caste candidates merely 
on the ground of caste. On the other hand, in some cases they have rejieatedly 
returned them at the head of the polls. 

I am, however, of opinion that for securing the return of an adequnfe nuinlier 
of scheduled caste merahers to the C\»riioratiou, it is uwessory to provide for reserva¬ 
tion of seats. The number of seats reserved for the scheduled castes has lieeu much 
less compared to the seats given to the Moslems and the other minorities of Calcutta. 
As the general community has been most unfairly and arbitrarily treated in the Bill 
in spite of their population and contribution to the Corporation fund, the scheduleil 
castes also have been made to share their lot. I think the number of seats projiosed 
for the scheduled custes should be substantially increased by increasing the number 
of seats allotted to the general oonstituenries to sixty-two, out of which at least 
ten seats should be reserved for the members of the scheduled castes. 

I agree that the number of nominated .seats should be reduced to three, one of 
which should he reserved for the Chairman of the Calcutta Improvement Trust. 

As regards Moslem seats, 1 have got nothing to add here but I suggest that in 
•Wards Nos. 28 and 29 two Moslem seats should be separately allocated—1 in each 
of the two wards, instead of making provision of election of two members jointly 
in those two wards.

1. With legtird to the preamble of the Mill, we are <lefiuitely of opiuiou that 
it is not at all expedient to amend the (^aleutta Muuieipal Act in the manner provided 
in the Bill. The Bill pioviden for the eleeiion of MoRlem Counoillorfi not by reserva¬ 
tion of seats in the general electorate but by sepaiHle electorates for Muhammadan 
voters. The system of election by joinf cb.clomles chtiic itito operation in April, 1988, 
and some leading members of the Moslem <*omnMinilv were returned <o the (^Corporation 
hy that method. A fair and proper trial w'as not given (o the system, as in consequence, 
of an agitation on the eve of the introduetioii of the (loveruinent of India Act, a section 
of the Moslem community did nut participate in the general elections in March, 1936. 
Even so, a number of measiires for the special benefit of the Mosle.m community have, 
been adopted by tlie (lorporatiou under this system. . 

2. The system of separate coniinuiial electorates is altogetlier out of plucit in lomil 
bodies where matters <if parochial importance, equally alTeetiiig all communities 
inespec.tive of race and religion, are to In- dealt with in an atmospheie of amity and 
concoril. The introduction of eommunal and religions differences in such purely 
domestic matters will not be conducive to sm(M)th anil hannouioas working, but will be 
au endless source of antagonism in tlie, dny-to-ilay administration of civic affairs. 
Besides, if Moslem ratepayers are not allowed to participate in the election of non- 
Moslem Councillors and to claim their support, there may In? a risk of their interests 
not being suflSoiently safeguarded in the Coiqmration. Although smaller and separated 
electorates may be more convenient and advantageous to prospective candidates, they 
will be definitely detrimental to the interests of the electors themselves. 

3. If, however, the system of primary election envisaged in the Government of 
India Art is adopted for the election of a panel of two or three Moslem candidates out 
of w'hoin the final election is to be made by the .ioint electorate, the priiiciplc of 
separate electorate w’ill be kept intact and the Moslem electors will not be isolated in 
the elections from the rest of the comninnity. In a place like (Calcutta and in 
comparatively small constituencies, the question of trouble and expense will not be a 
handicap. 

4. The plea that civic interests are subordinated to political cousideratious in 
the Coj'poration of Galcntta cannot hold go(»d, inasinm-h us jsditical mattei-s are rarely 
raised compared to the vast volnme of civic work that is done in the Corporation and 
its Committee meetings. And even on such occasions, Moslem members have adopted 
their own line of action. 

O. The case of a separate electorate for the Auglo-Tudiun connnuuitv is weaker 
still. They represent 1-4 per cent, of the tutal ]>opulHtion of Calcutta aiifl no reason 
has been shown why they should be separated fi-oni the general comiimnity. 

6. The provision for reservation of seats for members of the scheduled castes will 
also Tesnlt in the creation of diffei-ences where there are none. We arc not aware of 
any such demand having been made V)y any reasonable section among the scheduled 
castes of Calcutta. Wc requested the llon’idc Minister-in-cliargc of the Bill to place 
beforer the CJommittee an.v representations that Oovernincnt might liave received and 

.were told in rej)ly that he was not prepared to tio so. 

7. It may be mentioned in this <;onncction that under the Government of India 

Act. analogy of which has been invoked for reservation of scats for fbe 

sclu.diiled castes, no such provision htis been made for s*>hcdnled castes in the urban 
constituencies. Wo fail to see why a departure should be made from that principle 
and that in th(> constitution of the f^l^pora(ion of ('Hl<‘Utla, 

8. Wc desire Iti make it clear that we would welcome the candidature and electimi 
of scheduled caste candidates in adequate nurnlHU's (hrongh the general electorate. 
And such" candidates have as a matter of fa»l been returned at the head of the polls 
Hut we cuniioi overUn»k the fact that the idea of separate representation even throngh 
reservation of seats implies a conflKd of interests among different sections of the Hindu 
<-()niniunily in Calcutta the existence of which we altogether denv. Onr endeavonr 
should be to bring the communities and sections of communities closer to each other 
aiul iiol to devise fresh means and methods for fostering divisions. 

9. Clause 3. —We suggest that this claunc should be deleted. The system of 
noniiiiatioii lias been abolished in Provincial .\sseinblics by the (lovernment of India 
Ac.l. in.V) Wc maintain that it has no longer any place in u democratic body like the 
(forporaticm of (’ahiutta. Besides willi the provision for representation by election of 
scheduled castes, Anglo-Indians and the iuteifsis of IhIh)!!)-, the exjiress purpose for 
which the power of nomination was retained for Government in the existing Act has 
altogether disappeared. The seanth f«)r microscopic minorities in order to justify the 
retention of the power of nomination is neither practicable nor reasonable. 
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^10. IL Itowerar. it is cuntended that the nomination of teohuic&l experts may 
be, of advantage to the Corporation, we would suggest that the number of nominated 
seats should m reduced from ten to*thm, the power of nomination to be exercised 
only if considered necessary. Tbe Chairman of ilie Calcutta Improyemeift Trust may 
be a member ex-officio. 

11. OtMIM 4. —We suggest that in place of the word “for” the word “after” 
be eubstituted, so that seats may be reserved in the general constituency for election 
of Moslem Councillors as well as for scheduled caste Councillors. 

12. OiailMI 4y 7 and 8, —If our suggestion in connection with clause 4 regarding 
reservation of seats is accepted, then consequential changes are to t>e made in these 

clauses. 

13. Cl M l W t 8 Mid 10, —We have no comments to make. 

14. GlMMa lit—This clause contains the lists of the different constituencies 
proposed to be created under the Bill. 

15. List A relates to the General Constituencies. The number of seats allotted 
to these constituencies is forty-six which is the number under the present Act. The 
Bill proposes to reserve seven seats r)ut of these forty-six for members of the scheduled 
castes and to distribute them in seven different wards. 

16. List B relates to Muhammadan constituencies to udiich twent>'-two seats are 
proposed to be allotted. 

17. List C relates to the Anglo-Indian constituency for which two seats are 
proposed. 

18. List D seta out the (non-territorial) special constituencies, namely, Bengal 
Chamtier of Commerc,e, Calcutta Trades Association and Calcutta Port Commissioners, 
who each retain their present number of seats, namely, six, four and two, 
respectively. 

19. List E allots two seats to the (non-territorial) Labour constituency. 

20. So far as the territorial constituencies mentioned in Lists A, B and (' are 
.(•oncerned, we do not find any rational basis for the proposed allotment of seals to 
them. 

21. In this connection it may Is' recalled that when the Calcutta Municipal 
Ai‘.t was passed in 1928, only fifteen seals were allotted to the Muhammadan special 
constituencies and forty-eight to non-Muhammadans. On the eve of the introduction 
of the general electorate with reservation (jf seats for Muhammadan candidates, tbe 
numl>er of Moslem reserved scats was raised to twenty-one by the amending Bill "f 
1982. With the separation of Garden Beach in 1936, two Muhammadan and I wo 
non-Muhammadan scats were reduced, wliereby the number of Moslem reserved seats 
became nineteen and lhal of non-Muhammadan seals forly-six which are the present 
respective mimbers. In the amending Bill, Moslem seats are Ijeing increased from 
nineteen to iwenty-Iwo, while non-Muhammadan seats have reniained the same, ever 
since the year 1923. 

22. From the figures supplied to us by the Government in the Select Committee, 
it appears that Moslems form 25 per cent., and the remaining non-Muhammodaii 
{Mipnlation is 73*6 jier cent, of the total population. 

23. It will be noticed that the total number of territorial seats proposed in the 
Bill is seventy, out of which twenty-two is proposed to be given to Muhammadan 
constituencies although on the population basis they are not entitled to more than 
eighteen seats. 

24. On the other hand, nou-Muhammadau general constituencies (oilier than 
Anglo-Tndianl are given forty-six scats, although on the population basis they are 
entitled to at least fifty-one, 

25. if, however, the total numhei' of elected seats including the non-territorial 
Commerce and Labour seats (and excluding the nominated seats) is taken into account 
as the basis of calculation as has been suggested by the Government, out of eighty-four 
seats Muhammadan constituencies are entitled on the population .basis to Iwenty-one, 
whereas in the Bill they are given twenty-two, i.e., one seat more. 

26. The non-Muhammadan general constituencies on the population basis 
(exoludiug Anglo-Indian) are entitled ontiof a total of eightj'-foin- .seats to sixty-two 
seats, whereas they have been given forty-six only, i.e., sixteen seats less. 

27. These allotments of seats appear to us to be contrary to all considerations ol 
justice and fairplay. It was admitted by the sponsor of the Bill that non-Muhainmadan 
constituencies (excluding Anglo-Indian) were undoubtedly entitled, on a population 
liasis, to sixty-two out of eighty-four seats, but sixteen seats had been deducted from 
their share and allotted to Moslems, European trade aud commerce, the Port, Trust 
and labour. We cannot discover tbe slightest justification for such a frankly arbitrary 
provision, which is calculated to reduce, by a shw process of communal higb- 

I handedness an oveiwhelming majority of the population of Calouttta to the positior 
of a helpless minority, amoi^ ^ups of communal representatives whose avowedly 
hostile intMSsts are the sole jueufioation for their separate existence. 
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28. It haii been auggetied tb«t the Mnharanachui in Celtiuttn baa 

been given a weigh^e of four seat* nn the baaia of « totM of aeventy fMta or of one 
seat on a total of eigb^-lour. Gontraat this with* the redurtion of five non-Mnhant* 
inadau aeste dn the rasia of a total of seventy and of sixteen seats on a total of eighty* 
four. 

29. On the queatiou of weightage it is alao necessary to remember that Muham* 
madans pay only 5 per cent, of the total amount of taxes as against ]2‘4 per cent, paid 
by the Europeans, Anglo-Indians, Jews, etc., and 82‘5 per cent, paid by the rest of 
the population, namely, Hindus. 

80. Turning now to the numW of voters,, while the non-Muhansmadan voters 
at ^e last general election in 1986 iiumitered 69,424, the number of Moslem voters 
was 8,889, which has not shown any iucjvase since tlie year 1927, and if anything, has 
shown a slight progressive decline. 

31. We have not the slightest objeciion to twenty-two seats being allotted to the 
MoslcOn population of Calcutta, if they are reserved in a general electorate eo as not 
to hamper the growth of the idea of a roinmnn (dtisenship based on a I'ealisation of 
unity of interest. 

82. Taking oui' stand on the basis of pcrc'entage of population which has heeu 
accepted in the Bill in fixing the numl>ei' of Muhammadan seats, we claim the full 
(]Uota of sixty-two seats which is admitte<lly the due share of the general constituencies. 
W'e, therefore, propose that in each of those conslituencies mentioned in Schedule 
III-A, General constituencies, in which a seat has been reserved for members of the 
scheduled castes, the iiumber of Cs)uncillors to be elected, as shown in column three, 
shoul.l })e increased by one. The remaining nine additional seats should he distributed 
among constituencies in which there has been a marked increase in the number of 
jn-emises and in population ns for instance Ward No. 27. 

88. If this proposal is accepted, it will mean an increase of the total numlwr of 
elected seats from 84 to 100, and the total strength of the Corjwration to 116 unless 
by a reduction in the number of nominated seats to 8, the total numl>er is kept down to 
108, which will Iw four less than that in tlie Corporation of Bombay.

STATEMENT OF OMECTS AND REASONS. 

At the fourth general election held under the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1983, the proviaions 
of the Third Schedule to the Act came into owration, whereby, in the territorial oonstituenciea 
of the Calcutta Corporation, for the previouuy eziating separate electorates for Muslims there 
was substituted the present systmn of joint electorates with reservation of seats for Muslims. 
Since this change was efiected Mimiini public opinion has emphatically expressed the view that 
Councillors returned by joint eleotcoates have very largely represented the wishes of the 
majority community and have not been truly representative of Muslim interests. On the 
analogy of the electoral provisions of the Government of India Act, 1935, it is felt that separate 
electorates for Muslims should be restored in constituencies of the Calcutta Corporation, and 
there has been, both within and without the Legislataie, an insistent demand for such a 
restoratkm. The Bill contains provisions to meet this demand. 

In order to safeguard the interests of other important minority communities provision has 
also been made in the Bill for the reservation, in the general territorial constituencies, of seaiy 
for the scheduled castes in proportion to their population strength, and for representation of the 
Anglo>lndian Community by the election of Councillors through a separate Anglo.lndian elec¬ 
torate. 

It is further considered that the claim of labour for adequate rraresentation on the Cor¬ 
poration can no longer be ignored, and on the analogy of the Government of India Act, 
1935, provision has accordingly been made in the Bill for the constitution of a separate labour 
electorate, which will return elected representatives to the Corporation. 

The opportunity has been taken to include certain other desirable or consequential amend¬ 
ments of the Act.

Rulw md ratM of tolli. 

1. Every vessel on entering the channel and before passing the 
gate at either end or*even when entering the channel from a side khal 
between the gates shall be liable to measurement for the purpose of 
ascertaining the tolls payable; in case of any reasonable doubt arising, 
a vessel may be measured again by any person appointed by the 
district board of Bakarganj on this behalf. 

2. Vessels for the purpose of determination of maundage shall be 
divided into two classes as below: — 

Class 1—To include all vessels of the types of country boats, 
including saltees and hapors (fish cages), house boats, kosh 
boats, green boats, and other similar types of boats. 

Class 11—To include steam bouts, motor boats, fiats, and barges 
and other square-built vessels. 


3. The maundage of every vessel, whether laden or empty, shall, 
for the purpose of the Canals Act and of these rules, be determined by 
the following measurements : — 


Clast 1. 

A. The product of one quarter of the length of the vessel from 
stem to stern, measured along the water line, multiplied by the interior 
greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the depth from the 
water line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal 
to the number of muunds upon which tolls shall be levied. 

B. The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 
inches; the measurement of breadth and depth is to be made in feet 
and quarters of a foot, rejecting any remainder of less than u quarter 
of a foot. 

C. The maundage on which the amount of toll is calculated shall 
Ix'. reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 12^ maunds, any 
remainder of le.ss than 12^ maunds being rejected. In the case of 
vessels exceeding 50U maunds by measurement, the maundage shall be 
reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of .oO maunds, rejecting any 
remainder of less than 50 maunds. 

D. bailees .—The product of one quarter of the inside length of 
the vessel, measured along the centre line from stem to stern, multiplied 
by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the 
greatest depth measured from the top to the interior bottom of the 
vessel, is to be taken as equal to the number of maunds up.on which 
tolls shall be levied. 


Class II. 

For vessels of class II the number of maunds obtained by the 
system of measurement prescribed for vessels of class I shall be 
increased by one-half. For vessels of this class above 5,000 maunds 
measurement, the maundage shall be reckoned to the. nearest integral 
multiple of 500 maunds, rejecting any remainder of less than 500 
maunds. In the case of steamers and motor boats the maundage 
determined as above shall be reduced by one-third as an allowance of 
engine space. 
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For TOBsels of oIms II which are furnished with reliable way bills 
the ^rose maundage of cargo shown by the way bills, or in the case of 
steanibrs the maundage obtained from multiplying the registered 
tonnage of the steamer by 27, may, at the option of the employer of 
the yessel or the steamer (as the case may be), be taken as the maundage 
on which tolls will be charged. 

4. After the measurement the person in charge of the vessel shall 
be provided with a slip showing the maundage to be charged, which 
shall be presented at the toll office where he .will be provided with a 
ticket, after payment of toll, which will permit the vessel to pass the 
gate or proceed through the channel. 

5. Every ticket shall have entered on it the name of the serang, 
manjhee or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of entry, the 
maundage, the cargo, the amount of toll charged and the number of 
days for which the ticket remains current. 

6. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
office before a vessel is permitted to proceed. 

7. The ticket shall be kept on board the vessel and in possession 
of the person in charge of the vessel and shall be produced for inspec¬ 
tion when demanded by the person authorised to collect tolls, or by 
any officer to whom such person is subordinate. If on demand the 
ticket is not produced, such person or officer shall assess the tollage 
as provided in rules 3 and 12 and shall require payment of toll, and 
unless and until the toll is paid, or the original ticket or a duplicate 
is produced as evidence that toll has already been paid, the vessel 
shall be liable to seizure and detention under the provisions of section 
9 of the Act. 

8. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and dates can 
be satisfactorily established, will be granted by the collector of tolls 
on payment of a fee equal to one quarter of the total tollage, subject 
to a minimum fee of one anna per ticket.

The events lending to the apjiointmenl of the Board may be briefly 
•ummarised. 

The Indian Iron and Steel Company, incorporated in 1918, now 
carries on its business in two places, ^t Hirapur (Burnpur) near 
Asansol and at Kulti, some seven miles away from Hirapur. The 
Kulti works wei-e formerly owned by the Bengal Iron Company, Ltd., 
but ultimately fell to the ownership of the Indian Iron and Steel 
Company in 1936. Since January 1937 the management of both works 
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ha» been in the bends of Messrs. Burn and Co^ The Kulti works 
employ 9,500 industrial workmen with 600 on the establishment, i.e., 
supervisory, operational and clerical staff, and 210 Watch and Ward. 
Hirapur has a normal complement of 2,200 workmen, 370 establishment 
staff and 180 Watch and Ward. At present it is finding employment 
for 4,000 workmen. 

Prior to 1937 there had been no strike at either works. On the 
I9th June 1937 there was a lightning strike at Kulti. The strike 
lasted for eight da.v’s. Mr. K. -t^. Muhiiidra went to Kulti on behalf 
of the Manageraeut. Mr. Homi, President, of the Labour Federation, 
Jamshedpur, represented the workmen. An agreement was reached 
and terms of settlement were signed on the 20th June 1937 by 
Mr. T. Leslie Martin Chairman of the Company, and Mr. Horai. The 
terms are to he found at pages 83-85 of the appendix. 

On the lOth July 1937 the labour at Hirapur also went out on a 
lightning strike, the strike lasted for 3 days. Mr. Hoini again 
represented the Workmen, and tej-ius of seitlenieiit were signed on the 
7th August 1937 by Mr. Martin, Chairman of the Board of Directors, 
Mr. Peeling, the W’orks Superintendent, ami Mr. Homi. These terms 
are to be found at pages 85-91 of the appendix. 

In the latter part of 1937 the Tyahour Federation, .famshedpur, 
established branches at Kulti and Hirapur. The Federation was 
recognised hy the Company and eorrespondenee was exchanged on 
subjects touching the labour employed at both places. 

On the 23rd May 1938 the labour at Hirapur held a mass meeting 
and passed a resolution (mndeinniug the Works Superintendent for 
trying to ignore tlie terms of settlement of Augxist 1937. The resolution 
demanded the fulfilment of ceitain claims immediately, failing which 
it gave 10 days’ notice of a eomplete shul down. One eojjy of the 
resolution was sent to Mr. Marlin, another to Mr. Homi on the 25t.h 
May 1938. 

On the 29th May 1938 (he fvulti labour held a general meeting 
and threatened a strike on the .5t.h June unless its demands were 
conceded. 

Negotiations having failed, the strike began at both places on the 
5th .Tune 1938. 

Attempts were made in .Tune to compose the matters in <lispute but 
without success. 

On the loth July 1938 negot in lions were re-opened in (Calcutta at 
the instance of the (Toveriiment of Bengal. On the ITth July 1938 
the terms of resumption of work were agreed upon and signed. The 
first of the terms was that (he Oovernment of Bengal would constitute 
a Board of Conciliation to go into the various points in disjmte between 
the parties. 

Work was resumed Imth at Kulti and Hinapu)' on the morning of 
the 2l8t July 1938. 

The Board of Conciliation assembled at Writers’ Buildings, Calcutta, 
at 11 a.ra., on the 10th August 1938. At this, its first sitting, the 
Chairman formally called on the parties to the dispute to file statements 
of their respective cases before the Board at Asansol on Tuesday, the 
16th August at 11 a.m. 
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On Tuesday, the 16th Aumst, the Board oommeticed its publit; 
sittings in the office of the Mines Board of Health, Asausol. The 
Labour Federation, Jamshedpur (Hirnpur and Kulli Branches), was 
represented by Mr. A. K. Bose Advocate, assisted by Mr. A. R. De 
of Hirapur and Muulvi Almiauulla of Kulti, while the Company 
entrusted its ease to Mr. H. 1). Kitcbing, Solicitor, who was assisted 
by Mr. H. V. J’eoling, Works Superintendent of Hirapur, and 
Mr. B. Thornton, Works Su|>erin ten dent of Kulti. 

Mr. Bose filed u atatejnent of the Federation’s ease which w'ill be 
found at pages 99-100 of tlie. appendix to this report. At pages 100-117 
<»f the appendix will be fomid the Company’s statement and the 
ennexure thereto. 

On the 16t.h, 17th, .18th and 19th of August Mr. Bose presented 
in detail the Federation’s case to the Board. Without prejudice to 
the Company’s objection that the Federation had no authority to speak 
for the establishment, Mr. Bose was also allowed to present the 
grievances of the establishment as recited on page 92 of the appendix. 

Mr. Kilching began his statement of tlie Company’s ease on 
August 20th. 

Mr. Homi’s engagements in Jamshedpur neee.s.sitatetl an adjourji- 
inent from the 20th to the 29th August. Cu the 29th, -‘lOth and Olst 
.August the Company's ease was elaborated. 

On these snbinis.sions, and with regard to the order of importance

Some witnesses were examined on the 2nd September. The 3rd 
September was devoted to an examination by the Federation ()f the 
Company's registers in an attempt to dist^over evidence determining the 
first of the Hirapur issues. Further evidence was recftrded on 
September oth and 6th., Mr. Bose and Mr. Hitching summed up their 
respective cases and the publii sittings of the Board at Asaiisnl ended 
on the 7th September. 

There had been a complaint by the Federation that the labour

main drain flooded. The problem is really one of drainage. The 
drain is constructed to deal with a rainfall of one inch per hour, hut 
on that day 1 ■-‘i2 inches of rain fell in just under an hour. 

The Chainnan also inspec.ted the lalmur lines at night on the 6th 
September in order to investigate the complaint regarding absence of 
illumination. This complaint proved to be well founded for the lines 
were in total darkness. The Company is sensible of the iieecssity for 
providing adequate illumination, and is even now eonsid(?ring a sr-heme 
of comprehensive lighting. It has given an ussurance that, if perma¬ 
nent arrangements cannot he made within a rea.wuablc time, it is 
read 5 ' to provide some temporary .scheme of lighting by Petromax or 
other high powered illuminants. 

Un September 8th the Chairman was shown the i)lant at Hirajmr 
and Eulti by the two Superintendents. He also inspected the labour 
aceommodation at Kulti in Simuldhowrah, Ke.udua, Ehilaudbowrah 
and Nichedhowrah. 

The Board began its private sittings in Calcutta on September 11th. 
An adjournment was then necessary till September 23rd to enable 
Mr. Homi to fulfil engagements which required his pi;pBenoe at 


(quarters at Hirapur were flooiled out in the monsoon, so on I 
September 4th, fne Chairman inspected the lines immediately 
torrential downpour. He found the four blocks of ouarters nea 
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JunsliedpiiT. On September 23rd; 24th and 26th, the Board diBcussed 
the difFerent issues, deliberated its findings, and considered the draft 
re^rt. Other engagements occupied both Mr. Mahindra and Mr. Homi 
till October 12th, when the Board met again. Mr. Homi submitted 
the first part of his minute of dissent on the 12th October, and the 
second part on October 24th. Mr. Mahindra submitted his minute on 
October 17th. The Board concluded its task on the 26th October. 

The finding and recommendation of the Board on each of the issues 
framed, in the order of importance assigned thereto by the Federation, 
Kdlows below: — 


HIRAPUR. 

Issue No. 1—Ceneral Inorement. 

A. Should a general increment of 26 per cent, over the present 
scale of wages be sanctioned? 

Has the demand for such an iuci'ement us put forward in 1937 been 
met by the Company’s scheme for extra wages and participation in 
profits ? 

Alternatively 

B. Was there any general wage cut (»r scaling down of wages in 
1930-32? 

If so, have the cuts been restored? 

If not, should they be restored now? 


In placing the case for the Federation before the Board, Mr. Bose 
spoke to the second, and not the first altonative, and gave no reasons 
in support of the demand for a general increment of 25 per cent., or 
any lesser figure over the present scale of wages. In his final argu¬ 
ment he justified the demand on the ground that evei-y labourer looked 
naturally for an increase in his wages, and might reasonably expect 
one at intervals. 

For the (Company it was urged that the demand as put forward in 

1937 had been met by the Company’s extra wages scheme. It was 
pointed out that Ibe demand finds a place in the Hirapur settlement 
terms of the 7th .4ngU8t 1937, where it was di.sposed of in the following 
terms;—“Will bo considered again when the details of the proposed 
Bonus scheme are known” (vif/r appendix, page eighty-five). In Octo¬ 
ber 1937 the workmen were granted a bonus of two weeks’ pay on the, 
declaration of an ad interim dividend of 16 per cent., by the (.'omiiany. 
As the money was accepted, and as the demand was not renewed the 
Company believed that the demand had been satisfied, although the 
Federation, as a Federation, liad not declared its acceptance of the 
scheme. 

The Company further points out that, though the demand was made 
in the strike notice of the 25th May 1938 (appendix page ninety-three), 
it found no mention in the letter No. 623/38-A. ot the 23rd June 

1938 (appendix ])uge 113) from the Federation to the Company, although 
the letter purports to recapitulate the position for the purposes of a 
clearer understanding of labour’s view point and for record. 
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A» against this argument, the Federation claims that it has neyer 
aece]>ted the extra wages scheine which Mr. Jlose described as an “airy 
nothing” and “mere eyewash” in lieu of the demand for a 2f) per cent, 
general increment, and that although the bonus payments had been 
accepted in October ,19-17, that acceptance was without prejudice to the 
claim for a general increment. It is further argued that in the Federa¬ 
tion’s letter of the 23rd June 1938, though there is no specific mention 
of the demand for a general increment, it might well come in under 
the jjhrase ‘‘in respect of other materials'' (appendix page IKi) in the 
penultimate paragraph of the letter. 

There is no doubt that the demand for such an increment was made 
in 1937, and that it was agreed that tlic demand should be considered 
again when the details of the bonus .Mchcmc were published. 

The only letter touching this cjuestion is letter No. 929/;i7-A. of the 
29th September 1937 (appendix page one hundred and thirty-five), 
addressed to the Chairman, Board of Directors, by the Federation. 
That letter recites: “We had piojro.sed that a percentage increase 
should be granted on the present rate^ of wages to all workers, and 
commensurate with last year's profits. Your- suggestion was that an 
ad interim bonus under the present juofit sharing scheme may be 
granted now and balance at the end of I In- current year, on the current 
year’s working.” There cun be no question, therefore, on the Federa¬ 
tion's own statement of its case in tliis letti r. that the Company sub¬ 
mitted its profit sharing scheme in answer to the demand for a general 
increment. 

The letter goes on to jness that a percentage increase, mutually 
agreeable, on the present rates of wage.s should be immediately granted 
on last year’s working and the profit sharing scheme should eoino into 
operation on the current yeui'.s working or the scheme rrright be 
applied without prejudice, right away on last year's working. The 
second alternative supports the ('onipany’.s claim that the profit sharing 
scheme was definitely put forward n.s an alternative to the claim for- 
a general increment. 

The Federation stressed the m-eessity for immediate relief :—“The 
workers, who arc anxiously looking for-ward at present to increases in 
their wages, are going to he terribly disappointed if the scheme is fo 
come into operation fr-orn the 1st April 1!)37: in other words, if they 
are to wait till about Jiitre 1938 for some relief in this tlirection." 

The extra wages sehetiie was saneiioned l>.v the Compariy, ami its 
details were jiublished on the ItMli November 1937. It provides for- 
the payment of extra wages on a scale wliicli varies according to the 
dividend declared by the (k)m]mnv in any one firrancial year. The 
, workmen have already received an ad intenm payment this year and 
will receive another payment, which will in the aggreg-ate amount to 
the equivalent of four weeks’ pay. The cost to tite (Company this year 
will be 3J lakhs of rupees, which cannot he dismissed as “mere eye¬ 
wash.” 

The immediate i-elief for which the herleialion asked was granted 
in October 1937. No correspondence has lx I'li nrodm ed before the 
Board subseriuent to the grant and accejitance of the nd interim bonus. 
It was not until the strike notice of the 25th May (appendix page 
ninety-three) was issued that the demand for a general increment was put 
forward again. In its reply of the 28th May (appendix page one 
hundred and seven) the Company referred to the extra wages bonus 
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scheme as satisfying the demand. The Federation, in the letter oi me 
2drd June 1988 (appendix page one hundred and eleven), which 
recapitulates the position "for purposes of a clearer understanding of 
our view point and for record" makes no mention at all of the demand 
for a general increment. And the Board is not impressed with the 
argument that the phrase "in respect of other materials” is to he 
construed as including it demand for general increment. 

Oh the materials placed liefore i(, the Board is satisfied that the 
demand as framed in 1987 was mel by the Company’s Kxtra Wages 
Bonus scheme, and wps so understood by the parties; that, in response 
to the Federation’s appeal for immediate relief the Company granted 
an od interim bonus in October 1987—with the promise of a further 
contribution when the final divide)id wa.s declared on the year's 
working; that no further correspoiideuce passed between the Federa¬ 
tion and the Coni puny—which showed that the position was accejited 
by both sides:, that, although the demand was again put forward in 
the strike notice, it was treated as u major demand and was ignored 
in the letter of the Federation which “reeorded’’ the points at issue 
between the parties. The Board therefore is not pi-epared to recommend 
any general increment as claimed. 

On the alteiTintive case Mr. Bose for the Federation explained that 
in the years l}|80-82 thei-e hud lieen a general wage cut of 5 per cent, 
to 10 per cent., affecting some 25 per cent., of the labour employed. 
It was not a simultaneous cut in all de]iartmeu1s, hut some departments 
were cut in each of the three successive years, so that by 1982 the cut 
was complete. B>’ the “sealing down" of wages he explained that a 
man drawing He. I was replaeed liy one drawing 12 annas, and the. like. 

For the Conipaiiy it was explained that there was no .cut us con¬ 
tended by the Federation. In some cases—and the Works Superin¬ 
tendent describes tbe figure of 26 ^ler cent., as “grossly exaggerated"— 
men on Ligber rated jobs were offered work on lower paid jobs in order 
to pjnvide them with some sort of work during a period of acute 
depression, and in no <*ase was the offer refused. 

The Company further pointed out that this grievuuce was never 
mentioned in the strike notice, and found no place in the first stages of 
the negotiations between the parties. 

The grievance could only he determined by an exaiiiinatioii of the 
Company’.' Isioks. Tbe Federation refused the suggestion that an 
expert be appointed to scrutmise tbe IsKiks aud report to tbe Board. 

It also refused such parlieulars as tbe names of workers affected which 
might have fuciUlati«l the work of investigation. It required the 
Company to produce the muster rolls and rates registers of all depart¬ 
ments for Felouarv l!l29. Ajtril 1980, Apiil 1981, May 1982, May 1987 
and January 198H, for inspection by the Federation. These registei's. , 
229 in number, were produced and were examined. 

Mr. Bose took the case of tbe electric fitters, and tried to show that 
llicre bad been a cut in theii wages. T'litortuJiately his figures provml 
unreliable, and whereas be quoted tbe rate of such a fitter in 1929 as 
from Rs. 1-18-9 to Ks. 2-4-9. tbe Board found that the minimum was 
14 annas and not Rs. 1-18-9, aud the maximum was Rs. 2’r2 and not 
Rs. 2-4-9. Til 19.80 Mr. Bose quoted the rate as Re. 1-4 to Re. 1-7, 
showing that there had been a cut. The Board found, however, that 
ill 1980 the muximuin was still Rs. 2-12 and the minimum had risen 
to Re. 1. No fuidber attempt was thei'enfter made to establish the 
position by extracts from the registen. 
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No other step was taken or suggestion made regarding the detennina- 
tion of this issue. 

As the Federation refused an expert examination of the books, and 
was unable to establish the grievance from its own examination, the 
'Board must find that there has been no general wage cut or scaling down 
of wages in 1930>32. The question of restoration of such cuts there¬ 
fore does not arise. 

Mr. Homi has not been able to agree with this finding, ami in his 
iuinute of dissent, has recommended » general increase at the rate of 
two annas in the rupee for both the Tlirapiir and the Kulti workinoii. 

issue No. 2—Grade Scale. 

Is the (^mipauy’s scheme to he submitted to the Federation for its 
approval before being put into ojterntion ? 

Or, is the scheme to he brought into operation reserving the right 
to the Fedeiutiou to make representations to the Management on its 
working? 


This issue arises out of the second point in the case for the Federa¬ 
tion, the demand for the establishment of ii grade scale and standard 
and uniform rates of wages for vaiions elnsses of work. In the settle¬ 
ment terms of the 7th August 1937 (appendix, page eighty-five) the 
principle was agreed upon, and it was stated that a scdieme was being 
drawn up by the management. 

The principle that workmen employed on similar work iu the 
different departments shall be paid at the same rate has been agreed 
upon. To the Federation’s eonqdnini that there had been delay in 
getting out the scheme, the Company udmilted delay, and as an 
earnest of good faith produced drafts of the scheme before the Chair¬ 
man during the sitting of the Board. 

It has been agreed that the scheme shall l»e put into opcintion from 
the Ist November 1.938, that the t'ompany shall give the Federation an 
advance copy of the scheme at least a week before that date, and that 
after the scheme has been put into operation, tlie Company will listtm 
to representations fn»m the Federation on its working. 

Issue No. 3—Provident Fund. 

Is the Company’s provident bonus seheme to be replaced by a 
provident fund scheme following the principles agreed to in 1937? 

Is the institution of such a seheme to lie conditional on tlie deedara- 
tion of their desire by the workmen on a vote? 

' In the settlement of the 7th August 1937 (appendix, page eighty- 
seven) the Company approved the principle of some form of savings 
fund to which both the Company and the worker should contribute. The 
scheme was to he ready by the end of September 1937. 

The (/ompany’s case is that after very careful consideration tlu*\ 
decided in favour of a bonus scheme solely in the interests of the 
workmen, although it would cost the Company more than would a 
provident fund scheme. It was claimed th.Tt the provident bonus 
scheme had the merit of being easy to understand, and of not requiring 
the maintenance of a large number of accounts and of being one which 
the worker could not use to pledge his credit. 
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It was, howevCT, open to objection that it violated the principle of 
mutual contribution to which the Company had agreed, and that it 
did not inculcate ideas of thrift in the minds of the workmen. The 
Company add that these principles would be well cared for when a 
savinffs bank is established and a workman’s insurance scheme which 
they have in mind is instituted. 

The Company explained its present position in the followin>r 
terms: — 

“The Company is of opinion that the provident bonus scheme has 
tieen devised in the tt-ue interests of the workmen. But if the workmen 
still desire mid declare so thiough a vote, after a full and complete 
explanation has been ^iven to them, the Comjiauy will have no objection 
to instituting a provident fund embodying the principles as outlined 
in Tata’s J’rovideiit Kules with the exeeiition that contributions by the 
Company and by the workmen will be fixed at b per cent,, of the 
wages.’’ 

The Board finds that, whatever the merits of the provident bonus 
seheme may be, it does not implement the agreement of 1937 or eaiTV 
out the ])rineiple of mutual contributions. 

The (bimpany has agreed to institute a provident fund with effect 
from the 1st April 1939 to which the Company and the workmen shall 
each contribute h per cent., of the wages received. It has undertaken 
to eoutrihute to such fund b pi'r cent., of the wages received in the 
two yein>< from Ist April 1937 as the Company's contrihution in respect 
of those woikiiien who join the fund and has agreed that such workmen 
.shall he at liberty to make u voluntary contrihution of u like amount 
thereto. 

The Com puny is anxious that u lefcreudum should he held in the 
interests of the jireseut employees who, it is urged, will lose by tlie 
change and will have a legitimate grievance in that certain benefits 
are being withdrawn without tlieii- sjieeific con.sent. The Board finds 
that the Federation must he accepted as speaking for the workmen on 
this claim and that as the Federation, for the workmen, require the 
agreement of 1937 to he implemented, there is no occasion for a 
referendum. 

Mr. K. Mahindra. while not dissenting from this finding, has 
suhmitled a minute explaining his consiilered belief that a fuller 
investigation into the merits of the rival schemes would have led to a 
proper appreriation of the Company’s standpoint, and would have 
established that the provident bonus scheme represents a truer provi¬ 
sion for the interests of the workmen than the ordinary provident 
fund. 

Issue No. 4—Sickness Benefit. 

Has the Company carried nut. its agreement of 1937 in regard to 
•.iekness benefits? 

Was that agreement subject to the rules already in existenenP 

If the rules eunflict with the agreed principle, should the principle 
01 ' the rules prevail. 

Item No. 5 of the terms of .settlement at Hirapur (ajipcndix page 
eigbty-six) runs as follows: — 

“Sicl'nest benefit .—Workmen shall be entitled, of all classes, to a 
sickness benefit of full wages for the first month of sickness; to halt 
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the .waffes for the next month of continued sickness, and thereaftei 
according to the discretion of the Management.” 

The Company's reply ran: — 

“Agreed to and rules ait? already framed for the purpose.” 

It is (‘onteuded by the Federation that the Management agreed to 
the demand as fiura'ed, but that the rules have operated to whittle 
down the conce.ssiou. For the Company it is pleaded that the demand 
WHS agieed to subject to the rules already in existence. 

The rules were promulgated on the 6th Augusf to have eflfect from 
(he Isf August 19;17. 

It is unfortunate that both the Federation and the (Company, in 
their respective cases before the Board, have taken paragraph 5 of the 
settlement of August 1937 to refer to ‘‘sick leave.” There is nothing 
in the paragraph itself to show that it was ever meant to refer to “sick 
leave." The language used speaks of ‘‘sickness benefit”, and can only 
be construed as refening to n continued sickness which may continue 
for more than two months. Moreover, the benefit clnimed is a 
pecuniary one, estimated in the wages of the invalid. It is paragraph 
4 of the .sellleuient, with its sub-paragraplis, which deals with tlie ques¬ 
tion of leave. 

The demand being of this nature ,tlic (Company was obviously 
referring to Rule o of the Special Sick Leave benefits when it recorded— 
“Agreed and rules are already framed for the puriwse,” for nile 3 
recites that— 

“If any pemon is certified sick by the Chief Medical Officer foi’ a 
continuous period of over 14 days, lie or she shall be entitled to receive 
the following sick benefits: — 

(a) Full pay for the period of sickness up to a maximum of one 
calendar month from the date on w'hich the sickness 
commenced. 

(f>) Half pay for the immediately succeeding month or portion 
thereof if illness has continued. (Appendix, page 145.) 

It will thus lie. seen that this rule more than meets the demand set 
out in paragraph '), for it provides for a continuous sickness of over 
14 days. 

No evidem-e has been offeretl that the Ootiquiny has failed to carry 
the terms of this agreement, and the Board must therefore hold that 
the Federation has no cause for grievance on the score of sickness bene¬ 
fit. It is “sickness lauiefit'' which is mentioned in the strike notice, 
ami it is sickness benefit with special refereiwe to clause .I of the agree- 
* ment (appendix, page eighty-six) that is mentioned in the Federation’s 
statement of its case on the I3th August 1938 before the Board. 
(Appendix, page 99.) 

In this reading of the puiHiriHjili, the seeoml and third questions 
do not anse. 

The rules were brought out on the 6th August 1937. They uerc 
scrutinised by the President of the h’ederation. and were criticised in 
his letter of the 39th August 1937 (appendix page one hundred and 
thirty-four) to the Superintendent. In this letter is to be found the 
first attempt to interpret sickness benefit in Airticle 6 in terms of sick 
leave. For. the Presidenf speaks of sick leave being placed in a class 
by ^itself in Article a of the settlement, although sick leave was never

mentiott«d therein. He further observes that “the sickness benefit that 
we had contemplated in Article 5 of our Seilleiuent was meant to cover 
siohneM in general irrespective of any period.” This is obviously 
imposaible on a clear reading of the article fur it cannot refer to casual 
sicKness or sickness of less than one month. Moreover the Board is 
convinced that the Company never intended Article 5 to cover “sickness 
in general irrespective of any period”. It must not be overl(M)ked that 
prior to June 1987 the labour received no leave with at all. The 
nrst proposal was to allow 10 days leave with pay. Ijie period was 
then rai^ to 14, and finally to 15 days. At tlie present moment labour 
is allowed 15 days’ casual leave uud <‘.usual sick leave. It s<‘eiiis, yriiiw 
facie, incredible that,a Company, which had previously not allowed 
any leave with pay at all, should in one year, allow 15 days’ privilege 
leave, and sick leave which uii»fht, in the a»-Kie}<atc, amount to two 
months. Even such an established concern us the Tata Iron and Steel 
Company, only allows its daily rated employees leave for two weeks for 
every completed year of service, uud dues not allow any sick leave at all. 

The argument has been put forward that the rules at Kulti have 
been amended to allow of the. interpretation which the Foderatiou now 
seeks to place on Aiiicle 5, and that tliere is no leasun to distinguish 
between Hirapur and Kulti in this respect. This argument the Board 
cannot accitpt as valid. At Kulti the Company received as a legacy 
from the old Bengal Iron (’omjmny, their Accident and Sick Kulcs of 
the. 18th February 1921, and the interi)retation placed thereon since 
the date of their issue. Buie 3 recites that: — 

“Injury sustained by uu,\ workman or woman during his or her 
working hours and while on actual duty and which in the opinion of 
the Comjtany’s Senior Medical Cftiiser is sntficient to cause total 
temporary incapability, entitles the injured person to— 

(m) full pay for one month; 

(h) half pay for the succeeding month of such incapacity together 
with free diet allowance should the diet be. of a special nature, 
and BO ordered by the Company’s senior Medical Officer; 

(c) any further benefit will be treated on its merits as a speidal 
case.” 

Buie 9 extends the same benefit to workers returned us sick: — 

“Patients returned us sick will also receive the benefits described 
in paragraph 5, provided the sickness is not of a contagious variety 
or oOtained through lack of leasoimhle care on the part of the patients.’’ 

Kulti’s pre.sent Sick Leave Benefits contain rule 8; — 

"If any person is certified sick and is reconiiueuded leave by the 
(j'hief Medical Officer he shall l)c entitled to receive the following sick 
benefits: — 

(a) Full pay for the period of sickness up to a maximum of 30 days • 
per year. 

(5) Half pay for a further period of 30 days per year.” 

The reason why the Kulti rules were amended is that the Company 
found that the rules of the Bengal Iron Company had been interpreted 
as covering casual sickness generally. The Board feels that ihis inter¬ 
pretation is erroneous, but recognises that, as the interpretation has 
neeu followed for so many j'ears in practice, if cannot hut he accepted 
at Kulti. There is however, no reason why the same mistaken construc¬ 
tion should be placed on the agreed teiins at Hirapur. 
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It haw b«eu lepi'f'Benied aw a frrievaiic^e tlial, imder the f)r<>sent nilefl, 
a workman who is compelled to be absent fmjn liis work owinff to oasaal 
sickness is hit both in his purse and in his leare account, in that the 
period of his absence is debited to his Privilege I^eave Account and 
not to his Sick Leave Account. As the rules make no provision for 
sick leave as such, his absence must be debited to his Privilege Leave 
A(!i'ount. The grievan<'e is not one whifh falls under Article 5 of the 
Terms of Settlemcmt, but one which iiiiglit full iinder Article 4 of those 
Terms. It is on this point that the Federation, in its letter of the 
14th April 1938 (appendix, page one hundred and Afty), eoepressed 
its intention of taking up the matter with the Directors in C^cutta. 
As yet it has not done so. It is possible that it uuiy bo found necessary 
to modify the rules, if it is discovered that in actual practice, they 
cause hardship in cases of (casual personal sickness. But the rules 
only came into operation on the 1st August 1!>37 and the Board has 
before it no data to warrant any inodifieat iiui now. It feels that, in 
these cireunistanee.s the proetiee obtaining in the 'I'ata Iron and Steel 
iJompany is a safe guide and does not reeoinmeiid any modiheation. 

Mr. Honii has dissented from this conclusion and his elaborate 
minute has recited the icasons wliy he is iiaahle to accept the Board’s 
finding. 

Issue No. 6—Acting Aliowrance. 

Has the Company carried out its agreement to pay acting allowance P 

On what principal shall acting allowance he paid P 

Is a workman acting in u vacancy entitled to receive- 

(«) the pay of the absent workman provided it is u<it less than 
his own, 

(h) the lowest pay of the grade of the job. 


The question of acting allowance was agitated in 1937. In the 
settlement of tJie 7th Augu-.i (appendix, page ciglity-eight) it was 
observed;— 

“Acting allowance shall be granted when an employee on a lower 
rate of wages works in place of a higher rated one. This shall be done 
without the workmen applying for the same, but shall be done at the 
time of taking attendance.” 

To this demand in 1937 the t’ompany replied: — “This has been 
adopted.” 

The Federation roundly declares that no acting allow'ances have 
been paid at all under this agreement. 

This assertion is entirely without foundation. The Company has 
• produced figures before the Board to show that acting allowance has 
been paid, and the Board accepts those figures. 

The Board finds that, in its letter of the 23rd Jiine 1938 (Appendix 
jjage one hundred and eleven), the Federation accepted the prin- 
ci^e that a workman acting in a vacancy should receive the minimum 
wage of the grade in which the vucuucy arose:—“My Committee feel 
that the workmen have a genuine grievance in this respect in that 
practically no benefit is received them even though their representa¬ 
tives had agreed to accept the minimum wage of the grade in which the 
vacancy arose.” 
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Tbe Boani therefore actceptu tliin principle, that a workman, autiuK 
in a vacancy, shall re<-.eive the uiinimuni pay of the grade in which 
the vacancy arises. 

There remains the claim for payment of ae.ting allowance with 
retrospective effect from 7th August 1937. 

For the Federation it is claimed that there has been an unreason¬ 
able delay in getting out the grade scales, and this delay has 
operated to the prejuifice of the warkmen in that, as no minimum 
rates have been hxed no claims to such minimum rates could be made 
in respect r)f acting allowance. It is urged that, even if payment 
be not sanctioned with retrosiiective effect from 7th August 1937, there 
is no reason not to pay it with retrospective effect from the Ist January 
193K. 

The Company admits delay and suggests that payment might be 
made with retrospective effect from the 1st June 1938. 

The Board feels that there is substance in the submission of the 
Federation that workmen may have been penalised in this matter by 
the failure of the Company to prepare the grade scheme earlier. 
It realises, however, that the jirepuration of such a scheme must 
inevitably take some time, and may involve the scrapping of schemes 
proposed before one is ultimately settled upon. 

Amongst, the letters filed is one, No. L.F. 195B. of the 22nd March 
i938 (appendix, paev one hundred and forty-one), from the Secretary to 
the Federation to the Works’ Superintendent, Ilirapur, which mentions 
the delay in preparation of the Grade Scale:—“1 draw your attention 
to my interview with .you on the 11th February' 1938 regarding 
grade scale, acting allowance and sickness benefit .scheme. You had 
promised that these schemes w'ill be ready and announced after three 
or four weeks from that day.”. 

The Board feels that, in view of the statements in this letter, 
it would not be unreasonable to fix the 1st April 1938, as the date 
from whicli retrospective payments should be made. The date would 
also coincide with the Company's financial y’ear. 

The grade scale will be put into operation on the Ist November 
19<‘18. That scale will provide that the maximum of any one grade 
will be lower than the minimum of the next higher grade. When 
the grade scheme is brought into fon-e, the cases of those workmen 
who “acted" for some one else during the period 1st April 1938—Slst 
October 1938. will be reopened, and where, by actual scrutiny with 
the graded scheme a man would have received more had the scheme 
been in operation on the Ist April 1938, in accordance with the 
principle laid down, he will be given that additional sunj. The 
Board feels confident that thus no further cause for grievance on this 
score will remain. 

Issue No. 6—Fortnightly Payments. 

Is the present system of fortnightly payments to be changed to 
one of bi-monthly payments, with payments on fixed dates— 

in) payment on the 2.3th of each month for a work period from 
the 1st to the loth of the month, 

(b) payment on the 10th of the month for the work period from 
the 16th to the last day of the previous month P 










The Oompany need to make’ monthly passments, hut after tl^ 
publication of the report of the Royal 'Commission on Labour in 
India, altered to weekly payments. 

In 1937 the claim was put forward for fortniuhtly payments 
instead of weekly payments. In the settlement of the Tth Auffust 
(Appendix, page eighty-nine) the Company observed that “The weekly 
payment system was put in for the benefit of the-labour. The Works’ 
Superintendent will arrange for u vote of labour, and if they favour 
fortnightly parents instead of weekly payments, fortnightly payments 
will be adopted.” 

The ballot was held in August 1937 (Appendix page one hundred 
and fifty-one) and resulted in an almost unanimous vote in favour of 
fortnightly payments. Such were then adopted. 

The two arguments put forward in support of the claim for 
a change are, that it is more satisfactory for the workman to know 
that he is being paid on a certain date for a certain wage period, and 
that bi-monthly payments will help his credit with the local shop¬ 
keepers who keep their accounts by the month. 

The Company’s objections to the proposal are: — 

(/) That it has to keep ils registers on a weekly basis to satisfy 
the requirements of (he F'acdories Act, and would therefore 
have to keep two sets of registers if the demand is conceded. 

(2) That the principle of payment on a fixed date would have ^ 
to be abandoned if that date fell on a Sunday. 

(.3) That overtime is calculated on a weekly basis. 

(4) That the Company introduced the present scheme on a 
practically unanimous ballot of the labour, and is not 
prepared to incur the. expense involved in scrapping the 
present registers and ])rinting new ones, a total charge 
of about Bs. 4,0(10, partn ularly as there is no certainty 
that the labour will not change its mind again with equal 
celerity. 


The Board is not impressed with the reasons advanced in support 
of the proposal to change the system of payment. It feels that in 
dealing with illiterate workmen the simplest methods are the best. 
It believes that the ordinary woi’kmen think in terms of days of the 
week, and not in terms of dates of the month, and that he cun 
understand payment on a certain day of the week for a certain 
number of days better than payment on a certain date of the month 
for an uncertain number of days. It does not understand how a 
workman’s credit can be better if he is paid twice in the month on 
' fixed dates than if he is paid twice in the month on fixed days of the 
week. On the grounds adduced therefore the Board sees no reason 
to require the Company to alter the system introduced on a ballot 
of the workmen so short a time previously. 

Mr. Homi at first concurred in this finding, and stated that, for 
his part, he cxiuld not understand why this claim had ever been made. 
His minute of dissent took his colleagues by surprise, but he 
explained that, on further reflection, he found that there was a valid 
case for the change. His reasons are to be found in his minute. 
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IssiM No. 7—Umkillod Labour. 

A. Are the wages of unskilled labour to be raised— 

Men—from 8 as. to lU as. a day, 

Women—from 0 as. to 7 as. a day}' 

AlternatiTcly 

B. Are the wages of unskilled labour at Birapur to be the same 
as those pair! at £iilti<f 


The Federation elaims an increase in the rates «»f wages for 
unskilled labour on the follow'ing grounds: — 

(1) The I’isks run by labour in an iron and steel works are no 

less than those in other industrial c.onoeriis, and even in 
collieries. 

(2) 'J’he Company can afl'ord to pay a higher rate. 

(3) The rise in the caist of living. 

The Company relies on these arguments— 

(1) By quoting accident statistics- there have only been two 

fatal accidents at Hirapur in 18 years, both women. 

(2) By (|uuting the average dividend paid by the Company since 

1919, excluding the present year—1-23 per cent. 

(3) By (/uoting the tabulated statement of index figures showing 

the rise and fall in the tost of' living of the working 
elassos in Jamshedpur as on page 69 of the Tata Iron and 
Steel ('ompany’s report of October 1937. 

The Company also states that it relies on the old argument of 
supply and demand, and urges that when it can get 50tJ unskilled 
labourers at the rate ofiFered merely bv opening its doors, it sees no 
reason to offer a higher wage. It eliallcngcd the Federation to adduce 
evidence of a higher wage being paid to this class of labour by any 
other company in the vicinity, and stresses the failure of the Federation 
to do so. 

The Board is satisfied that the Company can get all the unskilled 
labour it requires at the rate offered, and therefore sees no reason why 
it should recommend an increase on that rate. 

The Board notes with satisfaction that there are now only 120 
women employed at Hirapur, and 300 at Eulti, and that all will be 
discharged within the next year. 

The alternative claim is that unskilled labour at Hirapur shall be 
paid the s.ame as at Kulti. At present unskilled labourers at Hirapur 
are paid 8 annas a day, and unskilled labourers at Eulti 9 as. The 
rate for women is the same in both places. 

Ff)r the Federation it is urged that there is no reason to distinguish 
unskilled labour at the two works of tho same company, for they do 
substantially the same work. The Company urges that there is a dis* 
tincfion in that Hirapur is more mochauisod and Eulti largely foundry 
work. 
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The liuard rec^of^uisea that thorn is this distinotion. It has also been 
assured, and sees no reason to reject the statement* that the rate was 
fixed at 9 annas at Eulti under a mistake that 9 as. was being paid at 
Hirapur. Unskilled labour at Eulti was being paid 7 as. and annas 
a day, and pressed for an increase. Being misinformed, the manage¬ 
ment raised the rate to 9 auims, in the belief that this rate obtained at 
Hirapur. The mauageiueiit, having made the mistake, had to stand by 
it, but the Board cannot agree that the Federation is now free to 
instance the disparity as a reason for increasing the Hirapur rate. 

Mr. Homi dissents from this Sliding, and in his minute has recom¬ 
mended that unskilled labour at Hirapur sliall be* paid nine annas as at 
Eulti. 


Issue No. 8—Rest-house. 

Does the rest-house which the Company proposes to construct before 
the end of the year meet the worliiiien's requirements? 


The Federation asked for the construction of a rest house immediately 
outride the works’ iircmises, with sojiarate accommodation for male 
and female workers to the number of !-'r>0—^50 in all—the bouse to be 
fitted with electric lights and to have water laid on. It was represented 
that the accommodation was reijuired— 

(«) for men coming from thiur villages beforehand in search of 
work. 

(b) lor men wailing to go home after their shift, 

(c) for men coming early to work and waiting to go on night shift. 

The (’onqiany declares its intention of replacing the existing struc¬ 
ture before the end of the jireseut year by a new rest-house designed to 
uccmmmodute 200 persons, filteii with eleirtric light, and with lavatory 
and bathing facilities for both men and women at a cost of Rs. 8,000 to 
Jtts. 10,000. 

Accepting that a rest house is neeessary, the Board finds that the 
Company’s proixisal will meet the workmen’s requirements. 


issue No. 9—Sunday Allonvance end Festival Leave. 

Is a workman entitliMl to get times his pay for working on 
Sunday ? 

Should the workmen he allowed four days’ leave on full pay each 
year as festival leave ? 


The claim for a Sunday allowance is based on the ground that a 
workman who works on a Sunday ought to be compensate for the in- 
oonvemenoe of having to work on an “off” day. 

The Federation examined six witnesses (Appendix, pages 121-128) 
of whom four stated that when they were required to work on a Sunday 
they drew pay at the single rate, and received no allowance for Sunday 
work. Those witnesses are Human Ojha, T. C. Ghosal, Buddhu 
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aud Beroo. Tho other two told a different story, Banshi Ghati said 
that when he had to work on a Sunday he either (jot “overtime” or 
else was allowed “chhuti” on the Monday. Nathuni stated that he 
his “overtime” for Sunday on u Wednesday. 

The actual practice is that when a man is required to work on a 
Sunday, he is ^iveu the next day, Monday, as his oft' day if that is jms- 
sible: if that cannot be managed, then he is pfivnu an oA day on one of 
ihe three days iinincdiately hefore or after that Sunday. 

There is no 8i)eciul ftierit to a workman in Sunday as his off day in 
the conditions of his* service, and if he is required to work on Sunday— 
and it is represented that he is notified beforehand—and if he is allowed 
another day us his off day, the Board sees no reason to rec*ommend that 
he .shall be paid a Sunday allowance. It is observed moreover that 
the Tata Iron and Steel Company does not make such an allowance. 

The claim for festival leave finds no place in the strike notice. It 
hud been raised once before aud had been refused, and the Company 
detdares its belief that the refusal had been accojjted by the Federation. 
Tho demand has been made before us aud re<iuircs determination. 

Th(( Company pleads that the p:rant of such leave would involve 
]iructical diftieiilties in operation, would impose additional expenditure 
on the Company, aud would really be an extension of the leave already 
a llow'ed. 

The Board feels that, lhoup:h the Federation did not attach to this 
claim the importance it attached to other demands, some provision should 
be made to enable the different communities amoijp:st the workmen to 
fd)serve and celehratt* their respective relip;ioU8 festivals. It recoin ises 
that the claim for four days on full pay as festival leave cuniiot in 
justice be siqiported, but it sees no reason why two days should not be 
allowed as i.s done in the Tata Iron aud Steel (’ompany. Their rule runs 
as foTlow's:—“Tlic mana(j:emeut will as far as i)ossilde allow two days 
holiday on full j)ay in each year for relip:iou8 festivals. Such holidays 
will not be counted ajjaiusib either privilejre or casual leave.” The 
Board feels that the lanf'uaf^e in which this provision is couched is 
.sutfifdent safeguard against practical operational difficulties; it would 
however insist that the festival leave he granted only on recognised 
religious fe.stivals, and not be allowed as an addition to other leave. 

On the claim for Sunday allowance, Mr. Homi surprised his collea¬ 
gues by reconling a minute of dissent after agreeing with the finding 
of the Board. 

As he explains in his minnte, Mr. K. C. Mahiudra subscribes to the 
recommendatiou for festival leave solely on the grounds of expediency. 


Issue No. Ill—Lady Oootor. 

Has any case been made out for the appointment of a lady doctor.®* 


The demand for tlie ajipointment of lady doctor first appears in the 
strike notice of 19!18. After the demand was made tho Works Superin¬ 
tendent began an investigation into the necessity for such an appoint¬ 
ment. The Federation however informed the Board that it would not 
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accept the result of his enquiry unless it was in favour of an appoint¬ 
ment, an r1 through its representative, Mr. A. K. De, asked the Board to 
frame an issue on the point. 

It was represented that there had long.been a demand for a lady 
doctor to treat the female relatives of the Company’s employees, and 
that the demand had become acute since 19>‘17. It was also urged that 
the Moslem employees refused to allow their womenfolk to be treated 
by the Company’s male doctors. 

The evidence adduced did not establish the existence of such a 
demand. Three witnesses only were examined (Appendix, pages 123 
and 124). Nabba Khan stated that his wife fell ill last year at 
Hirapur. He consulted the Chief Medical Oflicier about her ease, aud 
he sent the nurse along. The nurse advised the removal of the ymtient 
to hospital, hut as Jiabba Ehau would not under any circumstances 
allow his wife to b(‘ examined or treated by a male doctor, he had to call 
in a lady doctor from Asansol. S. N. Gupta had occasion to call in a 
lady doctor from Asansol in 1933 when his wife was pregnant and was 
troubled by excessive bleeding. Although his wife was delivered of 
seven children in all, there was no other oofjasion to call in the services 
of a lady d(M',tor. T. C. Ghosal had to take his wife to the Lady 
UufiFerin Hospital in Calcutta in 1934 aud again in 1937, and slates that 
he would rather have his wife treated by a lady doctor with an L.M.F. 
(|uaHficatiou than by the Company’s doctors. 

On this evidence the Board cannot find that there is any demand 
which would warrant a recommemdation to the Comjiany t(» afipoint a 
lady doctor. It observes, however, that the Company, in its re|)ly of 
the 28lh May 1938 to the strike nf)tice comiiientod on this demand in 
the following terms : — 

“A new hospital is being built and when this is comiiletod medical 
facilities will be extended”, and links this with the recommendation of 
the Royal Commission on Labour in India. ‘‘Indian women are 
generally unwilling to avail themselves of the services of male doctors, 
and wherever a hospital organisation of any size exists, whether it be 
provided by an employe^r or a local body, the addition to the medical 
staff of a woman doctor is to be eommended.” The Board feels that, ;ia 
the Company has never refused to appoint a lady doctor, llic matter of 
such an apiaiintment may be safely left, with these observations, to its 
discretion. 

Mr. Homi has sjiruiig one more surjiriso on his colleagiios by record¬ 
ing a note of dissent on (his issue after conciirriiig in tlie findings of 
the Board. 

Issue No. 11—Strike Pay and/or Lock<out Wages. 

(a) Was the cessation of work due to a lock outP If so, are the 
workers entitled to lock-out wages? 

Alternatively 

(b) Was it a strike? If so, can the workers get strike pay? 

On the first alternative the Federation claims— 

(1) that the notice of the 25th May 1938 is not to be construed 
strictly as a notice of an impending strike; 
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(2) that the Federation never intended that tiiere ehould be a strike 

on the 5th June; 

(3) that the Company posted two notices closing the works on the 

5th June; 

(4) that some workmen reported for work on fJtlj June and were 

turned back and that, therefore, there was no strike, but a 

iock>oat. 

Alternatively, it is contended that if the notice of the 25th May is 
to be construed as a stsike notice, a verbal assurance was given to Mr. 
Mookeriee one of the Directors, that there wrnild be no cessaiion of 
work when the notice expired, 

and, again in Ihe alternative, if no such assurance was given to 
Mr. Mookerjee, still as negotiations were proceeding between the parties 
there was an implied understanding that there would be no strike, 

in either of which cases, the action of the Company, in posting 
notices on the 5th June closing the works constituted a UK;k-oui and 
entitled the workers to bmk-out wages. 

The answer of the Company is to the following effect: — 

(1) that the notice was a strike notice, coikt.iining a defiikite threat 

to strike on the expiry of a given period; 

(2) that the notice was treated as such by the parties in their cor¬ 

respondence ; 

(3) that there never was any verbal intimation given to the Com¬ 

pany that the strike would not take place; 

(4) that the two notices posted by the Company on the 5th June 

were in recognition of the fact that the time limit of the 

strike notice had expired, and iik appreciation of the circuin- 

stances that oflicially the labour was on strike. 

It is impossible to construe the notice given by the Federation on 
the 25th May as anything hut a strike notice (appendix page 93). Its 
language prevents any other construction;—“Therefore this mass meet- 
inp is of opinion that the resloved demands should be fulfilled at once, 
failing which a complete shut down of the works should be staged as a 
demonstration. That a notice he and is hereby given to the Company 
for 10 (ten) days to this effect from the 2Gth May 1938”. The provision 
of ten days’ notice was given in pursuance of the agreement between 
the Company and the Federation that a ten days’ notice should be given, 
either of a lock-out or a strike. 

The notice there must bo construed as a notice to strike, which would 
terminate at T a.m. on the 5th June 1938. 

In the face of this notice no importance can be attached t-o the argu¬ 
ment that the Federation never intended it to be effective and never 
contemplated a cessation of work on the expiry of its time limit. 

It is true that the Company posted two notices on the 5tli June 1938 
(appendix, pages 133-134). The first one reads—“Owing to the strike 
declared by the Labour Federation the works are closed a.s from 7 a.m. 
to-day”. The second:—“In view of the recent notice given by the 
Labour Federation to strike with effect from 7 a.m. to-ilay, June 6th, 
1938, the Company has been forced to close down its operating plant 
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unta further notice”. It has been suRgested that, ^ 

w*8 supplemented by the second, tlie (Company reahsed ^at «“® 

taStamount to a notice of a “lock-out' V 
believe that such a sinister inlerjnvtutiou is to lie put on it. 11 t ie 
notice of the 26th May be taken as a strike notice, with the ten days 
time limit a(ft’eed upon between the parties, thei'e is no escape from the 
position that the strike was “ou” from 7 a.in. on Jijne 6th. oo mitoh is 
conceded by Mr. Bose for tlie Federation. That beinf? so, a notice 
posted by the Company that, owing lo the slnke declared by the lede- 
ration, the works arc closed, niyrely apjireciates a position that is already 
in existence ou the expiry of ilic lime limit. Itniiinot possibly be con¬ 
strued as a “lock out” liotice, irrespecUve of all that had gone before. 
Nor does the replacing of the first notice by the second show that the 
fiist one was recognised by the tJompany as taniumuuiit to a “lock-out” 
It merely explains the reason why the (Jouipauy has been forced to close 
down its operating plant. If may be tine—and the (.’oiupany does not 
deny it—that some workmen were iiinied away on the morning of the 
Gth June. That was one of the inevitable results of the .strike and can¬ 
not conceivably he intenireb'd as a “loek-out” of labour as a whole 
from the works premises. 


It has been suggested in argument that a comparison (appendix 
pages I33-lef4) between the notice posted at Kuiti and the more ecoiionii- 
cally worded notices posted at Jlirapui' lends support lo the view that 
the latter are really “lock out” notices. This argument cannot be 
accepted. Conditions are not the same in the two works and the notice 
merely show how eaidi Superintendent, in the light of the eouditiuus in 
his own works, met the situation caused by the expiry of the strike 
notice. 


The correspondence exchanged between the parties bears out the 
conclusion that the cessation of work was a strike and not u lock-out, 
for in none of the letters is the term “lock-out’’ to he found. 3'he situa¬ 
tion is always referred to as a strike, and never as a “lock-out’’. It is 
true that iu tbe Federation's letter of June .Oth/tilli replying to the 
Works Sujierinleudent’s letter of the 3Uth May regarding essential 
8ervice.s, a reference is made “to tbe present deadlock” and iu the 
Federation’s letter of the 23rd June a refereme is made to the “show 
down’’, but these caunot be interpreted as referring to a “lock-out” 
rather that to a “strike”. This is the more triiu as the same letter of 
the 23rd June 1938 mentions llie discussions “before tlie strike notice 
terminated” (appendix, page 113). This is tbe letter in which the 
Federation recapitulates the position for record. 

No evidence was offered of any verbal assurance given to the (hmi- 
pany that there would be no cessation of work when the notice expired. 

It is true that the strike riotii*e was fidlowcd l>y negotiations, but 
there is nothing on rerord to justify the assumption that the fact of 
the negotiations implied an understanding that the striki* was not to take 
effect. The events themselves disprove tliis contention. 

The Board is therefore satisfied that the cessation of work was not 
due to any lock-out. The workers accordingly arc not. entitled lo lock¬ 
out wages. 

The question now arises whether the workers are entitled to strike 

pay. 
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The Eederatinn states its case that, between the settlement of the 7th 
Auffust 1937 and the date ul' the strike on June Oth, 1933, there is no 
eviaeDce of any bona hde attempt on the part of the Company to imple¬ 
ment any part of the terms of that settlement, and that so long as there 
was one legitimate grievance unsettled, the workmen were justified in 
going on strike, and therefore should receive strike pay. 

The statement that there is no evidence of any bona fide attempt on 
the part of the Company to implement an^r part of the terns of settle¬ 
ment of August 1937 is a rash statement directly disproved by evidence 
which cannot be denied. The Company’s e^tra wages scheme has cost 
Rs, 3,00,0(10, the provident bonus Its. 1,74,000, retiring gratuity 
Rs. 98,0()0 and privilege leave Rs. 1,20,000. These figures are the best 
guamutee of the Company’s good faith in carrying out the terms of 
that settlement. 

It is true that there are still poiuts on which the Company and the 
Federation do not see eye to eye. This must bo so, inevitably. 
Disputes there always will be. As to the method by, which such 
disputes are to be 8etti«‘d, tiie Fedcralion Las agreed with the Works 
Superintendent. Tliis is proved by the Superinlendenl's ueuii-olticiai 
letter. No. 3576 of the J2th April 1938 (appendix, page 150) to the 
President of the Federation placing on lecord their agieeiuent on the 
subject of cessation of work:'—“W’e have both agree<l in principle tliuf 
either strike or lock-out should only be ro8orte<l (o, to settle industrial 
disputes, and then only when all avioiues to a settlement have been 

fully explored.”. It Yeniains to be seen, therefore, wlietliei- then' 

has been an attempt to explore all avenues to a settlement of the 
present poiuts of dispute, or wliether the dilferences had become so 
acute as to justify tJie workers in going out on strike. 'J'hc Board finds 
a difficulty in that the Federation declined, ttj slate what particular 
grievance <»r grievances, claimed by it to be legitimate, had been 
refused a settlement by the ttomitaiiy in terms which left no option 1o 
the Federation save to strike. It has therefore been necessary to 
consider the letters filed with a view to establishing this point. 

The provisions governing sickness lienefil have been mentioned as 
instancing the failure of the (Jumpuny to iiiiplemeut its agreement of 
August 19'')7. In that uiuiith, in reply to the deiiiaud for sickness 
benefit, the Company rcp,ied (Appendix page 86):—“Agreed to, and 
rules art: already framed for tlie purpose.” It has been a point of 
dispute between the parlies us to prei isely wliat was agi'eed to by (he 
Coiiijiany, whether it was im>rely to the principle of sickness benefit, 
us claimed by the rVnnpany, or whether it was to the specific benefit 
demanded us claiimsl by tlic Federation. At all events, the parties 
were soon engaged in eorrespondcuee over this issue, and a letter 
No. 830/37A. of 30th August 1937 (Appendix, page 134) from the 
Federation to the Works Superinteudont has been produced. TJiis 
letter discussed the leave and sickness leave rules, and gives the 
Federation's considered lepresenlation thereon, and suggests <‘ertaiu 
modificutious. To (his letter the Works Superiiileiideut replied on the 
hth October 1937 (Appendix, page 138). He suggested that the rules 
should he left as they were uutil it had Iweii seen how they ■ worked, 
and offered to discuss the matter further if the President of the Federa¬ 
tion would let him know when next he was in the distriet. Thereafter 
there was a personal interchange of views between the President 
and the Superintendent, which is referred to in the President’s letter 
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No. 414/38 C. of the 14th April 1938 (Appendix, page 160) in the 
following ierins:—“I aleo further confirm having diecusaed the 
neneesity of reparation of rules of cusiial leave of 15 days with pay in 
a year from rules of sick leave of one month on full pay and another 
month on half pay, as had been settled between your Company and the 
Federation after the strike at your jdants in August last. Your view 
point was that the inles as framed ut present were in auimrdance with 
the intention behind the settlement, and we disagreed with the view. 
It was agreed that the matter will then have to be taken up with 
Mr. Martin at Oalenttn. We are doing so now.” 

The matter is left here, for ibere is no evidence hefore the Board 
of any further representations. 

Tn bis eviden(ie before the Board the Rnperintendent stated that, 
so far as sickness benefit was coneerned, lie felt that there had not been 
enough discussion, and that finality would only lie reached on a decision 
between the President and the Directors of the Corapuny. This view 
is supported by the letter of the Mtli April which shows that, after the 
President and the Superintend cut had failed to reach an agreement, 
they had Isitli agreed that the matter must taken up with Mr. Martin 
at tJaleutto. That the Federation did not believe that finality had lieeii 
reoebed is shown by the coneluding sentence of the letter:—“We are 
doing so now.” So far as this issue then is concerned, the Boanl is left 
with the intention of the Federation to take the mutter up with the 
Diret^tors. There is no evidence that anything has been done in 
furtherance of that intention. But it is possible to state, without fear 
of contradiction, that the Fedcraliou did not itself believe that a 
solution of the diifieulty by negotiation hatl become impossible and 
that the Federation had no ulternative but to call the men out on 
strike. 

The question of acting allowance has also been mentioned as having 
assumed sufficiently acute proportions to justify the strike. Such 
letters as have been produced do not warraiil this belief. The first is 
an application (Appendix, page 164) of one Buddhoo, a welder, dated 
the 27th October 1937, for acting allowance. He was drawing 
at the rate of Re. 1-2 and was allowed 7 annas acting allowance, and 
drew Re. 1-9. The Secrelarj' of the Federation brought his cas<> t4i the 
notice of the I.abour Department Manager on 22nd NoveinlHir 1937 
(Appendix, page 154), claiming that the man should have been paid 
the actual rate of the absentee workman. This claim is contrary 
to what the Federation hud itself agreed to. Then comes a letter, <»r 
rather the nnsigne^l office copy of a letter, No. h. I'. 1.64 B. of the Ifith 
November (Appendix, page 140) asking the Superintendent to send the 
full scheme of the acting allowance. liustly there is a letter. 
No. L. F. 195B. of the 22nd March 1938 (Appendix, page 141) 
adverting to the question of acting nllownnce, and after drawing 
attention to delay in producing the grade scale, inviting tlie Superin¬ 
tendent to “please look into the alKive matters and settle at your earliest 
convenience” and asking for “an early rather favourable reply.” 

There is no hint in this correspondence that the qin'stion had 
reached Such an acute stage that it required a strike to call attention 
to its uiwney. 

The Company admits that there has been delay in preparing the 
grade scale. No letter mentions this ns a grievance save that of the 
22nd March 1938, which invites the SupeTinteiidenl to look into the 
matter and settle it at his earliest eonvenienee. 
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The difference ot opinion regarding the Provident Fund vit-a-vu 
the Provident Bonne is mentions only in the letter No. 929/37 A. of 
the 29th September 1937 (Appendix, page 135) which concludes with 
the p^ ase “in the light of observations made herein, we commend 
the improvement of the scheme”. A reply to this letter was given on 
the 27th October 1937 in the following terms:—“I will now deal with 
your letter in detail, and though I am afraid that at the moment at 
any rate my Board cannot see eye to eye with you on some of your 
detailed criticism of the scheme, I want you to understand that if 
experience in working the scheme brings to light practical difficulties, 
we will be only too glad to give them sympathetic consideration, and 
consider what revisions can be made,” 

The Board, therefore, finds that the documentary evidence of the 
letters produced does not support the claim of the federation that the 
strike was justified, remembering the agreed principle that a strike 
should only be resorted to when all avenues to a settlement have been 
fully explored. In no instance could it conceivably be said with truth 
that all avenues to a settlement had been explored. Even in the case 
of sickness benefit, in respect to which there has been most correspon¬ 
dence, the last intention of the Federation as declared in its own letter 
is to take up the matter with the Directors. Mr. Bose for the 
Federation wished to cite the Federation’s letter No. 023/38 A. of the 
23rd June 1938 (Appendix, page 113) in support of his case. But this 
letter written somedays after the labour had already come out on 
strike, must be regarded in the nature of “special pleading” justifjring 
that action, and is of comparatively minor importance beside the 
evidence of the letters written before the strike began. 

The Board concludes that no justification has been shown for the 
strike and that therefore the workers are not entitled to strike pay. 

Mr. Ilomi has not been able to accept this finding, and in his minute 
claims that that workmen are entitled to look-out wages and strike 
wages. The minute recites the reasons which lead liim to that 
conclusion. 

It must be reluctantly pointed out that the minute contains 
references to matters which were excluded from coirsideration and never 
placed before the Board. The paragraph dealing with the Company’s 
activities on receipt of the strike notice contains statements never 
before mentioned. The minute also justifies the strike on grounds 
never taken by Mr. Bose, e.g., the failure of the Cempauy to provide 
for the “floodlighting” of quarters. It also does not correctly 
represent what Mr. Bose did say in the following quotation: — 
“Agreeing with the Federation Advocate Mr. A. K. Bose’s contentions, 

I find there is enough documentary evidence and inference that the 

show-down did not take place till after Monday, Cth June.”. , 

Mr. Bose’s final position, in his argument, was that the strike took 
place on the 5th June. It is unfortunate that these inaccuracies have 
crept into the minute. 


IMU« No. 12. 

Have the six chemists and three khnlasis been rightly discharged? 

If not, and if the Company now proposes to discharge them, what 
compensation shall the Company be r^uired to pay them? 
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'ame issue was iramea to coyer tne ciTcumemuctiS ol paragraph 6 
of the Terms of Besainption eft Work, of the 17th July IQ."® (Appendix, 
page' 97). 

Six chemists, Pramatha Nath Mukherjec, Dinesh Chandra De. 
Nani Oopal Dutta, Butta Krishna Dass, ftanm Prasad 'Majutndar and 
Mohini Mohan Banerjee were discharged hy the Company as a 
measure of retrenchment (Appendix, page 181) as the Company desired 
to curtail its overheavy laboratory expenses. Three khalasis, Murabbi, 
Bbadai and Nageswar, wert* also discharged for the same reason. 
Incidentally the discharge of these men was the immediate cause of 
the strike. 

The Federation claimed that they had been discharged by way of 
victimisation because they had joined the Fe<leratioii. 

Under the terms of resumntion their oases were to be placed liefore 
the Board for its decision. 

The Boartl set apart the 5th September for bearing these cases 
separately. 

On the case of the six chemists being called, a petition (Appendix, 
page 182) was presented to the Board, signed by five chemists and 
stating that the absentee Mohini Mohan Banerjee shared tlieir views, 
to the effect that they realised that the action of the Company was 
perfectly justified, and they had nothing to urge against it. They 
were summoned before the Board one hy one, and each stated tliat he 
was fully aware of the contents of the ix'tition. and desired that the 
issue in this connection should tte dropped. In these «-ircumstaiiceH 
the issue was dropped. 

Two of the three khalasis Murabbi and Bhadai ajipearcd before tlu* 
Board on the 6th Septetiibei- and asked that their cases might 1u> 
considered (Appendix, pages 129-130). Each of the two was examined. 
It transpired in evidence that they wepe rightly dis(>liurged. They 
were offered other work by tlic Company when there wa.s no more work 
for them as khalasis, and refused it. They refused to take the pay 
due to them in the hope that they might be taken on again, Bhadai 
being encouraig^d by the Labour Office which assured liim that he had 
been wrongly ^ii^^Brged and would get his job buck again. As they 
refused other work when retrenched as khalasis, they cannot get any 
compensation. The third khalasi, Nageswar, never appeared. 

Ittua No. 13. 

Has the Management acted rightly in refusing to reinstate in their 
• original positions the men referred to in paragraph 7 of the Terms of 
Besumption P 


This issue was originally framed to meet the cases of thi> men, six 
in establishment staff inside the works, and six in the clerical staff 
whom the Company did not feel able to restore t(> their original 
positions. It was then left to this Board to decide whether the 
Management’s action was justified [Appendix, page 97, item (7)]. “The 
coses of such men will be put before the Board for approval of the 
Monument’s action in not reinstating them in tneir original 
positions.” 
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On tKe isaue being hwned, it was objected by tbe Federatiou ihei 
the Mtuiage meat had actually restored these meu (with the exception 

of ooe wKo wae ill) to their original posts, and that therefore the 

question no longer called for an answer. As their restoration to their 
original posts was admitted, this objection was sustained. 

It was, however, subsequently felt that the Board would be failing 
in its duty if it did not raise and decide the question of these twelve 
employees'of the Company. If the matter were left as it stood, there 
was nothing to prevent the Company from discharging them the 
moment the Board had finished its work, and such action would 
precipitate another crisis. At the instance of the Chairman the 
objection was withdrawn, and the issue again raised. 

The Company stated that, in these circumstnnres, i1 would not place 
the cases of six of the employees before the Board, hut would ask for 

tho Board’s decision on the cases of N. Ren and I). T>. N. Kao of the 

clerical establishment, and of B. N. Bhatlacharjee, A. X. Swamy 
Iyer, M. N. De and S. K. De of the nou-elerical esiablisimient. 

On the Tth Ropteinher Mr. Bose for the Federation submitted a 
statement (Appendix, page 132) regarding these six ■ employees from 
the side of the Union. At this stage the Company produced letters 
received that morning, couched in identical language, from eaidi of 
the six expressing regret for that had happened and containing an 
assurance of future behaviour (Appendix, page 133). In view of these 
letters the Company declared it had no inteniion of faking any fuither 
action against them, and the issue was not pressed to a decision. 

KULTI. 

Issue No. 1. 

Shall there l>e uniformity of pro<‘e<lure at Kulti and Hirapur in 
respect of: — 

(1) Acting allowance. 

(2) Provident fund. 

(3) Grade scale. 

(4) General increment. 

(5) Fixed dates of payment of wages. 

(0) Building programme of quarters. 

(7) Sunday allowantie. 

(8) Grievances of the establishment (sick benefits and wages of 

unskilled labour excepted)? 


The Board finds that acting allowance should be paid on the same 
principle at Kulti and Hirapur—^that a workman acting in a vacancy 
shoula receive the minimum pay of the gra<le in which the job lies, 
with retrospective effect frdm the 1st April 1938. 

The Board finds that a provident fund should be instituted in place 
of the provident bonus scheme, on the lines of the Tata Iron and Steel 
Company’s Provident Fund, 1937, with the Company and the wodemen 
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6»ch contributing 0 P«r cent, of the wages received. The Company 
has undertaken to medce a contribution of 5 per cent, of the waigM 
received for the two years from April 1st 1937 to April 1st 1989 in 
respect of those workmen who ioin the fund, such workmen Iraing at 
liberty to pay into the fund a like amount as a voluntary contribution. 

The Board accepts that a grade scale shall be introduced at Kulti 
from the 1st November 1938. 

The Board does not find that the labour at Kulti are entitled to any 
general increment. 

The Board does not find that any case has been made out for the 
pa 3 rment of wages on fixed dates. 

The Board endorses the Federation’s acceptance of the Company’s 
assurance that it is fully alive to the necessity of constructing quarters 
for its labour in the near future, and that so far as is practically 
possible it will expedite the work of construction towards this goal. 

The Board is not cx)nvinced of the desirability of granting Sunday 
allowance. 

The Board is of opinion that the establishment at Kulti should be 
allowed to participate in the Company’s extra wages scheme. 

Issue No. 2. 

Is a provident fund to be established at Kulti as at HirapurP 


For the reasons given in discussing the similar issue at Hirapur, 
the Board is of opinion that the Company should replace its provident 
bonus scheme by a provident fund scheme on the lines of the Tata 
Iron and Steel Company’s Provident Fund, 1937. 

issue No. 3. 

Have the following men been wrongly dismissed: — 

(а) Nand Lai Gossain, Lance Naik, 

(б) Chandrabir Khettry, 

(c) Lalsing Bunna, 

(d) Sumansing Gurung, 

(e) Tej Bahadur Gurung, 

(/) Durga Bam Gurung, 

(ff) Lachman Thappa, 

(h) Soramskg Thappa, 

all of the Watch and Ward Department P 


Nand Lai Gossain hails from Nepal. He enlisted at the age of 
15 or 16 and served in the Army for three years. He was then 
discharged and after a period at homo was appointed in the Watch 
and Ward Section of the Kulti establishment on the 27th December 
1934. He was discharged on the 23rd April 1938. 

For the Federation it is claimed that Nand Lai was dismissed 
because he was an active member of the Federation, on the pretext of 
iiuubordination. 
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The Company contends that he wm dismissed {or his failure to 
carry out the specific orders of his superior officer. 

The Company’s order, dated the 23rd April (Appendix, page 166), 
merely records that “You are hereby informed that your services are no 
longer required from date. You will receive pay up to the 30th April 
1938 on appearing before the Cashier.” 

Evidence was recorded (Appendix, pages 117-120, 126-128). Nand 
1 ai 1 himself was examined and another Naih, Lalit Bahadur. The 
Company tendered Captain Wickham, in charge of the Watch and 
Ward Department, and produc-ed the relevant papers required by the 
Federation. 

The incident on which the Company seeks to justify its dismissal 
of Nand Lai took place on the night of the 21st April 1938. Nand Lai 
seeks to show that it took place on the night of the 19th April, but 
against his word is the weight of all the documeiilary evidence pro¬ 
duced. When the facts are admitted, it is impossible to hold that the 
date has been deliberately changed. 

Nand Lai, as Lance Naik, was posted as N. C. 0. in charge of the 
main grtite from 4 p.ra. on the 2l8t April till 4 a.ra. on the 22nd April. 
At 4 a.m. he was to have been relieved by Ivalit Bahadur. 

Nand Lai was allowed leave to go to the bazar to lake his meal. 
There he met Lalit Bahadur, and the upshot of their meeting was that 
Lalit Bahadur took over Nand IaI’s duty for the rest of his watch. 

An ordinary sepoy Dhani Singh w’as found asleep on duty. He 
was hauled up next morning, and with him the N. C. 0. in charge 
who should have detected his lapse. It was then discovered that Lalit 
Bahadur, and not Nand Lai, had been on duty during the night. 

Nand Lai’s explanation is that he was told by Lalit Bahadur that 
he had been deputed by the Subedar to take over charge from him, and 
that in the belief that it was the Subedar’s order, he made over charge 
to Lalit Bahadur and went away. 

This explanation is obviously false, while the explanation given by 
Lalit Bahadur hears all the stamp of truth. He states that he was 
under orders to relieve Nand Lai at 4 a.ra. As he had no one in his 
house to wr.ken him in the middle of the night he went to the gate 
there to sleep till his duty commenced. On the way he met tlie Subedar 
and explained to him why he was under the necessity of sleeping at the 
gate. The Subedar appreciated his difficulty and promised to change 
his duty next day. As he had to remain at the gate, and as he saw 
no point in two men remaining there, Lalit Bahadur voluntarily did 
Nand Lai’s duty for him, confident in the assurance that his duty 
would he clionged from the next day. As it was, Dhani Singh slept 
on duty, and Lalit Bahadur did not detect him ami thus his private 
arrangement with Nand T/al came to light. 

Nand Lai therefore was held guilty of a serious breach of discipline 
and was dismissed. The note book of the Subedar, called foi by the 
Federation, shows that only the previous day all N. C, O.’s were 
informed, on the failure of a sentry to report for duty at the correct 
time, that no excuses for failure to perform duty as ordered would be 
accepted. 

It has been argued that, if Nand Lai’s offence deserved dismissal, 
there is no reason why Lalit Bahadur should have escaped without 
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ptmishment. Captain Wi«kham in his evidence said that he regarded 
Nand Lai as the chief offender, in that he should have been on duty, 
whereas there was this much to be said for Lalit Bahadur that not only 
did he do his own duty, but Nand Lal’s as well. This is borne out by 
the recommendation (Appendix, page 155), he sent up to the Labour 
and Welfare Officer, that Nand Lai be dismissed and Lalit Bahadur be 
severely reprimanded. 

It has also been suggested that Nand Lai’s offence was not viewed 
seriously by the Company for he was sent back to duty after being 
hauled up before Captain Wickham. It appears however that Captain 
Wickham has no power to suspend a man pending receipt of orders of 
the Labour and Welfare Officer on a ‘ease’ sent up to him. 

Nand Lai’s (“ase (Appendix, page 156) is that the Company took 
advantage of the fact that he did not take the permission of the Subedar 
before collecting for the Anti-Tuberculosis Fund, aud dismissed him 
for so collecting on a charge of insubordination. This plea finds no 
support in the papers produced before the Board, in which there is no 
mention of any such charge. 

It is no doubt true that Nand Lai represented to the Federation that 
he had been dismissed because he collected for the Anti-Tubei-culosis 
Fund without jiermission of the Subedar, aud the Federation .supported 
his application for reinstatement in that belief. But tho Works Super¬ 
intendent pointed out in his letter of the 29th April 1938 to the Vice- 
President of the Federation at Kulti, that Nand Lai’s di.suiissal had 
nothing to do witli the collection of funds for the Anti-Tuberculosis 
campaign (Ajipeudix, page 156;. This statement is home out by all 
the do*‘ument.s relating to Nand Lai’s dismis.sal. 

Nand Lai tampered w'ith the truth wlieu, in his evidcuw* before the 
Board, he insisted that the incident bad taken place on the night of the 
19th April, and not on the night of the 21st April. He saw that his 
plea that he had been dismissed for collecting subscriptions without 
authority would not be believed otherwi.se, and he was also anxious to 
create the impres.sion that his offence' was not regarded as serious in 
that he w'as allowed to resume his duties for tw^o days afterwards. 

A suggestion was thrown out that Nand Lai might have been the 
victim of a conspiracy between the Subedar and Lalit Bahadur. This 
docs not merit serious consideration. Lalit Bahadur is hardly likely 
to have been a party to a conspiracy which would inevitably lead to his 
own puiii.shment, and did in fact lead to a recommendation that be be 
.severely reprimanded. 

The Board feels that it would be more satisfactory if formal charge 
sheets were drawn up against Watch aud Ward employees in respect 
of offencas regarded us serious, and likely to result in their dismissal. 
It would not then be possible for a workman to make it a grievance that 
he had been dismissed on a charge of which he knew nothing, and 
which he had no chance to meet. 

On these facts the Board is satisfied that the Company had sufficient 
reason to dismiss Nand Lai. It has already been seen that the 
explanation tendered by Nand Lai to ex^ilain fiis change of duty with 
Lalit Bahadur is false. Moreover the history of events subsequent to 
his dismissal would warrant a refusal to reinstate Nand Lai even if the 
Board came to the decision that his dismissal was wrong. The Board 
could not in reason require the Company to reinstate a man who had 
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bees auch. a aource of trouble that be waa uonvicted in tbe criminal 
oouxta and ordered to execute a bond to keep tbe peace and be of good 
bebaviour. 

Mr. Homi does not aubacribe to tbia Ending and baa recorded a not* 
of diaeent.

The Company atuted that theae men had all been diamiaaed on the 
acore of their age and physical inability to perform the dutiea required 
of them in the Watch and Ward. 

The letters addressed by the Company to each of these men are all 
couched in the aume terms (Appendix, page 157):—“Reference our 
conversation when we explained that you were too old for active service 
in the Watch and Ward Department, and your willingness to retire, 
we shall terminate your service on dOth June 1938.’’ 

It was at first contended that these men had been dismissed because 
they were members of the Federation. This contention was however 
subsequently abandoned. And the men, when they appeared before the 
Board, made no auch claim. 

Chandrabir Khettry gave as his age “below .50“ though on the 
Company’s record he appears as .55. His appearance shows that he is 
unfit for service. 

Sumansingh appears on the Company's records as 45. He has only 
one eye and is obviously unfit for .service. The wonder is however he 
managed to secure an appointment in the Watch and Ward. 

Somramsingh also is clearly unfit for such service. He gave, his age 
as 45 but he looks much nearer the 55 the Company credits him. 

Lachman Thappa says he is 40. 'rhe Company estimates him at 60. 
His army discharge papers show him as 54. He looks at least that age. 
Tej Bahadur claims t(» be 44, the Company makes him out to be 45. 
His discharge papers show him to he 43. Ijalsingh (daims 43 years as 
his age, while the Company gives him 55. On his Army pension papers 
he is 49. Durga Ram says he is 48, the Company 58. He has no 
papers to show his age, but he has been drawing a pen.sion from the 
Army since 28th January 1920. 

The Company claims that all these men are too old for active service 
in the Wab-h and Ward. As no claim is now made that there is any 
ulterior motive behind their dismissal, the Board has no reason to reject 
the reason given by the Company. In these circumstances it must find 
that they have not been wrongfully dismissed. 


Inue No. 4. 


Are the £ulti workmen entitled to strike pay; 
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On the 29th May 1938, the Kulti Labour Federation B^ed a notice 
on the Oonipany (Appendix, page 94) that unless certain gnevanoee 
were settled in their favour by the 5th June 1938, there would be a 
general strike. 

There is no dispute that this is a strike notice. There is no dispute 
that it contravenes the agreement between the Company and the 
Federation, that ten days’ notice would be given of any strike. 

For the Federation alternative pleas were put forward: — 

(1) It was first of all claimed that the short notice was accidental. 
The Secretary mistakenly believed that he was required to give seven 
days’ notice and not ten. 

(2) Then it was suggested that the short notice was intentional. The 
retj’enchment orders were to take effect from the r)th June, so the strike 
notice was made to coincide with that date. 

On the first alternative the Board cannot hold that the breach of the 
agreement was any less of a breach because it occurred by reason of a 
mistake of the Secretary. It therefore finds no justification for strike 
pay. 

On the alternative case it has been suggested thsit the Federation 
really acted in the best interests of the fhimpany by not giving the 
agreed ten days’ notice. Many ivorkmen were to be retrenched, and 
the orders of lelrenchment would take effect from the morning of June 
.5th. Had the orders been carried out there would have been lightning 
strike on .Tune bth. For that reason the Federation made its strike 
notice to terminate on June .oth, to coincide with retrenchment orders. 
A strike on an iiisuttieient notiee was a lesser evil to the Company than 
a lightning strike, and therefore the Federation <-au he said to Lave 
acted in the interests of the Ompnny in breaking its agreement. 

The argument is ingeniou.s but uncoilvineing. Documentary evidence 
proves that it was well known to the Federation and its President that. 
Kulti w'as carrying a large surplus of labour, and that retrenchment was 
inevitable. A reference is made in the Kulti strike notice to the 
Company’s letter Ko. X. 1102 (Appendix, page 105). This letter, 
dated the 20th May, addressed to the Vice-President, I<abour 
Federation. Kulti, contains the following passage:—“You are aware 
as also is the Chairman of your Federation that we liave a very large 
surplus of labour and have postponed for some considerable time taking 

any steps to adjust in the hopes of the necessity not arising. 

^ We hope that when this reduction has been completed it will not be 
necessary to make any further similar major reduetions for some time 
subject of course to circumstances arising which neither you nor 
ourselves ijan at jiresent reasonably anticipate.’’ Two other letters 
(Appendix, pages 165, 16.3), No.'X. 1101, of the 25th May, and 
No. X. 989 of the I4th May 1938, leave no room for doubt that the 
imminence of labour reductions at Kulti wes certainly kuowm to the 
President of the Federation on the 13th May, on which date he had 
an interview with the Superintendent Kulti oii this very matter. When 
the Federation had advance knowledge that the.se reductions were 
inevitably going to be made, there is no further room for the argument 
that the strike notice had to be made to coincide with the retrenchment 
date. And the Board has no evidence before it that the contemplated 
reductions tvould have led to a lightning strike. 
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The question of retrenchment Ih one which must always be left to 
the ikoiuon of the Company. 

The Federation’s claim that the imminence of the proposed retrencfa- 
ment justified a breach of the agreement is hardly supported by the 
strike notice itself which neither gives first place to this grievance nor 
explains the necessity for the breach. 

Last year the Company made an “ex gratia” payment to the strikers 
(naturally enough, the Federation refers to it now as “strike pay”). 
This year the Company declines to make any suc.h payment hut declares 
it has no intention to enforce the clauses of the extra wages scheme 
which would debar strikers from participating in the benefits there¬ 
under. The Board is not impressed with the suggestion that this action 
t)n the part of the Company is dictated by the knowledge that the 
strikers are really entitled to strike pay. 

Of the demand put forward in the Kulti strike notice, the first 
relates to the failure of the Company to grant all the demands of the 
Federation according to the settlement of 1937. Tt lias not been 
suggested that, so mr as the Kulti workers are concerned, there has 
been any break dow’n in the attempt to resolve grievances under this 
head by discussion and correspondence, nor is there anything to show 
that matters had reached such an acute stage that a strike was the only 
weapon left to the Federation. The other grievances refer to the 
manner of the impending retrenchment, in regard to which the strike 
notice is the first communication addressed to the Compnnj. 

In these circniustances the Board is unable to make any recommen¬ 
dation that the Eulti workers are entitled to strike pay. 

Mr. Homi dissents from this finding in his separate minute. 

Issue No. 5. 

Sliould the 3') men who reported between the 31st July and the 3rd 
August he reinstated ‘t 


This i,ssue has arisen in the following manner: Under tlie Terms 
of Kesum})tion of Work, the men were to be allowed seven days’ time 
from the date of resumption to rejoin (Appendix, page 9H). Work 
was actually resumed on the ^Ist Juh. Allowing three days’ grace, in 
addition to the seven days stipulated in the terms of resumption, the 
(Company reinstated all who reported up to and on,i(\ugU8t 1st. Between 
August 1st and August 3rd some 100 men reported, the number has not 
been precisely piven. .Of these the Company re-engaged Of), and some 
3') men approximately have not been taken back. 

The Federation elainis that all the.se men should be taken back, aud 
cites as a precedent the action of the employers in the Cawnpore strike. 
This “precedent” is not of any service to the Federation for as the mills 
in Cawnpore were delayed one day in re-opening, the labour was 
allowed one day's grace. In the present case the labour was allowed 
seven days, and then another three days’ grace in addition. 

In the result the elaini is reducsid to that of one man, ilhuni Singh, 
who appeared and gave evidence before the Board (Appendix, pages 
121, 152 and 103). He stated that he returned to Barakar on the 15th 
July but fell sick. He appeared before his foreman ou the 2nd Angusf 
with a doctor’s certificate, but was not taken on.

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. Tlie Boui d finds that the matter of hl» reinstatement may be safely 
left to tbe Company, which has stated that it does not refuM to Te-engsg* 
any of the men who turned up after August Is^though they cannot 
claim re-engagement as of right—and will consider any such applica¬ 
tions when there are jobs. 




Issue NOi 6. 


What compensation, if any, shall be paid to the Itulti worhers 
under paragraph 3 of the Terms of Besumptiou of Work, 1938. 


This issue has been framed to meet the cast! of those workmen who 
are referred to in paragraph 3 of the terms of resumption of work, 
1938. 

The Federation claims that these men should be paid nine months’ 
wages to cover the nine mouths referred to in paragraph 3 plus twelve 
mouths’ wages as compensation, making twenty-one months’ wages 
in ail. 

The Board sees no reason to distinguish the cases of these workmen 
from those referred to in paragraph 4 of the Terms of Resumption, and 
as their reduction coincides with the general retrenchment effected 
owing to surplus labour recommends that they be paid one month’s 
wages (26 days of the existing wage rate) for every completed year of 
service. 

Mr. E. C. Mahindra, in his separate minute, dissents from this 
recommendation. 


E8TABLI8HMENT. 

Issue No. 1. 

should the establishment staff be granted sick leave as claimed P 

Should the Work’s Superintendent he allowed discretion in the 
granting of leave? 

Should the staff be allowed privilege leave as claimed? 


Tbe claims of the establishment (Appendix, page 92) are set out in 
item 3(a) and (b) of the staff grievaju^es formulated on the 7th July 
1937: — 

(a) Sick leave to be 1st mouth with pay, second mouth j pay, 3rd 
and 4th month luini* sum, and rest without pay. 

(h) Privilege leave should be one month, and casual leave 14 days. 

It was contended on behalf of the establishment that there could be 
no reason to distinguish between the case of a workman and of a member 
of the establishment so far as sickness is concerned, that neither 
voluntarily courted sickness, and that neither should be penalised if he 
did fall sick. On this argument the establishment claimed sick leave as 
stated above, with full pay for the first mouth of sic^ess, half pay for 
tbe second month, a lump sum within the discretion of the management 
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for the third and fourth months, and leave without pay for the 
remainder of the sickness. The establishment made a special point that 
no discretion should he allowed to the Superintendent in the matter of 
sick leave. 

The Company thought that no case had been made out for altering 
the special leave rules of the establishment, and held that there could 
be no comparison between the workers and the establishment. It 
further pointed out that the rules are elastic, and in particular cases 
are generously interpreted by the Superintendent in the exercise of his 
discretion. 

The leave rules of the uiicovenanted staff show that members with 
over one year’s service are entitled to 14 days’ sick and casual leave, 
plus the Pujah and holiday leave up to ten days per year, i.e., a total 
of 24 days’ leave with pay per year. 

The Tata Iron and Steel f!o.. Ltd., allow its uucoveuauted staff 
one month’s leave after twelve mouths’ service, and in addition grants 
five days’ casual leave a year to cover sickness, private affairs or any 
other urgent reason. 

The Board is not iniprcssed with th(‘ argument that the establish¬ 
ment and the laltour should bt* treated on fhe same footing in the 
matter of sink leave As the conditions of service differ, so must the 
rules governing that service differ. 

The Board recognises that after a term of service a period of leave 
is essential for purposes of recuperation, and considers that adequate 
])rovisiou should he made therefor. It aeec])ts the proposal of the 
ITederation lliul the pre.seiit leave provisions should be consolidated, 
aud that one nioulh’s leave should be earned by twelve months’ service. 
The intention beliind this recommendation is that an employee shall 
spend the leave for recuin'ration, and in order that the intention may 
be observed, the Board recommends llial an employee wlio fails to take 
advantage of the provi.sion atlei twelve months’ .serviev shall forfeit 
the leave he has earned; it furl her reioimiiejids that under no 
circuiustunces shall such leave be allowed to aeeumulaU*. 

Cases will inevitably arise in which a rigid a})plicatiou of the rules 
may cause hardship to the individual. For this reason the Board 
agrees thn* thi- discuetion of the Works Superintendent should remain 
unfetlered. From the instances produced before the Board there is no 
loom for doubt t hat his discretion has been .generously exercised in the 
past, aud the Board has every reason for confidence that it will in the 
future lie e.xercised with equal liberality. 

Mr. K. 0. Mahindra has recorded a minute of dissent. 

Mr. Uonii has also rei^orded a separate note, concurring in the 
finding with the proviso that the leave be allowed to accumulate “up 
to the mavimum allowed for a period of two years.’’ 


Issue No. 2. 

Should the provident fund contribution be increased in one month’s 
payP 

Should the Company’s contribution be payable irrespective of the 

dividend declared P 
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Thu issue was framed with reference to item 4 of the list of 
grieraaxces of the establishment staff of the 7th July 1937 (App^dix. 
page 92.) 

The present position is that the Company oontiibiites .'i per cent, 
when it declares a dividend of 7A per cent, or over. 

The establishment wishes that the rate of contribution be raised to 
12J per cent., and that the Company’s contribution be made payable 
irrespective of the dividend declared. 

The Company ob;jecta to anv alteration on three grounds. It 
foresees legal complications and difficulties inasmuch as the Fund 
embraces old employees of the old Bengal Iron Co. It. is reluctant to 
commit itself to recurring financial ooinmitinents involved in the 
payment of the contribution irrespcclivc of the declared dividend: and 
it sees no reason to alter the terms of a fund which has been running 
for sixteen years. 

As the Provident Fund Rules are under revision it was ultimately 
agreed that both questions should for the. present be answered in the 
negative, aiul that no alteration should he made in Ibe e.visting terms 
of the Fund pending such revision. 


Issue No. 3. 


Should the grade and rale of increment be revised and fixed at the 
scale suggested by the establishment? 


The present “graded pav system” foi the establishinent staff was 
introduced with effect from the Ist September 19:j(i. Fiider the system, 
the establishment staff has been divided iiitn two groups, the ‘‘clerical” 
and the “work.s staff’* according to the nature of the duties done by 
each. Each “job” is graded according to its value to the (^iinpany, 
without any reference to the individual engaged thereon,

It will be uuted that in each e^shedule a Bs. •iU/35 grade has been 
inserted, partly to look after the man who never improves, bni mainly 
to act as a training grade for young man. 

At the first hearing, the establishment desii-od to replaet- the clerical 
staff grade by the following grade: — 

A—Bs. :{f< to Bs. 75 by annual increment of Bs. 4. 

B—Bs. 75 to Bs. 105 by annual increment of Ba. 5. 

r —Bs. 105 to Bs. 135 by annual increment of Bs. 6. 

The only suggestion put forward with regaid to the Works stuff 
was that the initial grade might rise from Ba. 35 to Ba. 66 by annual 
increment of Be. 4. 

TTltimately the following grades were proposed: — 


Egtablishment Staff. 

Office Staff- 

A—^Bs. 35 to Ba. 75 by annual increment of Bs. 4. 

B—Bs. 76 to Bs. 100 by annual increment of Ba. 6. 

C—Bs. 100 to Bs. 125 by annual increment of Ba. 5. 

D- -R.8. 125 to Bs. 150 by annual increment of Bs. 5. 

Works Staff— 

A—Bs. 45 to Be 75 by annual increment of Bs. 5. 

B—Bs. 75 to Bs. 150 by annual increment of Bs. 6. 

U—Ba. 150 to Bs. 225 by annual increment of Bs. 9. 

D—Bs. 225 to Bs. .335 by annual increment of Ba. 13-8. 

Both the Company and the establishment are agreed that there 
shall be several grades, and it is evident, from a comparison of the 
existing and the proposed grades, that the main difference is to be 
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fuaud in the initial They may therefore he scruliniaed in the 

light of the various rluims appended to item 2 of the staff grievances 
enumerated on the Tlh July 1937 (Appendix, page 92): — 

(a) Hiniminn salary should Im; Its. 35 per month. 

The ininhuiiin wage used to he Rs. 25, hut after an investigation 
hy the Works’ Superintendent, it was raised to Rs. 30 in 193(1. 

The claim that the initial salary should he Rs. 35 is put forward 
on three grounds: — 

(1) The clerks themselves think Hs. 30 is too low. 

(2) The Company can afford to pay more. 

(3) (Somewhat naively) the clerks already in service would like 

their ow'n relatives to whom preference is do he given over 
outsiders under item 15 of the list of grievanees—to start 
at Bs. 35. 

The Company claimed—and the establishment admitted—that the 
Company could obtain as many clerlis ns it re<iuired at Bs. 30. Tt was 
also conceded that the figure compares favourably with that given by 
•siniiJur estahlisbments. This lu'ing so, it cannot be held that the 
reasons advanced in support of (he claim would justify the raising of 
the minimum salary, the more so as this salary was fixed only in 
September J93G 

The ultimate grade suggested hy the estahlishmenl for the works 
.staff fixes Rs. 45 u.s the initial jiay in (irade A. No reason was given 
why thi.s distinction was ultimately made between (he clerical and the 
non-clerical staff, or why tlie figure was laised from Rs. 3.5 suggested 
in the earlier .stages of the hearing. 

The Board therefore finds no reason to alter the existing minimum 
salary, either in the case of the clerical or of the non-clencal staff. 

(b) Lowest rate of inclement should be Rs. 4 only. 

As no reason was ever given why this figure was taken, the Board 
cannot find that the lowest rate of increment should be Bs. 4. 

(c) Increment .should in no (^ase be stopped. 

This claim was amended to rend : “Increment should in no case 
be arbitrarily stopped’’, “arhitrunly” being interpreted to mean “without 
due cause.” 

As the Company staled th.it no increment is ever stopped without 
giving the man affected u chau(!e to state his case, and as the establish¬ 
ment accepted that statement, no further finding is required of the 
Board. 

(d) No degradation should he made This claim was withdrawn hy 

the establishment. 

(e) Promotion to the higher grade should he considered immediately 

on completion of lower one. 

The^ establishment explained that it did not, insist on “automatic” 
promotion, but would he satisfied with an assurance, from the Company 
that within one year of his attaining the inuxiTnuni of any grade, an 
employee’s claim to promotion to the next higher grade would be 
considered. 
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The Oompany stated that this was in taet doue, and that, in the 
event of any vacancy, applications were invited, and a suitable man 
promoted. 

As this assurance was (^iven and Hcct>])tcd, nn issue was raised. 

(/) Minimum starting of the higher grade should be given in case 
of promotion. 

The Estalblishment (dies the case of (louri Shankin' Dass. It is 
stated that he is still drawing Rs. PiO though lie is doing a jolh in the 
grade, Rs. 75 to Rs. 100. 

The Company’s lasc is that (louri Dues was cuguged on the Ist 
January 1982 as Weighbridge clerk on Rs. 40 per month. By the Ist 
March 1938 ho had drawn two increments of Rs. 2 each, and was 
getting Rs. 44 per month. As his joib was at a “dead end” and he 
had no chance of promotion, it was decided to try him out as a yard 
foreman, and, while on trial, he was paid Rs. 50 per month as the job 
had not been finally graded. 

It is indisputable that since March 1938 this man has been working, 
'whether on trial or otherwise, on a job which is graded at Rs. 75 to 
Rs. 100. He is working on one shift. 'I’here are two other men on the 
other two shifts, and each of them is diawiiig Rs. 75. Since March 
Gouri Shanker has Ijcen taking his shift.—and his responsihility—just 
UB the other two, and tJic Board is ot ojunion that there is no reason 
not to pay him the starting pay of the jaist, i.c., Rs. 75, with effect from 
the 1st March. 

The Board would suggest to the Company the creation of jwsts as 
Junior Yard Foremen in the grade of Rs. 50 to Rs. 75 to cover the cases 
of such employees as Gouri Sankar Dass whose competence os Yard 
Foreman the Comjtaiiy wishes to test. 

Issue No. 4. 

Should all members of the establishment he paid one month's salary 
as bonus each year at the time of the PujasP 

Should they be permitted to participate in the C/Ompany’s extra 
wages scheme P 


The Board is of opinion that the demand for one month’s salary 
as bonus each year is unreasonalble. 

On the alternative claim the argument is put, forward that as the 
Company’s profits are earned by the combined effoi'ts of the workmen 
on the one hand, and the clerical and supem’isory staff on the other, • 
there is no justification fur any discrimination in the matter of the 
((.vtra wages »;urncd by the joint labours of both. 

The Company justifies the discrimination on several grounds. It 
is contended that the cojiditions of service are entirely different, the 
estuhlishinent enjoying a security of tenure denied to the labour which 
first, comes under reduction in times of depression: that the extra wages 
selieme was devised to .satisfy labour’s demand for an increase in wages: 
that it is (lesiralhle to retain a discretion in the hands of tlie luanage- 
ment in rewarding meritorious work on the jiart of the higher grades; 
and that if the principle were conceded it would be difficult to define its 
application in respect of the Calcutta and London staff. 
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The Board finds no valid reason to coniine the extra wa{^ schsttie to 
thosfe employees who are ion Itlie daily labour ranster rolls, to the 
exclusion of the monthly rated staff. Such a distinction undoubtedly 
operates to the prejudice of certain classes^ of the employees such as the 
Supervisory and Junior Operational staffs', fin principle there can be 
no justifical^ion for their exclusion. Tt is not necessary to extend ^e 
principle to the Calcutta office, for it is possible to draw % natural line 
of distinction between the employees at the plants and those at the 
Calcutta office. The Board therefore recommends that the estaibli^' 
meut be allowed to participate in the scheme from the present financial 
year, i.e., from the Ist April 1938. 

Mr. K. C. Mahindra dissents from this recommendation in bis 
separate minute. 

Isttie No. 5. 

Are members of the establishment entitled tt) overtime payP 

Should they he treated as workmen and paid overtime on the same 
scale? 


The claim for overtime was' limited to the clerical staff. 

The Company challenfred the establishment to point to any concern, 
either public or private, which paid overtime to its clerical staff. No 
instance was quoted—and the Company tlated that if did not propose 
to create a precedent in this i-espect. 

The Board finds that the hours of work r)f the clerical staff are 
normal, and any extra hours are covered by tbe conditions of their 
e.mployment. Tt is therefore unable to make any recom¬ 
mendation that tbe clerical staff Ibe paid overtime, and sees no reason 
to accept the plea that the clerical staff should be treated as labour. 

IsstM No. 6. 

Should the shiftmen be allowed 24 hours off between shifts each 
week? If so, how is this to be arrangedP 


The establishment claims that each shiftman should pfet 24 hours 
off between shifts, and suf^^ests that the shift ••yclee l>e arranged to 
allow of this being done. 

The Company urges the practical difficulty, and offers to consider 
any alternative scheme that the estalblishraent might evolve to solve the 
problem. No alternative scheme has been put in. 

The scheme now followed was arranged in consultation with the 
Factory Inspector. In operation it means that once in every three 
weeks, when he works back from “C” shift through “B” shift to "A** 
shift, a shiftman does not get 24 hours off between shifts. 

As no alternative scheme has been put forward, the present scheme 
must he maintained. 

The tentetive suggertion that the ('ompauy might engage a “reliev¬ 
ing” force is not practically feasible.

Slipuld tJi;ke eBtttblishtueBt staff be paid aciiug allowance as labour)’ 


Tbu clam bat been tjonfined to the clerical staff. The establiah* 
uent it desirouB that a clerk acting for another shall be paid acting 
allowance, that he shall receive the minimum pay of the grade in 
which he it acting. 

The Qompany objects on two grounds: — 

( 1 ) that members of the establishment are on a monthly rate, 

(2) that, jutt as their hours ere elastic, so, within limits, the 

nature of their work is elastic, 

and further asserts that acting allowance is unknown in Calcutta 
establishments. 

The rules in force in the Tata Iron and Steel CJompany are as 
follows:— 

"Any employee belonging to the superior or clerical staff, when 
acting u a hi^er post for a mouth or more, shall draw- the pay of 
his substantive post plus 20 per cent, of the pay of the post in which 
he is acting, or if such post is on a graded scale, 20 per cent, of the 
minimum of the ^ade, provided that the total emoluments so drawn 
shall not exceed the pay of the higher post or the minimum of the 
scale of the higher post if such post is on a graded scale.” 

■‘No acting allowance shall be given as provided in the above rule 
unless the post in wliich an employee is acting involves the undertaking 
of higher responsibility or more arduous work than is involved in the 
sulbstantive j^st of the employee, e.g., a clerk on Bs. 6-‘{ in a grade ol 
Rs. 65—4—75 will not get any acting allowaiu'e if he acts 
in the place of a clerk on Rs. 71 in the same grade, ns such work does 
not involve the undertaking of higher resjKinsibility or more arduous 
labour.” 

The Board is of opinion that when an employee helongiug to the 
clerir'.al staff acts in a higher post for a month or more, and that ;» 08 t 
involves the undertaking of higher resxionsibility than is involved in 
his substantive post, he should receive, as acting allownnce u sum which, 
together with liis substauive pay, will amount to (he minimum of the 
scale of the higher post. 


Issua No. ft. 

Have there been any instances where members of the staff' have not 
been allowed five minutes grace in daily attendance, but have been fined 
a day’s pay for such late attendance P 


The establishmeiit claimed that no “grace” at all was allowed to the 
staff, and that any late attendance was punished by a fine which 
frequently amounted to a day’s pay. 

The Company contended that five minutes’ grace was allowed but 
that late attendance above that grace was punished, first by a warning 
and ^en by the imposition of a smaU fine. A statement was filad 
showing the fines imposed from January, 1935, to date. (Appendix, 
page 167.) 
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For the establishment five witnesses were examined (Appendix, 
pa^en 125-126). Their evidem-e did not support the case set out. S. 
Ghati of the maintenance shop says he was once late between 1931 and 
1933—he cannot remember the yeaj'. He was five minutes’ late and 
was fined 6 annas. He was then dnlwiuK Hs. 15 per month as an 
apprentice. G. C. Sadhu of the General Stores draws Es, 63 per 
month. He admits that he is p'eiiej-ally late in attendance, ten or 
twelve times a month, by ten, filteen or twenty minutes. Sometimes 
he is fined 8 annus and soinetimes 4 itimas u mouth. 8. K. Hoy of the 
Accounts Department used to be lute two or three times a month in 
1936. At first he was warned and then fined 8 annas a time for three 
or four months, since when he has checked his fault. He was then 
drawing Rs. 43 per month. Dukshlua lial, who draws Hs. 16 per 
month in the Accounts office suys he was once late, by two minutes in 
1934 and was fined He. 1. Ka])ildeu, drawing Hs. 18 a month in the 
same office, says he w'as once l«1e l»y two minutes iu Novemllwr 1934, 
and was fined Re. 1. 

Tlie evidence adduced doe-, not establish I he grievance recited. The 
Board observes that since Jamiurv 193.5 only in the case of G. C. Sadhu 
have the tines for late attendance exceeded 8 annas ])er month. He was 
visited With fines of He. 1 on three occiisions, in .\ngUHt 1935 when 
he wun Jute 12 limes during the month, iu September 1935 when he 
was late 7 times, and in .lanuary 1937 when he exceeded the “grace” 
allowed on 14 occasions. 

This matter has ultimately been left to the discretion of the Boax«l, 
and the Board sees no oeeasion to pursue the motter further. 

issue No. 8. 

Is any distinctiou luade hetwtieu memhers of the Govonanted staff 
and the estnhlishmenl in the matter of medical uidy 

Have members of the eNtiihlishmeiit lieen forced to buy outside the 
ingredients of prescription,s which are supplied free to the Govenanted 
staffP 


The Company claims that, it knows ol uo distinction between the 

two classes of employees in the matter of juedieal aid. 

The grievance ot the estHhlishnient i^ of a somewhat peculiar 
nature. It is couceded that the statV get fjee. medical advice and free 
hospital treatment. But, the (.-ompluint is lodged that if a doctor 
prescribes a certain medicine, aiie one of the ingrediejits is not avail¬ 
able in the (.Company’s hospital, the patient has to purchase it 

himself from outside, bring it lo the hospital, and then have the 

prescription made up. 

The evidence led (Appendix, pages 122, 124; does not support the 
grievance as framed. Two witnesses were examined, T. C, Ghosal 
and H. P, Ooswami, hut their evidence did not sustain the grievance. 
T. C. Ghosal said that he had been obliged to purchase Injections and 
tonics from outside at his own expense. H. P. Goswanii spoke of an 
illness of more than two mouths’ duration in 1934 when he was on leave. 
No particulars were afforded of the peculiar grievance iu either case. 
The Company cannot be expected to provide tonics and proprietary 
medicines, nor does undertake to do so. 
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H* Ooswami, us the clerk who posts the bills in the Bill 
Begister, stated that he was in a position to prove tliat all the hills 
for all the medical exi)enHes oi the (|oveiianted staff were paid by 
the Company, but he did not particularise this general statement. 

In the result the Board finds no evidence to supjiort the grievance 
framed, and no evidence to rebut the (Company’s claim that in this 
respect no distinction is made between the covenanted staff’ and the 
establishment. It is satisfied with the ('onipany’s ii.ssurunce that no 
such distinction is made. 


Issue No. 10. 

Have there been any inslauces wheie old employees have been 
superseded by new appointments!' 


The Company cuLled on I lie establishment to give fuirticulars of 
Instances where sucli supersession had taken place. 

The case of t!haiidia Bhusau Das, pay clerk, Acconiits Department, 
was cited, and it was .stated that hi* liad becMi promoted to Head Pay 
Clerk superseding Profnlla Dhosh. 

Neither ('liaiidra Bhusuii Das nor l-’rotulla (ilinsli was examined. 
In their stead Ajit Mukherjee was (%'illcd upon to give evidence 
(Appendix, page I'.i'i). He only joined the Company on the 2l8t July 
1938 in the Accounts Department, and is on three months’ probation. 
He cannot state in whose jdacc he was engaged, nor can he speak of the 
other clerks in his department. 

A.s no other evidence was tendered in sujiport of this grievance, 
the Board can only find that the grievance has not been proved. 


Issue No. 11. 

Have thei’e been any ca.ies of iiiciviliU' on the pari of ofljeers 
towards members of the staff!' 

Has the Company failed to take apjiropriutc action on such 
cases? 


'I’his gj'ievunce was aol pressed. 'I'lie (stmpauy declared tliut it 
had never approved of and would never tolerate incivility on the 
paii ot its officers. The establishment was satisfied with this 
expression of the (loiupany’s atiitade. and withdrew from prosecution 
of this grievance. 

Issue No. 12. 

Should preference he given to the sons and relatives of members 
of the staff at the time of new appointments? 


The Company agreed that, in deciding lietweeu two candidates of 
equal merit otlienvise, preference should be given to the one with a 
relative already in the .service of the Company, in accordance with 
the existing practice. It leserved the right, however, to place the 
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uew entrant in whatever position it chose, holding it undesirable both 
in the interests of the Company and of its employees, that relatives 
should he serving in the same department. 

The establishment accepted this statenlent of the Company’s policy 
in the matter of new appointments. No further decision oy the 
Board is therefore neciessary. 


Issue No. 13. 


Should employees who have passed through the Company’s 
Technical School, be taken on the staff establishment rollP 


This issue was framed on the claim of the establishment that 
lalmurers on the muster roll should be taken in us supervisors when 
vacancies occurred. 

The Company pointed out that the majority of the men attending 
the classes were already on the establishment roll. 

The Company undertook to give consideration to .such (^ases, but 
could not guarantee employment. Tins undertaking was accepted by 
the establishment. 


Special Issue A. 

Are the members of the establishment staff entitled to join the 
Tjabour Federation? 


The determination of this issue has been objected to both by the 
Federation and by the Conij)any. Tin- position of the Company in 
made clear in the following letter: —

t The issue “A” as framed reads as follows: — 

“Are members of the establishment staff entitled to join the 
Labour Federation?” 

The Board of Conciliation has been set ujt ‘‘to go into the various 

E oints in dispute between the parties.’’ The materials before the 
loard for the purpose of framing the issues are— 

(a) Terms of resumption, dated the I7tb .Tuly 19;i8. (Appendix, 
page 96.) 

(b) Joint statement hy the Labour Federation and the Company, 
dated the 17th July 19f38. (Appendix, page 96.) 
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(c) Statement of tfie case by the Labour Federation. (Ap; 

pafres 99 and 100.) 

(d) Statement of the case by the Company. (Appendix, p« 

onwards.) 

Both in the terms of resumption and the joint statement | (a) and (b) 
above] the Company has specifically excluded from the purview of 
the Imard the question whether the establishment staff can be 
members of the Labour Union or not (vide clause 9 of the terms of 
resumption, and paragraph 4 of the joint statement). 

The Labour Federation neither in their statement of the i^use, nor 
ini the subsequent arguments has asked the Board to frame an issue 
on this subject. 

I agree that in the Jiabour Federation’s notice to strike prominence 
is given to the demand that the “Company should recognise the 
establishment employees as the members of this Labour Federation.” 
It is also arguable that unless this particular “grievance” is 
ventilated it may continue as a source of misunderstanding between 
the management and the employees which it is desirable that the 
Board should endeavour to remove. From the point of view of 
conciliation and avoidance as far as possible of future friction 1 
agree that the issue “A” as framed above should lu* considered by 
the Board. 

There remains however one difficulty. The findings of the Board, 
lonstituted as it is under the Trades Dispute Act are not mandatory, 
hut will he recommendations for the settlement of the dispute. But 
in the opening paragraph of the joint statement referred to above (b) 
there is the unqualified statement that both the parties to the dispute 
“agree to abide by the decision of the Board.” And as the questions 
arising under issue “A” as above have been specifically reserved by 
the Company, it is to be understood that the findings of the Board on 
this issue will not l)e “binding” on the Management. 

I suggest therefore that the report, of the Board should be drawn 
up in two sections—one dealing with such issues and findings thereon 
which will be binding on both the parties, vide paragraph 1 of the 
joint statement, and the second section dealing with such issues and 
findings thereon where there is no such agreement of prior acceptance.

The observations which follow are therefore to be regarded as 
“obiter dicta” on the part of the Chairman, and not binding on 
either party. 

It is indisputably desirable that the establishment siiould have some 
organisation to represent its interests. It is equally undesirable that 
that organisation should be the organisation which represents the 
interests of labour, for the interest of the labour force and the super¬ 
visory staff must often differ. Not only is this inevitable in theory, 
but it has proved so in actual experience. 

The establishment is divided into four branches. First, the 
uncovenanted supervisory staff, in direct charge of labour; second, 
the clerical staff, the work of which is often of a confidential nature;

third, the junior operational dtaS, iumiiuff the link between the super* 
visory staff and labour; fourth, the Watch and Ward, responsible for 
the maintenance of order. 

The Company iusists that its establishment staff shall not join the 
Ijabour Federathni. It takes its stand on the firm ground that it 
cannot risk any clash between an employee's duty to the Conaptmy 
and his duty to the Federation, nor can it view with equanimity 
membership of the same Federation with the same interests by the 
supervisory staff and the labour it supervises. 

There can be no comiiuinity of interests between the labour^ and 
the clerical staff or the Watch and Ward. So far as the supervisory 
staff is concerned it is qiiite (dear that a man in some aiithority, who. 
by virtue of Lis position gives orders to the labour which may subse¬ 
quently form a cause (tf difference betw'eeii the C<imuany and the Federa¬ 
tion, should not be allowed membership of the Federation. 

There is only one solution of the dilii«'ulty—the formation of a 
separate union for the supervisory, clerical and Watch and Ward 
staffs. New recruits to these Inuncln^s will he able to join the new 
union, such workmen as may be transferred from the muster roll to 
the establishment l>eing granted the option of either remaining on the 
muster lell and retaining memhership of the Federation, or joining the 
establishment and becoming members of the new union. Such members 
of the establishment as have alivady joined the Federation will be at 
liberty t.o resign. In the discussion before the Board the Federation 
stated that it wiiuld accept such resignations notwithstanding anything 
in its rules. 

Some difficulty arise.s in tlic case ot the junior operational staff. 
They are lueinhevs of the establishment and do enjoy some authority. 
Yet. in distinction from the 'Upervisory staff proper, they are “inti¬ 
mately allied to labour’' ami primarily men of the muster roll, and 
should be allowed to remain members of the Federation. 

The aliovc report, contain' an accounf of the proceedings of the 
Board, and of the steps taken by it to ascertain Ibc fa<‘ts and 
circumstances relating to the dispute submitted for its determination, 
ft recites the different items of dispute and contains the finding and 
recommendation of the Board on each such item. It is now .submitted 
to the authority by which the Board was constituted.

PRELIMINARY. 

1 hud oriffinally uo inl^ntiou of cliweibutiug fjom my nolleagae^ 
on any major conclusions and if 1 feel constrained to append this 
minute, it is because the arguments adduced in support of conclusions 
in a few issues do not appear convincing to me and in u few instance 
T fe«>l that the problem lias not been tackled as envisaged by the 
authority under which this Board of (louciliation was constituted. 
Section 7(1) of the Trade Disputes Act, I92H reads 

“Where a dispute has been referred to a Board under this Act. 
i) shall 1 h( the duty of the Board to endeavour to bring about a 
settlement of tbe same and for this purpose the Board shall, in suidi 
manner as it thinks fit, and withoui, delay, investigate the dispute 
and atl viatterg affecHng the meriu thrvrof and the light of 
settlement thereof.” 

My interpretation of (his seetion is that the Board was enjoined 
not only to bring about a settlement but to investigate into the merits 
of each tenn of the dispute and give its verdict, thereon. In the 
present instance, by mutual agreement, work was resumed pending 
the constitution of tbe Board and, turtlicj-. both the parties to the 
dispute hud agreed to accept tbe ultimate findings of the Board. 
Under these cireumstances I consider full emphasis was desired, 
under the provisions of the Act. on the merits or demerits of the 
respective claims put nji by the two parlii-s. T feel that this as^jert 
of the investigation has not been fully explored and in few instances 
conclusions have been reached without detailed examination of the 
merit,« of the rival propo.Huls. I desire, accordingly <>n this score, 
to divide this minute into two sections; one part dealing with the 
issues where, without dissenting from the conclusions of my colleagues, 
I consider that a fuller investigation would have led to a proper 
appreciation bf the Company’s standpoint, and the second part 
dealing with certain issues where 1 definitely dissent from their 
judgment. 

I.—EXPLANATORY. 

A. Provident Fund (Hirapur Issue No. 3 and Kulti Issue No. 2). 

The Coiiij)any declared in Ifl.'tT its iiiUmtioii to ctmstitute for the 
workmen “.some form of savings fund b) w'hieli both tbe Company 
and the workers coufribute.” This urrangejneul has a dual aspect— 
the sjjvings aspes-t and the contributory aspect. .My cidleagues paying 
little o) no attention to the savings aspect, and directing their 
scrutin;^ soJelv to the coutribubuy aspeet have found that the agree¬ 
ment, of 19;i7 lias not been libuully implemented and have juoeeeded 
to tbe eouelusioii that as the workmen elaim a contributory fund, 
tbe same shiuild be iustiiided. The Company in the staitMiieut of 
their ease invited the Board to investigate into the virtues 
of the provident bonus selieiue wliieh it, bad instituted and asked 
for tin* Board's judgiueut oii the relative merits of the sc.heme as put 
by the tk>mpan.v and a contributory provident fund scheme as 
claimed by the workmen. The Company stated in conclusion that it 
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had no objection to replacing the bonus scheme by a oon^bntory 
scheme but it wished it to be widely kno^ that in the opinion of 
the Management the former scheme was in reality more beneficial 
for the workmen. My colleagues did not go into the merits of the 
tw'o proposals and they have simply accepted the offer of the Company 
to replace their present scheme by a provident fund (contributory) 
scheme. T consider it was the duty of the Board to give their 
considered opinion on the merits of the respective proposals, before 
coming to a decision on this issue. 

The provident bonus scheme was institutrti by the t^ompany in 
November 1937, to come into operation with effe<'t from 1st .4pTil 
1938. Its main provision may be summarised as follows:- 

“On retirement a workman shall receive as provident bonus a 
sum equivalent to 5 per cent. <if the total wages earned by him in 
the last year of his service multiplied by tlie number of whole 
completed years of service.” 

The draft outlines of the proposal were communicated to the 
President of the Labour Fedeiation and his ctiraments are contained 
in letter No. 929/37A. c)f 29th September 19.37. addressed to 
Mr. Leslie Martin: — 

“The present scheme fails to be a provident fund both in the sense 
in which we had discussed at the conference held at Hirapur 
on 7th August 19.37, as also under the Providenf Fund Act in that 
if does not take into consideration nor provides for the workmen's 
contributions— the tentative scheme is only one-sided and the ra-isov 
d'etre of the scheme, i.e., to pmvide for the workers’ needs in old age, 
is lost sight of. The scheme does not encourage thrift nor compulsory 
saving.” 

Mr. Martin’s reply of 27th Octoher 1937 to Mr. Homi contained 
the following observations: — 


"Retirinfi gratuity and' pravid-etif Jtnnus. 

While agreeing with you that the st^heme suggested by us is not 
a provident fund as generally understood in that the workmen will 
not he compelled to save so much as they would do if obliged to 
themselves contribute, apart, from that they will get much the same 
benefits and as far as the Company is concerned the cost of our 
present proposals will be about the same. I ennnot help feeling that 
y'ou have not carefuHv considered the significance of our proposals. 
As an illustration, take a workman starting on a salary of Rs. 49 
per month or Rs. 480 a year. f)n his contributing o per cent, of his 
salary, i.e., Rs. 24 to the provident fund the Oompany’s contribution 
will be an equal amount up to the end of the year. His total fund 
at the end of one year is Rs. 48 and this sum earns interest until the 
date of his retirement. The accumulation during the period of his 
service follows the same rule and if at the end r)f b5 years the 
workman is in receipt of a salary of, say Rs. 60 per month, his 
provident fund, allowing for accumulation of interest as well as a 
gradual increase in salary will la* somewhere between Rs. 720 and 
Rs. 1,080. In this provident fund mughly one half will represent 
his own sayings. 
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Under the proposaU which we have drafted, the workman will 
receive 5 per cent, of hi« salary during the last year of his service, 
which we would assume in our illustration to be Rs. GO per mensem 
multiplied by the number of years of his service (15). Carrying the 
above illustration further, the Company pays him as provident bonus 
at the lime of retirement a sum of Rs. 540 which roughly represents 
the (iost to the Company. This sum as suggested above would be about 
the same as the wurkinan would receive from the Company if there 
had been a provident fund instead of the suggested proposals. 

So far as the Company' is concerned, by the institution of a provi¬ 
dent bonus they do not save anything; on the other hand, as 1 have 
told you, the cost of administration of a provident fund vrill be heavy 
as you must also remember tliat from tin; nature of operations at the 
works there are boiuid to be large fluctuations in the labour roll, ami 
which would necessitate the handling of an eunruipus number jof 
accounts. As the incidence of such costs must be borne by the provi¬ 
dent fund, we reckon that the workmen will suffer so far as their total 
emoluments are concerned at the end of their period of service." 

It will be observed that Mr. Jlojui himself has stated in the above 
correspondence that the raison d’etre of the scheme is "to provide for 
the workers’ needs in old age”. From per.soiiul knowledge I know it 
for a fact that contributory provident funds have not, so far in 
practice, succieeded in attaining this object, for in 85 per cent, of the 
eases within my knowledge of provident funds covering about 20,000 
members, the individxinl fund is coiitiniiously being mortgaged to the 
hilt and when old age arrives there is hardly any "provision” left. 
'I'he Man.agcment after caretul deliberation decided to place the savings 
aspect of the arrangement in the forefront and devised a scheme which, 
in my opinion, really attains the object which both the employers and 
workmen have in view. 

Ill discussing the merits of the two proposals the attention of the 
Board was directed to the following important features: — 

'’Difficulties inherent in the. contributory provident scheme.” 

(1) The maintenance of over 15,0(K) accounts, which, owing to 
temporary but enforced absenteeism characteristic of the industry, 
would in a iliort time increase to 20,000, will involve heavy adminis¬ 
tration exjienscs. The provident fund maintained by the Tatas covers a 
little over 19,000 accounts and their expeiusos are Rs. 24,000 a year. 
It is reckoned (hat Provident Fund Accounts for Hirapur and Rulti 
workmen would cost about Rs. 18,000 annually, which will bear very 
heavily on the income of the workmen’s fund, 

(2) The costs of administration are a legitimate charge on the 
fund. The Company does not know of any private or commercial 
contributory fund where the costs of administration are not borne by 
the fund. 

(3) The appointment of trustees, the method and manner of their 
election, the question of investment of funds, etc., are problems not 
easy of solution in the case of a worker's provident fund. 

(4) One of (he prominent features of a contributory provident fund 
is the restriction imposed on payment of employers’ contributions 
—^restrictions which are based on length of service and satisfactory 
conduct. For instance, in case of “Tata’s” provident fund a member 
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IB not eutitled to receive the foil tunount of Company b oontr 
unless he has put in 16 oz’ more years of sutisfactor^’ t^rvice nn 
provided liis serviueH are terminated otherwise than for iTiiaconaUCt. 

Even under the Pivivident Fund ;\ef of 1936 the ternijuatizm of 
services within 6 years renders liable to forfeiture^ that portion of the 
member’s fund which is contributed by the einployiiiff authority. 

(6) In a provident fund scheme provision has to be made for with¬ 
drawals or advanecs—and if it is a reciog’iiisod fund under the Income 
Tax (Provident Funds Relief) Act. wifhdrawal is "oveined by the 
rules specially framed for the purpose. Il ha.s been pointed out fo 
the Management that a workinan’s piovident fund possesses the merit 
of providinjr the facility of easy borrowinj? on cheap terms for the 
members thereof. The Company considers this to he a Krave defect 
of a provident fund for workmen. The cardinal idea of a provident 
fund is compulsorA* saving for old age and this idea is defeated if 
continuous drafts are made on the fund b> meet demands, howsoever 
temporary. It has been exj't’rienccd hv the Management that this 
essential virtue is not fully grasped even ^)y a higher cadre of employee 
who is supposed to possess a greater sense of responsibility than what 
the average workman does, and that in one j)articular fund aggregating 
over Rs. 6 lakhs more than Rs. 4i lakhs is pledged as security againrt 
loans. A workman who receives his provident fund slip at the end 
of the year can prove for all ostensible jnirposes that his creditworthi¬ 
ness has increased by the amount of the fund at his credit. No matter 
what restrictions one maj' iinj)ose iu resjiect ot assignments or pledges 
or liens, this increase in his creditworthiness cannot be denied and as 
such his ability to borrow from the money-lenders has increased. 
The Company does not know any effective remedies which would prevent 
an aggravation of the borrowing habit which would ulmost be the 
certain result of a provident fund scheme. 

(6) It has been suggested by the Labour Fedcratiou that a provi¬ 
dent fund scheme be framed on the same lines as the provisions and 
rules laid down by the Provident Fund Act of 1925. 

The special features of this Act are: — 

(a) Compulsory participation by the employees. 

(b) The member’s fund is not cajialde of being assigned or » barged. 

These provisions can be repealed in any private fund rules quite 
easily but the protection given under (bj alsive does ji.d get over the 
real difficulty outlined in parugra])h 5 above. 

“Merhn of the Prori/it'iit lioiMi.t Scheme." 

(7) It Is quite simple in ojieration. Jn the .scheme which has been 
introduced by the Company a workman receives on termination of 
his servitte (unless due to dismissal for inisi^onduct or misdemeanour) 
a sum equivalent to 5 per cent, of his wages in the last year of his 
service multiplied by the number of years of service. 

(8) The cost of this scheme to the Conijtauy is more than would be 
the cost of a contributory provident fund, based on the same percen¬ 
tage. 

(9) There are no costs of administration as the scheme is very 
simple from accountancy point of view and involves one arithmetic.^ 
calculation only when the payment is made. 
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(10) The restraintH usually embodied in provident funds as out* 
lined in paragraph 4 obove aie absent and as soon as an employee lias 
completed 12 months’ service his rig'ht to provident bonus is establish¬ 
ed and there are no qualifications attached hi this right. 

(11) As the workman receives no credit slip on account of accrual 
of tnis right he is unable to borrow on the security of this bonus and 
accordingly the bonus scheme represents a truer provision for old age 
than would an ordinary provident fund in actual practice. 

(12) A legitimate criticism against the provident bonus scheme is 
that it does lud: pronmte compulsory thrift. No doubt the workman 
is not compelled to contribute, but the other half of his fiyid is safe 
and kept intact until he actually retires, and is not frittered away, 
through borrf)wing, before the fund is realised. 

(18) The Company has further declared its intention to invite a 
commercial bank to open a branch office in Hirapur and offer savings 
bank facilities to the employees. This will serve tl)e ptirpose of 
attracting voluntary savings of workmen and will earn foi them a 
regular income. 

It might be possible to impreve upon this proposal by some sort of 
an insurance scheme on the lines of the 8<-henie maintained by the 
Indian Post Office. 

I feel that my colleagues have failed to appraise the merits of the 
provident bonus scheme and their decision to shelve the bonus scheme 
lia.s been actuated solely by their re.spect for literal performance of an 
agreement, irrespective of tlie ultimate benefits which would iwerue to 
the workmen in either case. The Company has indicated its willing¬ 
ness to replace their bonus scheme by a contributory fund scheme but, 
in my opinion, tliis is a retrograde step and will not serve the purpose 
of providing a fund for old age which is, after all, the only rai-non 
d’etre of such benefit proposals. 

B. Festival Leave (Hirapur Issue No. 9). 

The sole deciding factor influencing my (colleagues in their decision 
is the practice obtainable at The Tata Iron i!4 Steel Co.’s Works at 
.lamshedpur. My objections to the grant of this concession are: — 

(1) The claim was only halfheartedly pressed by the LalKmr Fede¬ 

ration. It finds no place in tin' strike notice. In the gradation of 
grievances this edaiin was put in the “C” class by Mr. Bose, the labour 
Advocate. Acic.ordingly the (‘omplaint is not acute. \ 

(2) The works at liinqmr are continuous operation works and is 
possible that denominational leaves may prove awkward from the opera¬ 
tional point of view. 

(•1) The grant is tantamount to adding two days to the privilege 
leave. My colleagues have suggested safeguards against such inter¬ 
pretation but I feel that no matter what the safeguards are on pa pci-, 
in practice the grant will resolve into adding 2 days privilege leave, 
which is already considered to be on the generous scale. On a reference 
to the Oeneral Manager of The Tata Iron (&, Steel Co., Ltd., I have 
been advised as follows: — 

"Festival Leave .—Uriginally the idea was that the leave could only 
be availed of on festival days but us an employee could in practice 
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obtain leave on any day he wiehes by saying, for example, that he 
wiished to perform the sradah i-ereiiiony of his father or that he naa 
to perform Satyanarayan Puja, it was thought best to .vllow these two 
days festival leave to be added to the ^wo weeks vaeatiuu and to he 
taken whenever desired. Of course these two days festival leave 
if they are not ayailed of within the year and cannot be accumulated 
like the vacation leave.” 

1 am not in favour of emphasing in any manner whatsoever com- 
luiiual aspects of living in industrial organisations. Nevertheless I 
recognise the probable iitipaci on industrial relationship of the exist¬ 
ing jiolit.ioal tendencies in the country and, solely on grounds of ex¬ 
pediency, I have subscribed to the recommendation ol mv colleagues on 
this issue. 


il.—DISSENT, 

A. Establishmant Leav» (Issue No. 1), 

Beyond the mere setting up of a claim foi' privilege and casual 
leave of one oionth and 14 days, the Advocate of the Ijulsjur Federa¬ 
tion did not adduce any arguments for the change, nor di<l he proffer 
any evidence in support of the contention that the existing leave bene¬ 
fits were niggardly and inadev^uate. Every workei' desires a eliange for 
the better in his service conditions and in what he reeeives for liis work. 
But il is one thing to desire a change and anotlier thing to earn it. 

Twenty-four days’ leave in the year for this catogory of employe** 
is, in my opinion, ample. That .Jamshedpur oft'ers something dilVereut 
and more ample is no argument, that the Oovermneut of India allows 
its servants one month's leave is also no argumi'ut, indnstriul concerns 
set up in a world of profit-economy and no Stole support, hove no tax¬ 
payers to fall hack u^mn in cast* of deficits and slioit-falls. In Western 
countries which provide the inspiration and guidance for extension and 
amelioration of worker.s’ living conditions, the inaxiiiium leave period 
is three w'eeks for the establishm* nt staff. J do not kiii*w’ ol any iudiis- 
trial manufacturing concern in Bengal whicli allows its establishment 
staff leave with pay tor more than three weeks in the yeai. 

Besides, the conditions of living—wages, housing, educational and 
medical facilities, recreations, etc,—differ in each organisation and 
judgments based entirely on m(*re comparison *jf one item of living 
laniiot be ucct'pted as just and accurate findings on the inatti r at issue. 

I do not consider any case has been made out foi altering the prewml 
rules, and I therefore dissent from the rei'omniendafions of mv 
colleagues on this issue. 

B. Establishmant and Extra Wages Scheme [Issue No. 4 and Kulti 

Issue No. 1 (8)]. 

This issue arose incidentally and did not form (wit of the major 
grievances. The original demand wa.s for one mouth’s .salary as l*uju 
bonus each year. The present practice is to pay a boniis to the 
establishment staff ns and when profits permit, nf the di.seretion of the 
Company. Jn the past, the Company has paid such bonu.ses to the 










eatabliiiliiiteiit staff in 1937, 1938, 1939, 19H0 and 1987, that is, in eveiy 
year when the Company made a ;proftt. The amount nf the bonus 
varies according to the years of service and the merit of the individual’s 
work during the year. 

When the original claim for one month’s Puja bonus was argued 
before the Board, no evidence was produced of any real grievance on 
this score and the demand consisted merely of converting the Company's 
discretion about ^uus payments into a privilege to be iucorpomted in 
the terms of service of the establishment staff, in-espective o.f the Profit 
and Loss Account of the Company. 

The alternative claim did not figure in the pii’ture until after the 
Advocate for Labour Federation felt nonplussed at his inability to adduce 
any arguments in support of his claim and the alternative demand was 
put in his mouth, so to say. The alternative demand is for partici¬ 
pation in the Company’s extra wages bonus scheme. 

My colleagues justify the granting of this concession on the ground 
tliat the Company’s profits are earned by tlie joint lalsturs of both the 
workmen and the establishment staff and therefore on jirinciple there 
can be no justitiiiation for the •■xclusion of the latter category of 
employees. In making tiiis rec^immendation my colleagues have 
apparently forgotten to take note of Ihe fad that the extra wages 
scdieme was promulgated with tJie purpose of giving lalKiur special 
emoluments in limes of prosperity and lliis whs done specifically to 
meet labour’s claim for a general increment of wages when trade is 
good. This is recognised by the Boaid in its discussion of Issue No. 1 
(Demand for 35 per cent, general increment). No claim has been 
made and no evidence brought forwaul to show that the wages of the 
establish ment staff are low. In fact I heir service terms are superior 
in many w'uys to those obtainable elsewhere, even as compared to 
Jamshedpur, foi' the establishment stuff at Hirapur receive free 
housing, free electi'ii- light, and water, etc., wliich their confreres at 
Jamshedpur do not receive. 

I cannot help feeling that mv colleagues haw l»een guided in their 
decision hv the prndiee adopted by tlie Tata Iron & Steel Company, 
whose profit sharing sidieme embraces all their permanent employees— 
from the General Manager down to the meniwl servant. If such be 
the case and Tata’s practice (which was introduced only a year ago; 
was their sole guide, I submit that my colleagues would find it difficult 
to meet the < barge of mental inertia, inasmuch as they have refused 
to take into account not only local conditions hut also the general 
factor of efficiency on which subject opinions may honestly vary 
aeewding to one’s experience. 

I summarise my objections to the extension of the extra wages 
•si'heme as follows : — 

(1) The genesis of the extra wages scheme is the formulation of a 
method by which workmen would receive higher emolumentJi. As 
would be clear from the arguments under Hirapur Issue No. 1, the 
demand for increase in wages of the workmen was satisfied by the 
extra wages scheme. 

(3) No attempt has been made to prove that the establishment, 
suffer from a low level of wages. 

(3) The alternative issue was framed on a stray suggestion and 
does not appear in the original statement. Mr. Bose did not press for 






ii Hfricmaly. lar «veii in his final arprnments, while emphasiHiu^ the 
need of a Puja bonus, he said “Puja comes every year, but extra waives 
scheme—PK”. 

(4) ('ouditions of service of the workinen and the establishment 
staff are entirely different as, e.;;., during depression times it is the 
w'orkiiien u-ho come under reduction first. 'Tenure of service is more 
secure in the case of establishment staff. 

(b) The discietion in the payment of Puja bonus is advisedly main¬ 
tained by the Company inasmuch a.s the merits of work done by 
this class of employee become more and more specific and indi\’iduai 
as the higher glades are reached as (X)mpHred to the gang or mass work 
put in by the workmen. Bonuses ucconlingly should vaiy with the 
inerit of work done, hence the justification i'or discrelionury powers 
in the hands ol the management for awards which are extra-contractual. 

(Ii) If the claim for participation were held valid it would he 
difficult to define its application particularly in respect of the flolcutta 
and London staffs. Owing to the high degree of centralisation there 
are several administrative departments which cater for .several joint 
stock concerns under the same Managing Agents (c./y., share, rash, 
despatch, etc.), and it is difficult to allocate one particular set of staff 
to one Company. 

My colleagues have recounnended that it is not necessary to extend 
the principle to the Calcutta Office, hut they give no reasons for this 
recommendnlion. If the one justificutiou for extension of the si-lieinc 
lies in the fact that it is the joint lahours of all employees which yield 
p^rofits, then exclusion of any one cadre of employee (^unnot he uphold. 
There is this apparent (^ontradictiun in the policy wliiidi has heen 
advocated. Further, my colleagues have instanced the i-ase of the 
.Tunior Operationul and Suiiervisory Techniruil staff who arc inliinaicly 
allied with labour and accordingly their exclusion may he reckonc<l 
us borderline cases which are thereby prejudiced. The obvious recom¬ 
mendation should therefore have be<'n the transfer of .such staff to the 
muster roll and thus provide the enabling measure for their participa¬ 
tion in the extra wages scheme. 

The Indian Taihour Commission of ]9.‘fl, while discussing profit 
sharing schemes, gave their considered opinion that “in the present 
stage of industrial development, such schemes arc unlikely to prove 
cither useful or effci tive,” and the Commissioners went on to recommend 
cfficiencv or production bonus in place of profit sharing schemes. In 
the case id establishment staff where individual merit and efficiency is 
an important and comparatively easily assessable ipmntity. a uniform 
all-round apjilication of profit sharing bonus scheme cannot he pro¬ 
ductive of any greater efficiency or cvi-n contentment, which really are 
the two aims of such schemes. I am of opinion that the scheme 
instituted by the Tata Iron & Steel Company fails in this respect aJid 
accordingly is not a good example to follow. Kveu in the United 
Kingdom similar schemes do not embrace all th*- catlres of einjiloyees. 
“At the end of I9d7, the total number of undertakings practising profit 
sharing in (ireat Britain and Northern Tioland was 410. Several firms 
had two or more schemes in operation for ibfferent categories of 
employees. Thi^se 410 busine.sses conoerued employed about 429,000 
work people, of whom only 264,000 were entitled to participate in the 
benefits «i the schemes.” (The Ministry of Laiwur Gazette. London. 
Jvly 1938.) 
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Jor reasons litated above I dimeni from the recorntnendatioiiH of 

my oolleaprueB on tliin issue. T am doubtful wbetber all Ibe members 

of tbe establisbment staff would like tbo oban^e, as jieople wbo would 
stand to lose by the rhauj^e would be those who possess ti distinffuishe*! 
iwnrd for lonpr und meritorious service. 

C. Compensation to Retrenched Employees (Kulti Issue No. 6). 

I’aragrapb :j of the Utrnis of resumption relates to tbe case of 700 
and ftdd worknu-n who were discharged owing to thts Idowing out oi 
furnaces and closing down of coke ovens. It states inter alia -.— 

Vi lien work starts on this furnace and the coke ovens they will 

be re-employed. These men will gel no wages or coniiiensalion 

for the ueriod of time that they will be out of work, hut in case of 
those who will be re-employed their continuity of service will be 
recognised. This clause shall apply if the furnace starts within 
!> months. Tf the work starts after 9 months, these workers shall be 
paid sui'h coinjiensation, if auy, as the Board shall determine.” 

Tcannot comprehend my colleagues finding that they “see no r(>ason 
to distinguish the cases of thesis workmen from those referred to in 
I)arugra)in 4” (t.c., the cases of SOU and odd men who were discharged 
on accouTit of being surplus). Surely if these 700 and odd blast furnace 
and coke oven workmen arc not re-employed because of tbe decision 
of the Oompuny not to relight the furnace, the loss of their service is 
due, not to tlieir lu'ing surplus, btit due to there being shortage of 
work. 

Furnaces and coke (>ven.> must periodically be closed down wlien 
their useful life is finished or fresh brick lining becomes necessary. 
This periodi(“al shut down is inherent in the conditions of the industry 
and must accordingly be inherent in the conditions of einj)Ioyuucnt of 
workmen engaged thereon. If, after rejtair.s, trade conditions justify, 
the furnace is blown in and the jiersons rendered enforcedly idle arc 
rc-cinployed. The (kmipany ba.s agreed to allow such men the heuetit 
r>f conlinuity of sinwice imspite the break. But if trade docs not justify 
reopening' of the furnace, it means tliat tlie group of employees 
coMcerneil lose thcii' j(d>s due to trade deju'ession and scarciTy of work. 
I’lider these circumstanees it would be difficult to justify a turtbci 
imposition on the employers in the form of ‘‘comjiensalion” to be 
payable to tlic workmen. 

On a point ol principle, as long as employers I'oriv out theif 
contractual obligations and give to retrenched employees all the ir dues, 
including pay for the notice [teriod, there can be no valid reason for 
any other ‘‘I'ompensution”. Tf this jiroposal to pay compensation were 
accepted it would meun that retrenchments done owing to shortage ol 
work would involve a double burden on the llompany. This position 
the employers would find difficult to accept. 

1 fail to see any similaiity in the eases of the two groups of 
workmen, e.xcept tliat notice.s of discharge in cither ease have more 
or less coincided and this coincidence in dates ciuiiiol he Jield to bo a 
valid reason for equal irentment in respect of s<wallecl ‘‘compemsation". 
T submit that if the right of the employers to regulate the number of 
men needed for their operations is not to be questioned—a right which 
has been specificallv acquie.sr^ed to by even the Labour Federation (wrfe 
Kulti Fuion’s letter of 23rd June 1938), and further when even the

“methods and pace of reductions”, on which the trade unions take 
their stand are beyond the purview of the employers, dependent ee 
they are on the physical life of the furnaces, I submit that under such 
circumstances tne question of comjiensatiou can hardly arise. I 
accordingly dissent from my tx)ilengue8 and find that no ('ompensation 
should be payable. 

lll.~COKCLU8ION. 

I should like to make a brief reference to two other matters which 
do not strictly come under the ptir\*icw of the Board, but where I feel 
that the Board ehould indicate the righl action and the right procedure : 

(a) Both the Oumpany and the Lal)onr Fefleration have signified 
their acceptance of the Board’s reconimeiidations. Tlic terms and 
incidence of such acceptance should in niy opinion be made iiokre 
explicit. For instance, I envisage the set t lenient to hold good for a 
I’ertain definite period, during which issneu now’ raised and agreed 
upon could not be re-opened. 

This Board has been set up, alter a period of grievous loss and 
suffeiing to both the parties, to investigate and .settle all the major 
grievances and when the Board’s findings are accepted by Iwth tbe 
parties it is only reasonable to hope that a [>eriod of comparative |)ea<*e 
and settlement will follow. Numerous other tiuestiotis will engage the 
attention of the Union and the Uumpany hut these sliould not develop 
into major disputes, for it is presumed that llii.s Ihmrd lias dealt with 
all such major matiers exhaustively for some time to come. I recom¬ 
mend that the questions now deej<|eil sliouhl not Iw re-opemal for a 
period of 5 years. 1 also take it lor granted that the two hruuehes at 
Kiilti and llirapur of the J,aboiii hedeiution would iK-eome registered 
bodies in Bengal within a reasonable time and that their day-to-day 
management, at any rate in so far us eonlaet with tbe (amipauy is 
eoneerned, would be conducted in a more resjsm.sible manner than lias 
hitherto been tlie practice. 1 am referring to the inelioate mannei' 
in which evidence was tendered before the Boani, the lai k of courtesy 
in correspondence and the numerous complaints one receives altout tlie 
working of the Union Offices at the iwo places. 

(l>) Uude.r paragraph 10 of the terms of resumption tlie two jiarties 
have ^reed to the procedure to bo followed in re.sjieel of future disputes. 
This i.s the first instance, at any rale in Bengal, when by agreement 
the processes of negotiations and eoueiliation have been placed in tlie 
forefront and it is definitely settled that no strikes or liM’k-outs .should 
take plai;e. The iron and steel industry is of growing national 
importance and for Bengal it is a key industr\ with a great future. 
The workmen and the employees represented in the rmlian Iron & Steel 
. Co., l,td., have agreed to the procedure of utmost pcaie and I submit 
that the Government should interest itself in these jirocessos and 
provide legislative sanction. 

The merits of the proposal require no commendation, its justifica¬ 
tion lies in the possible danger of exploitation Viy outside parties who 
for their own selfish ends may desire to upset peaceful settlements.

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TkiB inability is dne to tho fact that the employer* deBnitely rendered 
no, help to the Board in determinings this question—all they did was to 
ridicule thia sugffeation of reduction and to place some 800 muster roll 
and other books before the Board fn>ni which the la^nr representatives 
were asked to hunt, up matters that anight usefully support their 
contentions and that too, in less than a few hours in a day or two. 
This process has bi‘en very unsatisfactory and in my view unfair. The 
employers were in a position of greater knowledm and greater 
resources than a labour union. It is clear that partial admission of 
scaling down of wages even in one single instance places the onus of 
proof on the employers and as these conciliation proceedings were 
instituted on the agreement of botli tlie sides to refer the dispute to a 
Conciliation Board, the Bonrd could arrive at a just conclusion only 
by securing information and materials from both the sides instead of 
putting one side to the test and the other resting with the apologia 
that no case bad lieen made out for the demand. It has not been 
stated to the Board that any of the sealed down wages had ever been 
restored to their original level, uiid that would certainly make out a 
ease for increment. 

The position has therefore been very unsatisfactory. The 
Federation had found itself unable t<i accept the offer of the Board for 
the appointment of a Comntissioner to find out the materials for 
reduction of wages from tl>e books of tbe Company. The cost involved 
in such commission would liave lieen prohibitive and pie time involved 
would have been equally great. The otlier alternative would be for 
the Government to depute a Special Officer to investigate the allega¬ 
tions and come to a finding itsell or submit the materials to the Board 
for a decision. But as 1 nave sfated, even this may not be necessary 
for the Company’s admi.ssion that there were instances where the 
wages have been scaled down .and its silence on the subject of such 
restoration raises a presumption that cannot be ignored and would go 
to support the aigument of the Union and to make out a case for 
increase in wages. 

Now coming to the (juestion whether the. introduction of the extra 
wages scheme by the (^onipani has met the demand of the workers 
for an increase in their wages, I answer the question in the negative. 
There were two demands before tbe ('onipanv in 1937—increase in 
wages and a share in the profits made by the Company. One was not 
at the expense, of the other nor agreeing to accept the latter (profit 
sharing scheme) can he taken as any indication that the former 
(straight increase in wages) had been given up. 

It has been stated by the Company that the prosperity may l>« 
only transient and periods of depression may soon set in. It may be 
so and yet it may not be so. The argument is not necessarily correct. 
Even if prosperity is of a temporary nature, there is evidently no 
reason why the workers should not join in this gain. Wages suffer 
whenever there is a decline in industry and there is no reason why 
workmen should not lienefit wlien prosperity starts. 

Further, to my mind, in order to ensure a period of complete 
industrial peace and good will, an increa^ie in wages has been very 
necessary, for experience has s^wn t^t no matter how great strides 
axe made in the improvement in service conditions and additions of 
amenities for the workmen, nothing seems to take tbe place in the 
hearts and minds of the workmen of the absence of any immediate, 
tangible monetary gain that even one pice of increase in their wages 
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would seem^ to fill. This psyobological aspect ought not to be ignored 
in the relations between T^abour and Capital and I desire to lay special 
emphasis on this point. 

It has been suggested that after the grant last October (1937) of an 
ad interim bonus under the extra wages scheme, there was no further 
eoirespondence over the subject and that atn-eptance of the additional 
money under that, scheme meant a giving up of that claim to general 
increment. That can be a (orrect argument as between two indivi¬ 
duals and in a court of law. The application of the same line of 
argument to the case or relationships of labour and capital would be 
fallacious. Their relationship and claims stand on an entirely 
differeni, footing. The^A approach more to the relations between two 
or more states—, political entities—than lattween two individuals and 
their disunites do not share the form nor derisions in a Court of Law. 
No claim can ever he given up nor that a claim kept in abeyance can 
ever be destroyed. Each party waits for the opportunity to deal with 
the other, in other words, claims are pushed as and when the condi¬ 
tions are favourable for their realisation. 

In brief, 1 hold that a claim for increment of wages on the basis 
of two annas in the ruiiec would not be an intolerable burden upon the 
resources of tlie Company and what may happen when a depression 
takes place is no ground nor argument to deny the workmen this 
rise in tlieir wages. 

These remarks hold good in the case of the Kulti Works, where of 
course no question of reduction—^partial or general—has been raised 
nor have to lie dealt with and the recommendation equally applies 
there along with llirapur for a straight general increase. 


Issue No. 4 (Hirapur)—Sickness Benefit. 


Three sul>-is8ues have been framed in respect of this issue, viz.— 

(a) Has the Comi»any carried out its agieemcnt of 1937 in regard 
to sickness benefit? 

For reasons .stated below, I unhesitatingly declare that the Company 
has not im]deinented its agreement. 

(h) Was that agreement .subject to the rules already in existenc^eP 

ft was not and never intended to he, is my definite view. 

(c) If the rules conflict with the agreed principle, should the 
primdple or tin* rules prevail ? 

There can he only one reply to such a question and that is that the 
rules are anrillury to and do not and caimot be permitted to override 
the principle. 

A brief resume of the whole history behind the settlements will be 
of interest, and help considerably in coming to a just finding on this 
issue. 

A strike took place at Kulti Workshop on the 19th June 1937. A 
settlemc'iit was reached on the 2(ith June 1937. One of the terms and 
conditions of the settlement was embodied in Article No. 21 under 
head “Si('kne8s Benefit”—‘‘The present arrangement for .sickness 
itenefit will continue in operation, namely, on total unfitness for work 
when certified by the Company’s doctor, a workman shall receive full 
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pay up to one month of his illness and half pay for the second mont_ 
of his. illness. Co-operation of the labour is invited to prevent 
malingering.” 

At the time of this Kulti settlemimt, it was felt that some adjust¬ 
ment was necessary in the light of this settlfenient for the Workshop at 
Hirapur (which was then under one and the same management as at 
Kuiti) but no definite date was fixed for such discussion. In the 
meantime, a strike took place at Hirapur on the 16th July 1937. It 
lasted for three days and the workmen were advised by the Federation 
to go ba(^k to work unconditionally on an assurance being given that 
their grievances would be heard. At first July Jllst 1937 was fixed as 
the date on which the discussions were to take place. ^ An advance 
copy of the subjects to be discussed was sent at his reouest to 
Mr. Peeling, Works Superintendent, Hirapur, on the 26th July 1937. 
It was framed on tlie model of tlie Rulti settlement and contained aP 
the essential principles embodied therein regarding terms and condi¬ 
tions of service, since it was felt that two sets of rule could not^ be 
permitted under one and the same Company or Administration. 
Unfortunately it was impossible for Mr. Homi to come to Hirapur on 
that date (31st July 1937) as he was isolated by floods in the river 
iSuvernerekha from all means of communu’ation and conveyance. 
Accordingly a fresh date—7th August 1937—was fixed up on which to 
discuss matters relating to Hirapur labour and that was done on that 
date. The discussions started from 10-30 a.m. and lasted till 10-30 
p.m. Pre.scnt were Mr. Martin, Uliairman, Board of Directors, 
Mr. Peeling, Works Superintendent, Hirapur and Mr. Homi. 
President. Labour Federation. The formal replies to the various points 
were sent to Mr. Homi for signature by Mr. Peeling on 13th August 
1937 and Mr. Homi returned the documents duly signed about the 
end of the month. At the time of discussions on the 7th August, 
Mr. Homi was, for the first time, shown a circular dated the 6th 
August 1937, t.c., of only a day previous, dealing with Casual Ijeave 
and Casual Sick Leave Rules and Special Sick Leave Benefits Rules 
and this was said to have been brought out to implement the Kulti 
Settlement Terms of 26th June 1937 and the same set of rules was 
drawn up for Hirapur as was for Kulti, which could only have been 
done on the underlying desire of both the parties—the Company and 
the Federation—for a uniformity of service conditions applicable to 
both the places, and which, so far as the Federation is concerned, can 
be unhesitatingly proclaimed as the cherished end. A very lengthy 
set of rules coul(i not have been seriously studied or digested nor could 
a considered opinion have been pos.sible thereon in such a short time 
available as was on the 7th August and this is made plain in letter 
No. 830-37A. of 30tli August 1937 to the Company from the Federation. 
It runs as follows: — 

‘‘At the time of our general discussions on matters relating to 
labour on the 7th instant, at Burn pur, I had stated that we would 
carefully examine the Leave and Sickness Leave Rules that you had 
made aud make our considered representations thereon, since 1 hud 
these rules given to me at very short notice. I cm taking tlie opjiortunity 
to do so now.”. 

It should be noticed that in both the settlements, two .separate and 
unconnected items figure—one of privilege leave and another for sick- 
ne«8—items 8 and 21 in the Kulti Settlement and items 4 and 6 at 
Hirapur and they have not been and had never been meant to be 
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depe^ent one upon the other. It should be further noticed that since 
the Hirapur settlement followed the Kulti settlement, the claims put 
forwwd at Hirapur were based on the principles of the agreement 
reached at Kulti. In other words,^ there never was desired nor ever 
intended that the terms and conditions of service should be anything 
but uniform at both the places. An attempt has been made to 
distinguish between "sickness benefit’’ and ‘‘sick leave" but with all 
due respect to this opinion, it must be said that there is nothing in it, 
at least, no such thing was contemplated at the time of the discussions. 
"Sickness benefit’’ cannot be derived until a man ‘‘falls sick” and 
during that period, the man must be and is on "sick leave" and since 
the man is paid even though he does not work during that time, the 
monetary return to that man constitutes for him a “Benefit” which is 
designated as "sickness benefit.” In other words, the basis for 
"sickness benefit’’ is "sick leave" which he gets when he falls sick. 
Every privilege that a workman gets over and above his wages 
constitutes a benefit for him, and is grouped under that head. 

It is further argued that "sickness benefit" can only be construed 
us referring to a continued sickness, which may continue for more 
than two months and that the Company’s rules, w'hich provide for a 
sickness for a continuous period of over 14 days (Kule No. 3 of Special 
Sick Leave Benefits) are really very generous and more than meet the 
demand us set out in jturugruph 0 of the settlement, which is for a 
sickness of a mouth and more. I am not impressed with this 
generosity and I can hardly feel that the Company will make, and 
continue in, the mistake of being generous in this way. I have not 
met a capitalist of this type. But a possible explanation of this may 
be found later on in this minute of dissent. 

Now coming to the circular itself, it is clear that the privilege 
leave of 10 days in a year lias been split up into casual leave and 
casual sick leave, none of which figure in the terms of settlement, 
either at Kulti or at Hirapur, and a protest was lodged at the first 
opportunity in the letter referred to above (No. 830/37A. of 30th 
Au^st 19*37 for Hirapur and No. 903/37-A. of September 3rd 1937 
for Kulti). It reads as follows : 

"‘Rule 2 .—We are not in accord with the breaking up of the 
privilege leave as contemplated in article No. 4 of our settlement into 
these classes. Sick leave has been placed in a class by itself, vide 
Article No. 5 of the settlement and no differentiation should have 
been made in the privilege leave which has been meant to enable a 
workman to have a respite from the daily grind, etc., etc. 

If this leave is to be whittled down by any temporary or short 
term of sickness, the privilege or benefit vanishes and the object of 
the scheme frustrated. As a matter of fact, privilege leave and casual 
leave are two distinct things and your circular has obviously mixed 

privilege, casual and sick leave all together..and the 

16 days’ privilege leave lhat we had put up as an issue was never 
contemplated to include casual sick leave." 

In the same letter, obseiwations have been made regarding special 
sick leave benefits, which are as under: — 

''Rule 1 .—Should be omitted in the light of our observations on 
the score of casual sick leave. There should be no^ differentiation 
between casual and special sickness. A sickness is a sickness whether 
it lasts for a day or a month or even two and the sickness benefit that 
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we had contemplated in article f) of our settlement was meant to cover 
sickness in general irrespective of any period." 

The Kulti letter was in a similar vein and in identical language. 
Then followed a long and wearied course of correspondence and 
negotiations with £.ulti and Hirapur between both the local and 
(«utral unions and the management for the purpose of bringing about 
modihcatious of these rules to carr> out the original intention and the 
principle behind it. The Federation wrote a letter No. 121/38A. on 
the 2l8l January 1938 to the Chairman of the Board of Directors, to 
which a reply was received on (he 24tli January 1938 among others to 
the following effect:—“I have your letter No. 121/38A., dated 2l8i 
idem. 1 note the points you mention in your letter and have sent a 
copy to our Works Superintendents at Hirapur and Kulti with a 
request that they .should personally look into these matters. _l have 
further requested them to communicate with you direct in reply 
thereto." 

Then followed interviews with Mr. Thornton at Kulti, whereafter 
Mr. Thornton, the W’orks SuperintendenI, writes to say that he is 
trying to get in toueh witli Mr. Alarlin on these mutters and hopes 
to let us know at, an early date and fulhiwed by another letter, in which 
he states that he is glad to inform us that the matter has been settled 
and this was followed later on by a revised eircular, dated ITtli Mareh 
1938 wherein all mention to siekne.-s for a period of 14 days and over 
entitling one to benefits under the seheme were omitted and the view 
point and the contentions of the liubour Federation were upheld. In 
other words, a belated justice was done and he it said to the credit of 
the Company that full amends were made and that some 2,000 persons 
who had qualified for the beiietil but had not received same due to 
former interpretation were fully recou]>ed. 

But the position at Hirapur did not undergo any change. In 
other words, what was intended at Kulti, though withheld for a while 
were fullj' conceded but the Hirapur claims, modelled aiul based on 
Kulti settlement and put up with that intention, still continued denied 
to the workmen. A .stand wa.s taken by the Company that these 
sickness leave rules, even as they were, were very generous over any¬ 
thing existing, that they had led to malingering, an opinion hazarded 
by the Works Superintendent even when the cases were certified as 
unfit by the Company’s Chief Medical Officer, an M. S. mau, 

that itirapur was more healthy than Kulti and on the Company 
taking the question of leave, sick and casual, as a whole, an entirely 
unwarranted and mistaken stand, since both these questions were put 
up, dealt with and settled separate and apart. 

In the terms of settlement, the demand and the reply are as under: 

Sirhiess benefit .—Workmen shall he entitled, of all classes, to a 
sickness benefit of full wages for the first month of sickness—to half 
the wages for the next month of continued sickness, and thereafter 
according to the descretion of the mauagemeut. 

Reply of the Coviyany .—Agreed to and rules arc already framed 
for the purpose. 

It will be seen that what the (lompany had agreed to was the 
demand as framed and put up to it on 7th August 1937, t.e,, the 
principle of the demand. And the Company stated that it had 
prepared rules for the purpose on (Jth August 1937, meaning for the 
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paipc^ of carrying out the principle in actual operation. It cannot 
be said for a moment that the demand was accepted by the Company 
subject to the rules already framed. The demand was agreed to and 
rules are framed for the purpose of carrying out the demand. One 
cannot agree to the rules that have the effect of nullifying the demand 
and yet say that the demand has been agreed to. The language of 
the reply does not seem to us to be open to the interpretaiion put upon 
it by the Company. 

Even wanting that tbe phraseology of the reply is disputable, 
without admitting same, the difference can be settled by finding out 
the intention underlying the demand and of this, in this case, there 
is no doubt, but that the llirajiur intention was tlic Kuiti intention, 
for— 

(а) Sickness benefit originally existed at Kiilti. 

(б) Kuiti settlement was first arrived at on ‘dtith .1 une llld? and 

Hirapur settlement came afterw’aiils on 7th August 1937. 

(c) identical and common cJrculars were issued by the Company 

at Kuiti and Hirapur, being No. W./Cir./489!i of 6th 
August 1937. 

(d) Kuiti circular was withdrawn and replaced by another dated 

the 17th March 1938, after an agitation tlial was identical 
at both Hirapur and Kuiti. 

It is argued that the £ulti circular was modified in tlie light of the 
legacy received by it from the old Bengal Iron Company’s Accident 
and Sick llules of 18th Eehruary 1921. This circular or its contents 
was never produced by the (h)mi»uuy nor seen by the President of the 
Federation when lie conducted negtitiations tor settlement at both the 
places and it was produced for the first time during tlie deliberations 
of the Conciliation Board. But this circular has no meaning. 
Labour is i;ouccrued witli tlie latest .sc-tthmient with the Company and 
as arrived at on 26th June 1937 and on 7th August 1937. It is however 
significant that even iuspite of the legacy received by the present 
Company from the old Bengal Iron Company, it tried to interpret 
its a^eemeut of 1937—which is very (dear—in a way not warranted 
even by the phraseology. 

Articb 21 of the Kuiti sctllenient of 1937 says: 

“The present arrangements for sickness benefit will continue in 
operation, uamel}, on total unfitness for work when certified by the 
Coiiipauv’s doctor, a winkniuii shall receive lull pa\ up to one mouth 
of his illness and half pay for the second montli of liis illnes-s.” 

Was there any warrant tor the Company for framing rules whereby 
“if any person (vide Kule 3 of its Circular of 6th July 1937) is (sertifiea 
sick by the Chief Mediiral Officer for n continuous period of over 14 
days, he or she shall be entitled to retndve tbe following sick 
benefits: — 

(a) Pull pay for the period of sickness iiji to a uuiximuin of one 

calendar month from the date on whitdi the sickness 
commenced. 

(b) Half pay for the immediately succeeding month or portion 

thereof if illness has continued.” 

The question naturally suggests where did the Company get the clause 
“foi‘ a continuous period of over 14 days” from. It does not exist 
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even in the legacy, of which Buie No. 3 of uircular, dated the 18th 
February 1921, gays; 

“Injurv sustained by workinuu or womuu during his or her working 
hours ana while on actual duty and which in the opinion of the 
Company’s Senior Medical Officer is sufficient to cause total temporary 
incapability entitles the injured person to— 

(«) Full pay for one month. 

(b) Half pay for the succeeding month of such incapacity 

together with free diet allowance should the diet be of a 
special nature and so ordered by the Company’s Senior 
Medical Officer. 

(c) Any further benefit will be treated on its merits as a special 

case. 

Buie No. 9 extends the same benefit to workers returned as sick. 
It says: Patients returned as sick will also receire the benefits 
described in paragraph 5, provided the sickness is not of a contagious 
variety or obtained through lack of reasonable care on the part of the 
patients.” 

Here also it will be noticed there is no 14 day clause and that 
sickness even if it is for any period from one day to one w'eek or up to 
one month entitles the workman to claim sick leave pay, for of course, 
the workman must be on leave during that period. It is, therefore, 
impossible to ascertain wherefrom the t!ompuny secured this 14 day 
clause unless it be that it was found necessarj- to iutroduce this clause 
with a view to maintain the ma.\imuni period of leave benefits of all 
sorts^ within a period of one and a half month per year, which was the 
maximum allowable under the rules of the old Bengal Iron Company, 
to which it had succeeded, whereas under the new settlement with 
labour in 1937 at both the places the leave benefits of all sort bad 
mounted to two months in a year as mu.viinum. And yet this 14 day 
clause had been kept in operation from 1st August 1937 to 17th March 
1938 until the march of events could no longer permit its retention at 
Kulti. 

The Company has not placed before the Board any reasons for not 
carrying out the terms of its agreement—and the nature of the 
Hirapur agreement has got to be judged from (he nature and history 
of the Kulti settlement—and the arguments like Hiraj)ui' being more 
healthy than Kulti, or that even the existing terms are more generous 
than what obtains elsewhere or that even at the plant of the Tata Iron 
& Stwl Co., Ltd., there are no sick leave rules, have little weight in 
explaining the failure to implement the terms agreed upon. There is 
nothing strange in an employer being sometimes under the dire 
necessity of agreeing to terms which are far in advance of any existing 
practices and the workman can only progress through the establishment 
of precedents where lie hnds the soil fertile and the employers 
amenable to reason or under sirens ot cireurastanees. The gratuity 
and the profit-sharing schemes were borrowed from the Tata’s (the 
latter was the inspiration of the Labour Federation) and planted into 
Hirapur and Kulti and it may he, to-morrow' the sjcknn.Hs benefit will 
lie transplanted at Jamshedpur. If the negative argument was allowed 
to prevail that what does not prevail elsewhere need not be given 
anywhere, human progress will be at a standstill. In some cases a 
direct jump has got to be made without taking the intervening steps 
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^ jump on to full' privilege leave and sicknoM 
benenta while Eulti merely stepped on to a mere extra 15 days 
privilege leave, with pay. 

I am unable to agree with my colleagues eitlior in their arguments 
or in their conclusions. Indeed, on that basis, it would appear that 
only a continued sickness of one month and more and nothing leas 
than that that can come within the meaning of Article 5 of the 
settlement—a position that is bound to land us in ridicule. The 
workers are fighting for getting more than what is conceded them and 
the Company is not fighting for less than wliat they are at present 
giving. It is this half-way house position of the Company tliat is at 
present under assault and the solution of the problem lies in the 
deletion of the objectionable clause relating to 14 days and over of 
sickness in the rules framed under Article 5 of the settlement and not 
in any extension of concessions under Article 4 thereof. 

1, therefore, am of view that the Company has not implemented its 
agreement relating to “sickness benefit. Article 5 of its settlement” 
at Hirapur and urge that the rules framed thereunder should be so 
modified as to bring it in line with the Kulti settlement and thereby 
carry out the original intention behind the negotiations. 

Issue No. 6 (Hirapur)—Fortnightly Payments. 

1 cannot agree with the views of my colleagues. The workmen 
have found from actual experience that “ fortnightly payments” in 
the strict sense of the term have operated to their disadvantage and 
confusion. The workman is mostly illiterate and his natural intellect 
is slow. It confuses him when he is paid at any odd date of the month, 
say for a period from drd to Ifith of a month or from 5th to 18th of 
another month or from .‘10th of one month to liJth of another month 
and so on, for the Company makes payments for periods varying in 
dates on fixed days of the week, which again may fall on any odd date. 
His credit with the shopkeepers and calculation of interest on loans 
are all in the doldrum. Without placing itself in the position of the 
workman, it is not possible for the Board to assess his mental processes 
and reactions. It is suflicient that he has raised an outcry and as early 
as December 1937, this matter had been brought to the notice of the 
Company, vide minutes of discussions of 28(h December 1937, paragraph 
8, between the Federation and the Company at Kulti. The Company 
agreed to look into the matter, but like many things, it has stood there 
ever since. It is essential that the wage period shall be fixed and in 
its simplest form, i.e., two periods in a month, 1st to the 15th and 
I6tli to the 30th or 31 st of every month. Ohjectioiis taken as to what 
happens if the month is of 28 days or 29 days as in some February or 
even 31 days as in alternate months have no substance. They simply 
form part of the wage period, one day more or one day less. The 
Company emphasises on its day of payment, regarding which the 
workmen are indifferent. Their proposition is fair and simple. For 
wage period from the Ist to the J.5th, they want payment from the 
22nd to the 25th of that month and for the wage period 16tb to 28th 
or 29tb or 30th or Slst, they want payment from the 7th to the 10th 
of the succeeding month, it is stated by the Company that it takes 
them two to three days for disbursement of wages and that it ahould 
have at least seven days to prepare their rolls. The demand ef the 
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wotfoiwn exactly tallies with the (^topany’s Teqhirexnent and so 
■aeeial hardship is or would be entailed on it if it switches on to 
bi-monthly payments. At Eumardubi and elsewhere, such systems 
preTail and can be operated at Hir^ur and Eulti as well. The 
Company’s objections are academical. There can be no apprehensions 
from the provisions of the Factory Act and in fact, its representative 
admitted it was not an insuperaole obstacle, ^e obiection on the 
score of the day of payment ftdling on a Sunday is a really naive one— 
the solution is plain, payment can ^ accelerated or delayed by one 
day, provided always that the provisions of Payment of Wages Act 
are not infringed and no such infringement need ever arise. The 
objection on the score of difficulty in calculation of overtime or of the 
cost of printing new registers are equally feeble and cannot have been 
seriously put forth. It is a well known fact that capitalists are averse 
to any innovations and for them the stutns quo is an ideal form of 
existence. In any event, since the difficulties experienced as attendant 
on the system of fortnightly payments of wages could not have been 
foreseen at the time of the ballot, there is no reason for the continua¬ 
tion of a system that has undoubtedly operated to the workmen’s 
hardships and confusion even if there has been a ballot thereon. A 
ballot on the amendment would be equally emphatic and unanimous. 

I, therefore, am of view that the Company would be well advised 
to look to the facility and convenience of its workmen rather than 
take its stand on propositions that to us seem to have more ar^menta- 
tive value than substance. Bi-monthly payments are, therefore, 
unhesitatingly recommended. 

Issue No. 7 (Hirapur)—Unskilled labour wagos. 

This issue has been urged in an alternative form, t.e., should the 
wages of unskilled labour be raised for men from 8 annas to 1(1 annas 
or should the wages of thes«‘ rdusses of woiker he kept same at Hirapur 
as at EultiP 

I don’t think much argument is needed over this issue. 1 will deal 
with the latter alternative oiil>. At Kulti the cooly-labour is paid 
at the rate of nine annas per day and women at the rate of six annas 

f er day. The rates at Hirapur are eight annas for men and six annas 
or the women. If the Federation had its way, it w’ould have gone 
in for a straight fifteen rupees pei' month for women employees, as has 
been fixed at Cownpoie and the rates ot men employees varying in 

f >roportion. As it is, at Hirapui the rates are six anna’s for women, in 
ine with Euiti. The only difference to be looked to is in the cn.se of 
men employee.s. 1 propose that the rates at lioth Hirapur and Euiti 
should be the same, viz., nine annas for men employees of this I'utegory. 
It is conceivable that the skill of one man may differ from the skill of 
another, hut I have Wn at a loss to understand that there can be a 
difference even among unskilled laliour. I rule out this argument. 
The same amount of energy is involved in shovelling or digging or 
raising an object at Hirapur as at Kulti or for that matter anywhere. 
And Euiti and Hirapur are two Works, onl> aliout nine miles apart, 
under the same management and in (he same district, doing practically 
same type of work, so far as unskilled labour is concerned. There can be 
no reason for this difference. It has been suggested that the rate of 
Euiti coolies was raised at the time of the strike in June 1937 from 8 
annas to 9 annas by a misapprehension nr mistake that the rate at 
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Uwvru was 9 unuatt and the rates were then brought in line. I do 
not desire to dispute or say anything against this thesis. All I can say 
IS tiMt that was the first time I heard this during the proceedings of 
the Board. But as one having taken part in the settlement of both 
u j Hirapur strikes in 1937, I may he allowed to say that 

had the position been so, I would have still urged and taken the one 
anna increase for these people and brought the rate to nine annas, for 
1 determined to secure for these poor class of labour a raising of 
their nimimuni wage rate and would not have rested till I had received 
it. In other words, the strike would have continued on this issue with 
what results,^ we now cannot say. But I would not have advised 
resumption till satisfaction was obtained on it. 

. ^^1® Company cuts the ground under its own feet by quoting 

this “mistake” for the basic principle or idea unclerlying its quotation 
was that the Company then agreed to make the rates at Eulti uniform 
with that at Hirapur. This is exactly what the Federation is asking 
for—a uniformity of wages for unskilled labour at both the plants. 
In 1937, it w'as a case of Kulti brought up in line with Hirapur. In 
1938, it is Hirapur that we want to bring in line with Kulti. 

I find no substance in the Company's objection that it can get all 
the labour it wants at a lesser rate than it gets now, for the rate of 
agricultural laViour in the vicinity is lower. That is the case every¬ 
where, industrial labour always earn a higher rate than the 
agricultural labour, but that has Iweii no arguineiit for giving less 
rates and ultimately, it has been found that industrial labour alwavs 
goes up. It never stays on a level with agricultural labour and eonili- 
tions also differ. 

At the Works of the Tata Iron & Steel Company, cooly labour, 
women, get seven annas for the first year of service and thereafter 
seven auuns six pies and cooly labour, men, get nine annas less three 
pies. But there has been a history behind this latter which does not 
affect our argument for a rise in the rates of men unskilled labour, at 
Hirapur, 

I hold that the rates of men employees—unskilled—at Hirapur 
should bn the same as at Eulti, t.e., they should he paid nine annas 
per day. 

Issue No. 9 (Hirapur)—Sunday allowanoe. 

I dissent from the views of my colleagues. 

It is a noted fact that Sunday is a holiday all over the country, 
and is spent in marketing or recreation or relaxation. A large number 
of people can and do gather for every purpose other than of daily toil. 
If on that day, w'hich is an “off day” for a workman (and it mostly 
affects general shift pe(»ple, i.e., workmen wlio work from morning to 
evening) he is called upon by his employer to attend to the latter’s 
necessity, which he can only do by sacrificing his convenience and his 
engagement.^, it is just and fair that the w'oikme!i should he eonipetisated 
for such loss by way of an extra payment and it provides n</ consolation 
to be given some other day. cither before or after such Sunrlay, as an 
“off day.” On the evidence on recoid, Bansi Ohati and Nathuni stated 
that tliey were paid overtime, meaning an extra payment or allowance 
for work on a Sunday, whereas Ojha, Budhu, Ghosal and Beroo said 
they received no allowance and Bansi Ghati also says sometimes he did 
not get the allowance, but a mere “chuti” or leave later on. Evidentlv, 
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there is no uniformify of procedure and we will like to see a umform 
system adopted of givinff everj'body, who falls within this category, 
an extra payment for su^ work im a Suniiay, based on the Company s 
partly existing practice on the principle that the employer must pay 
extra remuneration if he calls upon his workmen to work in supersession 
of his scheduled timings as he has to do for work done beyond such 
time. 

It is true that there is no such allowance paid at the Works of 
the Tata Iron & Steel Co., but it cannot be overlooked that elsewhere 
in the Asansol area, there is a proclice of paying double or cme and 
a half times the usual wage when called upon to do so on a Sun^y. 

I answer the issue in the affirmative and it is just and fair that the 
workmen should be paid for the loss of convenience comprised in his 
sacrifice of his engagements, associations, recreations and relaxations. 


Issue No. 10 (Hirapur>—Lady Doctor. 

The Company’s reply has been very vague-—“a new hospital is being 
built and when this is completed, medical facilities will be extended.” 
At no time during the deliberations of the Board, did it proffer to 
explain that this reply did contain such an assurance that a lady 
doctor will be appointed or that it had such a proposition in its mind. 
It resolutely refused to clear up wliat sort of investigation its Works 
Superintendent was conducting to ascertain the views and necessities 
of a growing town like Hirapur in respect of a lady doctor or whether 
a questionnaire was issued or the Chief kledicnl Officer was consulted 
and at what stage that enquiry had rested at the time it was discussed 
at the Board. It is also remarkable that such an enquiry had been 
vested not in its Chief Medical Officer but in the hands of a layman 
like the W’^orks Superintendent, which with all due respect to the 
capacity and intention of this gentleniuu, i( must bo observed, could 
not be calculated to inspire any confidence in the ultimate result. 

The observations of the Royal Commission on Labour are explicit 
and hardly leave room for doubt or for any enquiry as to the need of 
a lady doctor in the place of the size and importance like Hirapur 
and that such an appointment should have been made long before the 
workmen took up the question. When an employer chooses to locate 
his industry in a virgin soil apail from the vicinity or proximity of 
an existing or established township, it is plain he i.s under a moral 
and material obligation, nay it becomes liis primary duty and in his 
own interests, towards his employees to look after their health and that 
of their immediate family members. The witnesses before the Board 
have related their personal difficulties in cases of sickness of their 
womenfolk. Only three witnesses have been examined and I take it 
that was to save the Board’s time and I have no doubt that many more 
could have been produced to repeat the same story. 'Ihe statements 
of the witnesses have left no doubt regarding the’ appointment of a 
lady doctor: — 

‘‘Indian women are generally unwilling to avail themselves of the 
services of a male doctor and wherever a nospital organization of any 
Bize_exists, whether it be provided by an employer or a local body, the 
addition to the medical staff of a woman doctor is to be commended.” 
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I am, therefore, extremely reluctaul iu view of the persistent refusal 
M tbe Company to clearly state its position to leave the matter of such 
M appointment to the descretion of the Company and I am of opinion 
tnat a lady doctor should be forthwith appointed and need not wait 
upon the completion of its new hospital extensions. 


Inut No. 11 (Hirapur)—fltrikt Pay and/or Look*out Wages. 

The l^a^ur Federation, Bumpur Branch, issued u notice on the 
•Jtth May 1938 on the Management of the Indian Iron & Steel C!o.. Ltd., 
lo redress the gnevanccs mentioned in the said notice within ten 
days’ time of the issue of the notice, failing which there would he a 
complete cessation of work. The notice in ihe first instance was meanl 
to he a strihe notice, i.e., in case there was no redress of the grievances, 
there would be a strike. The time limit given was 7 a.m., of the 5th 
June 1938, Sunday. 

On tlie 28th M^ 1938, the Works Superintendent of the llirapur 
plant wrote to the Union the Company's considered reply to the points 
raised in the strike notice. A perusal of the reply will disclose the 
utter absence of any desire for understanding or even of a justification 
for not implementing some of the terni.s and conditions of the settle¬ 
ment of 1937, August 7th, which hud been undoubtedly delayed or 
withheld. Both the sides thereafter rested, se to say, on their oars. 
For the Union it can be said that reply being so very unsatisfactory’ 
they could only wait for the day on which they were to demonstrate 
their determination to cease wort, but it is difficult to understand the 
attitude of the Company, whose normal duty one would think would 
be to continue operation, resting quiet and making no move to avert 
the impending crisis. Either they were informed (or misinformed) 
that a strike would not take place or they were detei mined to face it, 
which would mean the normal and natural resolve to crush it. The 
ice was, however, broken on the 3rd June 1938 by the President opening 
negotiations at Calcutta pursuant to prior arrangements with the 
Managing Agents. That same evening the Chairman of the Board of 
Directors Mr. B. N. Mukerji, another Director Mr. K. C. Mnbindra 
a partner of the firm of managing agents (our colleague on the Board) 
and Mr. M. Homi, President of the Labour Federation, Jamshedpur, 
all left for Kulti to confer on the spot. Ifegotiations were continued 
on the 1th and 5th June and up to 4 a.m. of the 6th June 1938, 
Monday, as is shown in the Company’s statement of its case before 
the Board. Before coming to the course of negotiations on which 
something bus to he said I want hi apply my mind to ^ the strike 
notice. The question that arises is—“Was there justification for the 
notice”? Looking to the events prior to and subsequent to the 
cessation of work, one would feel there was ample reason for not only 
this strike notice, which was meant to give to the Management an 
opportunity to carry out its undertakings, hut enough justifii’ation as 
well to go on strike on failure to receive redress. If once the justifica¬ 
tion for striking is shown and established, the question of strike pay 
ifl automatically solved and answered in the afilmative. 

Mr. A. K. Bose. Advocate for the Lalxiur Federation, has stated that 
so long as there was one legitimate grievance unsettled, the workniOT 
were justified in going on strike and therefore, should repeive _ strike 
pay. I think this forms the crux of the situation and I desire to 
concentrate attention on this aspect of the question rather than on apy 
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exag^rated uature of the claims put foiwurd from either side from 
condemnation to justification. Several items of grievancee have been 
enumerated some of which have been old and others that seem new,- 
but which have no other significance than that in times of crisis, ttlV 
the ills are sought to be cui-ed all at once and would appear to Iw not 
a bad method either. 

One of the items of grievance was provident fund. In the settle¬ 
ment of August 1937, the Company liad approved of the principle of 
some form of savings fund to which Imth the Company and the workmen 
should contribute. The scbenie was to bo lojidy by September 1937. 
Instead of the provident fund, the Company substituted in its place 
a provident bonus scheme, wliicdi. without entering into the question 
of its merits or demerits, was decidedly not the provident fund scheme, 
as agreed upon between the parties. The Company lias admitted this, 
but has urged that its scheme was more beneficial to the workers—an 
assertion that is open to arguments. In this connoj^tion, the Board has 
observed: “The Board finds tliat whatever the merits of the 
provident bonus scheme may be. it does not implement the agreement 
of 1937 or carry out the principles of mutual contributions.*’ Here, 
therefore, is a definite finding that the Company had failed to imple¬ 
ment its agiwment as has been asserted by the Uniou and consequently, 
a definite inference that the worktns hud a just grievance to take any 
action they considered fit and m'ce.ssary to enforce the agreement. If 
strike was considered to be tlie niiiv method, no argument can now he 
raised, nor with enough grace, that negotiations should have first taken 
place or that the Union should have initiated same to afford the 
Company an opportunity to justif\ il.s departure froni its undertakings. 
That position would he queer ami 1 am struck by its naievete and were 
it not seriously put forth, I would have hardly taken notice of it. The 
onus for justification for its one-sided departure fi-om agreement rested 
with the Company, us also the intiatiou of negotiations for convincing 
the workmen that its scheme was superior to the one agreed upon. 
But as T have observed, the (\>mpany’s attitude hud not been one of 
accommodation and no grievanee can he made that “all avenues to a 
settlement had not been fully explored.” 

I hold that the workmen have not violated the agieement, if it 
existed, of fully exploring all avenues to a settlement hefoiai a strike 
was resorted to, for the onus of initiating negotiations on matters 
which had been already agreed to between tlie purlie.s, hut not acted 
upon by the Company, rested .ind could only rest on the Company, 
in whose mouth it cannot now lie that such a drastic ai'tion like a 
strike should not have been resorted to. 

I further liold that tlie notir-e to strike was a proper notice, in that 
ten days time was given the t.'ornpaiiy as was arranged and agreed to 
between the parties. 

I moreover further hold that since the (^nnpuny hud not imple¬ 
mented its undertaking given as long .ago as August 1937, to institute 
a provident fund, the workers had a just grievance on that score. 

An attempt has been made from the C 'inpun.v’s side to .show the 
various reasons which had prompted the (Company to institute tlie 
provident bonus scheme in place of the agreed provident fund scheme 
but these have left me cold. 'Nothing cun make up for the breach of 
agreement,, however advantageous it may he urged sucli a breach was 
in the interests of labour and one cannot deny to the workmen the 
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rifirht to take hia atand on a principle when every day he is Quoted acme 

principle or other in justification of the e^loyer’s aS Se 
E?e7o^«Tr®^^^ the workmen cause for discontent and 

S?he wnlt Company and it is useless to urge 

that the workman has not attached much importance to this breach or 

canLf lJ‘?vtherein and so on, for labour once rebuffed 
' ‘‘xpeded to go from door ip door endlessly and being poor, 
i.annot every time atoj) work on individual iasuea. Labour has of 
necessity to wait. I, therefore, hold that the workmen had a’ just 
grievance in this instnnee and that so long aa there waa one legitimate 
grievMce unsettled, the workmen were justified in going on strike and, 
therefore, should receive strike-pay. 


But as the atrike-notice shows, there were more than one such just 
grievance under which the workmen were living and in support is 
urged another, besides the provident bonus scheme, the “fixing of a 
grade scale and the grant: of acting allowance.” 

In the settlement terms of 7th August 1937, the principle for the 
establiahment of a grade scale and standard and uniform rates of wages 
for various classes of work had been agreed upon and it was stated 
that a scheme was being drawn up by the Management. Nine months 
later (on •Ird May 19.18) the l*resideut of the I.ahour Federation had 
to draw the attention of the Works Superintendent. Hirapur, that this 
item ol agreement had not yet been implemented. He was assured 
that the scheme would be out on the 18th May 1988, Yet in reply 
to the strike-notice of S-'ith May 1988, from Hirapur, the Work's 
Superiiiteiidoiit again replies: — “Tiists are in course of preparation and 
it is hoped to complete them and put them into effect within next 
2/8 months.’’ And yet in the same letter, elsewhere, the Union has 
been asked to accept the (h)mpany’s statement: “The Managing Agents 
now authorise me to state and their action has the approval of the 
Board of Directors that the Company has faithfully carried out the 
policy and the measures as aunounced in respect of the vai'iou.s points 
discussed at the r(*quesl of Mr. Homi at Hirapur on 7th August 1987." 
Before the Board the Company has admitted delay and the result of 
such delay during the intervening months has been well set out in the 

Union’s Memorandum of the 23rd .Tune 1988 to the Chairman: “. 

My Committee I'egrets that though assuranci's were given from time 
to time in carrying out the undertakiug, the enormous delay in this 
lespecl lias had a vei’y disturbing effect on the workmen in general, 
conihiued as it did with the difficulty in respect of getting acting 
allowances, as also to a continuous deferment of the hopes in the minds 
of .some of the workmen of an advance in their wages on such fixation 

or revision of wages.The uncertainty from your side in 

this respect had put my Committee in the wrong and had made 
its task difficult in interpreting the Management to the workers.’’ 

In the matter of this grade scale, it is not difficult to realize and 
i hold, that the workers had a just grievame and their patience in 
waiting for 10 long nionihs heiorc they took action, cannot he now 
penalized by coinplniniiig that the Management did not get a iurther 
few months Ihinugh the (irocess of “exploring all avenues to a settle¬ 
ment.’’ The action of the workmen was justified by the action or lack 
of action on the part of the Mamigemeut, which hud resulted in u 
patent hreuch of agivemeiit and I hold that a case has been made out 
for the grant to the workers of their wages for the period of the strike. 
And the wages shall be paid in full. 
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I arrive at the same conclusion also in the case of the acting 
allourance issue. Here also the Company admits delay before w 
Board, which has felt that there is substance in the submission of the 
Federation that workmen may have been penalised in this matter (*•••• 
in respect of its claims to receive acting allowance) by the failure of 
the Company to prepare the grade scheme earlier and has urged pay 
ments with retrospective effect fioni Ist April 1938. 

The strike-notice of Hirapur contained in item No. 9 “Electric 
fiood*lights arrangement between the blocks of quarters.” This ques¬ 
tion was taken up in the settlement of 7th Atigust 1937, in clause SS— 
“The areas occupied by blocks of quaiters shall be flood-lit at nights 
or other arrangements made to light up the localities.” The CompanyV 
reply had been—“A scheme is in hand for outside lighting of the 
areas.” Ten months later the (.'oiupany gives the same answer to this 
item in the strike notice—“The Management has in view provision of 
better lighting in the labour quarters areas, but this cannot be done 
until the power house extensions are completed and the town 
development scheme is put under operation.” Before the Board, the 
Company stated that the new power house extensions will not be 
ready till June 1939 and that the areas would ^ lighted completely 
by ^ptembeV'detober 1939. T have no hesitation to feel that few 
would venture to criticise the attitude of the Union or the workmen 
for permitting themselves to nnr.se a grievance in this respect. The 
areas have continued to remain in utter darkness to the discomfort and 
peril of the workmen living roundabout. It cannot be denied that 
the workmen had and have a just grievance in this respect. 

The same coimalaint of failure to implement the terms of settlement 
is made by the TJniou in relation to the grievances of the establish¬ 
ment staff. From the agreement of 7th August 1937, it will be seen 
that the Company had agreed to discuss the question of the Gurkhw 
(Watch and Ward) and of the staff regarding their eligibility to join 
a labour union. Item No. 30—“Discussion arose as to the eligibility 
of Ourkhas for membei'ship in the Union and this will be discussed 
again.” Then again, the footnote to the agreement reads as under; 
“A list of grievances of staff wliich was handed over to Mr. Homi was 
delivered. Grievances were not discussed and the question as to 
whether the Company will employ staff' who are members of a union 
was raised but not pursued. This can be discussed again.” 

But no effort was made by the Company to discuss on these matters. 
It might be argued that the Union did not do it either. But that 
makes no difference. The stiitvii quo did not go against the interests 
of the Union, whereas before any change was imposed in the itatui 
quo, the Company was bound, under these terms, to discuss with the 
Union. Instead, in about November 1937, the Company launched a 
drive to coerce the establishment staff to leave the Union without prior 
discussion on this subject with the Union and in the case of the 
Gurkhas, in about January 1938, definite rules were issued compelling 
the Gurkhas to leave the Union and never a discussion was held on 
the subject with the Union. 

Other items of broken eugageiuents cun be cited from the strike 
notice and the terms of agieeinent ond as we have stated, the onus of 
disciiBsion to explore all avenues of settlement lay on those who have 
failed to implement express agreements. In such instances, it is not 
a case of negotiations for exploring avenues of settlement, but it is a 
case of discussions in justification for failing to implement the temu 
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of settlemen-t aurl this buTde!i falls on the Company and tlia Company 
alone, which, there is no evidenee to show, ii has ever cared to difl- 
fbarp'e. 

Besides, it would be nianifesUy uiifaii' to (lie workmen to decide the 
orranKenienI repiirdiiip; prioi neKotiatioiis ns ineuninp' that tlie union 
or the workmen were under sin oblipiatiou to correspond and converse 
ml iiijinltiiiii w'hile the employers were at liberty «r/ lihitvni to 
inliYidiun* any rule or take any aciion that adveiwly affectid (he 
earning jxiwers of the woikmen or their service conditions. 

Tukinp into consideration all the circumstances stated above on 
the sub.iect of non-iuiplcmentinp: the terms of settlement, a complete 
justification would appear to have been proviiled for the strike notice 
and that the notice havinp; been drawn uji in acioidauce with the 
arrangement lietween the Company and the Cnion, viz., ten days’ 
notice, it would appear that the workmen have ••ompletely establishVd 
(heii case foj' the payment to them ol the stiike wapies. 

The Labour Federation bus laid a claim that in response to the 
strikt' notice issued by it on the 2i)th Max', th(“ Indian Iron & Steel 
Co. locked out the workers on the nip-lit of Saturday the 4th June 
ln'lore llic siiiac liecamc chective on the morninp of Sunday, the 5tli 
J line. 

On tlie rcceiiit of ten days’ notice, the Coiuiiany bepaii setting its 
house in order jirejuiratorv to a struggle. Its hla.st furnaces ■were imt 
only banked but water-sealed and its coke-ovens luted up. It was in 
a irosition to face the united woikers with e(|uanimity and confidence. 
Its plant harl been placed beyond damage and this it was able to do, 
of course, with the help ol the very workers with whom it was going to 
enter into a prolonged sirngglc. It took oftetisive ag;tinst (hem on (he 
night of Saturday, (lie 4th .luiie, last shift and wanted to lock them 
out. The worktiien, howiver, made a dash and entered the gate and 
thence to their lespeelivc places. There was no work for them, how- 
ex’er, and they were given their attemlatiee nevertheless. On Sunday, 
the otli June, most of the gmieial shitt workers did not attend, being 
their ‘‘off day" and as a matter of fact, the whole plant having been 
jiut in a dorniatit state there was no neee.ssity for the full complement 
of even fi t shift men. The Cotiijiany could well atfoid to push them 
out. The general shill workers having finished by the evening of 
Saturday, the 4lh June, eaiiie to work on the morning of Motiday, the 
(ith June, and it is admitted that the Coiniwiuy drove them away. 

'I'lie aegoliatiotis were. In the iiieaatiiiie, proceeding and the 
(.huupany's own slateineiit of ease admits that the negotiations eonliiiued 
at Kulti on dth-oth and until 4 a.m. of the Ctli June 1988 when 
Mr. Tlomi left. It is also ailmJtted by the Company and iu the. words 
of the Bixird : "It may he true ami the (Wpany does not deny it, 
that some workmen weie tuiiied away oti the luoruing of the filh 
Jnue." 'niere is clear infeieiiee and hut one inference, as also the 
ae.fital slate of uft'airs, lliat I lie worktiien had not left their work even 
though tli(“ strike nolire was to expire and liad expired on the morning 
of the fifh June and that eotild hux'e heen possihle only hecaiise tliere 
were negotiations going on and no definite decision tme way or the 
other hod been reached. Until the nogotiafions had definitely ter¬ 
minated and it is admitted by the Company, that they w'ere going on 
up to 4 a.m. of the fiili Jnue. it cannot be said that they had failed 
and the h'ope was still there that they may succeed and as a naltirul _ 
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consequence, uutliiug can be done to jeopardise the chances of settle¬ 
ment. The Federation is nol wrong when it stated that there was 
both an implied and straight understanding that the works /will not 
be closed pending negotiations, ft is imfortunate that the position and 
constitution of the Board led to a situation which has prevented 
bringing very vital evidence befoie the Board, since two of the most 
active particij)ant8 in those peiict' negotiations arc members of the 
Boord and they could not appear as witnesses before it without breaking 
lip tlie Board. Agreeing with the Federation Advocate Mr. A. K. 
Bose’s contentions, I find tlu'ie is enough doouiueiitai'y evidence and 
inference lliat the show-down did not take place till alter Monday 
Uth June ItldS and prior to lliut every effort was madi* to arrive at u 
settlement. The Company's attitiidu on the morning of the ()th June 
determined the course of events. They turned away some of the 
workmen and rJie cessation of woik—actual and real—took })lue.e from 
that date and owed it to the (\impan\. A lock-out had cusued. 
lu the memoiaudum of the Jdid dune 19^8, from Hirajiur to tlie 
Chairman of tlie Board of ])iicctors, tlie Union had nuide its position 
perfectly clear and had given the last moment offer from the Union to 
keep tile wheels moving: “My v'oininittec feels tliat had your 
Company accepted the offer ot our President ami even the last moment 
offer of early Monday morning, tin- (ith inst., wdicn the show-down 
hud not taken jdace, the situation could have still been saved, etc. 


The Company has not contiadiclcd this .statcineut, neither in its 
reply to this mciuoraiuliim mu at an\ other time and distinctly show,-' 
that t ile strike, whatever and u lienevcr it was sciicdulcd to take pbu-c, 
had been kept in abeyance pending negotiation.-., in which tlie 
Company's attitude proved n-t\ iiuhelpfiil. Here, theieforc, the Boanl 
has enough evidence before it to conic to the conclusion that the 
(’ompauy had locked out its workers and that without giving them 
ten days’ notice as was agreed ujioii between the [larties. Fveu one 
single man, wlieii he pre.“cntcd himselt for woi-k, having been refused 
work, tlie action would be laniamouiit to lock-out or in the altci'uative 
to breach of agrecnieut to serve 10 days' notice, in either case, Iming 
liable to ]iaynicut of their wages. 

The attention of the Board iia.s b»:eu drawn to the two notices 
issued 1)\ the Works .Superintendent ol Uirapur Works on the 'ith 
June 19'iS ami with due lesjiect tor tlie opinions of my eolleugues, 
1 do not feel that Iheie was no piirticular implieation in'the changed 
wording of the .second notice, 1 hold that the sm-.oiul notice was 
issued to counteract the effect and in reply to the jirotests that the 
Company had locked-ont as a counterblast to the strike threat from the 
Union. It is impossible to escape from that impre.ssion and no 
explanation has lieen forthcoming why a chunge was made in the 
phraseology of the .second notice, if the* first one was adequate and not 
defective. 

1, therefore, hold that even as a lock-oni contention, a case has been 
made out for payment of lock-ont wages on the plea that tlie (.'omjmny 
had lucked out just as a case had been made out for strike wages, on 
the plea of there being justification to .strike. Hut there also e.vist.s a 
third consideration, which mifortunalely, 1 as a member of this Board, 
am precluded from stating in these notes us thi.s is within my special 
1 iiiJ' fiot been available to our Chairman 

and that is jolating to tha exireine r(*usonablenesA and Holkiitude of 
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the Federalioii offer to save a deadlock, but which received uot the . 
cousideratiou it deserved. 1 can speak no further on this aspect in 
these notes until my colleague also takes the opportunity to do so, 
but I do claim that that would also go to establish the workers’ claim 
to payment of wages for the period of enforced idleness. 


ISMe No. 3 (Kulti)—Naniflal Cossain. 

I beg to differ from my colleagues on the subjettt of justification 
of this man's dismissal and this I do with the utmost respect for the 
opinions of our Chairman, who has been a judicial officer almost all 
his life. 

Lance Naik Naudlal (Jossain of the Watch and Ward Department 
at Kniti speaks of the incident of change duty as having taken place 
on the night of tlie lyth April 19118 and he is corroborated therein hy 
Lance Naik Lalit Bahadur, wlio though a witness for Nandlal, hears 
all the stamp of a witness lor the Company in whose sendee he still 
is and whose statement that he changed duties on his own initiative 
and not under instructions of Subedar Balhahadur ns was claimed hy 
Naudlal, has been believed in by my colleagues. Lalit Bahadur 
further corroborates Nandlal’s statement that he worked as usual on 
the iiUlli, 21.S1 and 2‘Jiul Ajiril hy stating in reply to the Chairman’s 
questions that N’andlal worked for two or three days afterwards. 
This stiiteineiit is enough clue to tht? fixing of the dale of incident to 
the 19tb Ajiiil instead of the 21st April. No materials have been 
placed before the Board of a convincing evidentiary value and which 
makes difficult an exact asc;ertainment of the facts. Mr. Wickham 
(Assistant Labour and Welfare C)lbcer)’s statement that "I called for 
an explanation from liim (Nandlal). 1 hold an enquiry next day on 
the morniug of the <w<3n ( I April” nicaning that the incident took place 
on the 21st April, does uot iielp us mucli, since his recollection that 
the “selling of tickets ^ook idace hefoie the 21st Ajpril. 1 don’t 
reuienihe-r if it wuis ou a Saturda.c. It was definitely before the 21st” 
is open to contradiction by an entry in the Subedar’s book produced by 
Mr. Wickham himself, where it is noted, presumably in the Subedar’s 
own handwriting, which tuns as follows: — 

22-4—Mr. Wickham gave for (tollectiou A. T. Fund. 

fL;N Naudlal had the above previously and 
,, I collectctd money from (lurkhas without 
(jurKhasl jxTmissioii. Nothing has been informed 
1 ^ ’ future no one is 

Maclli. j to collect any subscription 

witlujut ])crmission. 

Mr. Wickham’s memory cannot, therefore, be taken as a safe guide 
and the statements of Nandlal and Lalit Bahadur before the Board 
remain that the incident took place on the 19th April and that Nandlal 
workecl for two or three days thereafter. This does uot nccessanly 
conflict with, in fact it coincides witli, .Mr. WTekham’s statemenT that 
Nandlal was allowed to work pending receipt of orders from Mr. Gupta, 
the Jiuhour & Welfare Oiliimr who alone had the power to take 
desciplinary action in such cases. The delay ol two or three days m 
passing an order ou the s]»ol and by an officer who could he mstontly 
availed of would lead one to suppose thal the so-called dereliction of 
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* duties was not taken in seriously aud ,probabl;y no action hare been 
taken but for another incident^ which it is my Tiew, finally deterininea 
the action and attitude of the authorities towards Nandlal. 

On the 22nd April, Mr. Wic^khani distributed among his Watch 
and Ward staff tin boxes and flags for coHection of contribution 
towards the King George V Anti-Tiibercnlosis Fmd. It was found by 
the Subedar, according to the enlry by him of 2^d April referred to 
above and tn his great cliagrin tlial money hud oli-eady been collected 
from the Gurkhas by iMuiullal with Iioxes and flags received from the 
Secretary of the LalK)iu' Fedej'atioi* and this evidently 
Bahadur and IxIh superiors. It was a well known fact and had been 
admitted by Mr. Thornton tJiat it wus somewhere in January 13^ 
thot the Watch & Ward depaitment wus transferred from the daily 
muster roll on to the estabJishitieiii section. It wus presumed by the 
Compan}’ that u chuiige in their rule <»r procedun*, ti/i hhituin, should 
also be automutifully followed and accepted by the Labour Fede¬ 
ration in so fur as it affected the status of its members, who should 
on the introduetion of this rule cease to be member,s of the Federation. 
The Federation, however, did nothing of the kind nor did the Watch 
and Ward resign as desired hy its otheers. In this incident of tlie 
OoUection of contributions by Jiandlul, Bill Kuhadur or may be the 
Company, saw a good opportunity of killing two birds with one stone. 
An obstreperous supporter of the Labour Federation like Nuudlal 
would be disposed of and prolmbly others would be frightened into 
resigning from the irnion. Nandlal was marked down because of the 
collection incident of the 22iul Ajnil for dismissal on the ground of 
the incident of the 19th April. It maj^ be remarked in pa.ssing that 
the Company did not examine Bal Bahadur Siibedar, who was present 
all along during the hearing of Xandlal’s case before the Board. 

It is also a noteworthy fact and as admitted by Mr. Wickham, that 
no formal written cbarge-sbee) was drawn up against Nandlal. One 
would think that natural justice would call for sucli a procedure and 
it would have been in the best interests ot the Company as well to 
have done so. Moreover, the Conifiany was, under its own terms ot 
settlement with the Labour Fedoatioii, bound to give every one of 
its employees in writing the nature of the offence for which it wanted 
to take disciplinary action agaitiil liitn and to receive in writing his 
explanation. This omission has been very serious and I feel that 
irrespective of tlie merits of the case, the failure to observe the pro¬ 
cedure laid down for dealing with delinquieiits, is a sufficient ground, 
in my view, for setting aside the order of discharge upon Nandlal. 

But as 1 have stated previously, it is patent that Nandlal collecting 
for the Anti-Tuberculosis Fund under instructions of the Federation 
, finally determined the attitude of the authoiities towards him and as 
such Nandlal had a legitimate grievance agains) the order of discharge. 
Nandlal, being on the establislmienl staff, wus besides entitled to one 
mouth’s notice ot discharge oi' jiay for one mouth in lieu of such 
notice, but he was given only seven days’ notice-pay, which wus also 
against the arrangement with the Labour Federation in respect of 
employees on the daily muster roll, to whom 19 days’ notice is allowed 
or 10 days' pay in lieu of the notice. 

Nandlal’s persistency in seeking justice seem to have further 
offended the authorities, who, in their efforts to eject him from his 
quarters, had obtained the assistance of the Criminal Courts and had 
him bound down to keep the peace. Nandlal had refused to vacate 
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the quarter ou llie advice of the Union, who had taken un the nwttter 
wito the Company for adjuatment, but the Company had natly refuaed 
to discuss estanlisnmnnt questions with the Union. 


ISBiM Mo. 4 (Kulti)—Are the Kulti workmon mtitlad to striko pay? 


On th«‘ 2ytli Mn>’ the T/ubour Fe«leration, Kulti Hrunch, served 

Ihe (’omiiany with a notice that unless certain of their grievances 
were redressed, by the 5th of June 1938, there would he a general 
strike. The imniediute cause of discontent was the reduction at the 
end of May in tlie number of men enforced by the Company necessitating 
Ihe loss of employment of some 800 odd men. 

This reduclion came veiy soon after a previous induction of some 
250 odd men towards the beginning of May 1938 and which had 
created a furore among the workmen. The President of the Labour 
Federation met the Works Superintendent of the Kulti Plant on the 
13th May 1938, when to add to the existing discontent, he was informed 
of the Company's contemplated retrenchment of some 800 odd more 
men due to their b«!ing surplus to its requirements and of reduction 
of an additional 720 odd men on the score of their services not being 
necessary due to the shutting down for repairs and re-Uning of one 
blast furnace and one battery of coke ovens. The President of the 
Federation on the 13th May 1938 drew the. attention of the Works 
Superintendent to the frequency of these reductions and asked him 
why he had not tliouglit of effecting all these reductions all at one 
time, sinie it would take exactly the same argument, energy and time 
to exjiluin to the workmen the necessity of reduction if tlieir number 
was 200 or 2,000, hut it was decidedly impossible to help the Company 
ever and on as against workmen who were likely to be panicky and 
not likely to he always amenable to reason, the more so since neither 
tlic workmen nor their union had any hand in ascertaining or deter¬ 
mining the necessity or otherwise of such reduction. It was further 
suggested that before the eon tern plated reductions w’ere decided upon, 
an advance intimation was to be given to the Federation or its President 
so that they would he able to get in touch with the workmen over the 
matter. 

,\ iicrsonal letter, undated (Aiipendix, page 1G4). from the Works 
Superintendent to the President, Labour Federation, expressed satis¬ 
faction at tins ‘‘brain wave” and desired to know further in the matter, 
piesnitialdy when to enforce the coiiteTii plated reduetion. Without 
waiting for a reply nor having ever stated when the proposed reduction 
was to he lirought into ('peratioii, a few days later, on the 26tli May 
1938 notices of reduction liegan to bo issued and a panic prevailed 
among the workmen. The local Union tried its best for two days to 
explain to the workmen the necessity for being patient, but it was 
mobbed by bands of infuriated workmen who continued to raid the 
Union otfice.s, asking it to declare an immediate strike. On the 28th 
May, a wire was sent by them to the President at Jamshedpur as 
follows: “Thousand reduction. Come immediately. Labour 

terrified.” On receipt of this messafle, the President wired to the 
Works Superintendent as under: “Kulti office alarmed l.OOO reduc¬ 
tion. Urging circumspection. Times critical. Well advised delay 
programme.” On the same day—28th May—the local Union wrote 
to wie Works Superintendent protesting against this reduction to which

a r«»pl^ No. X. 1130 of th« same date was received from the Works 
Supftrintendent: “We now note that yon are unable to acc^t these 
reductions and can only refer you to our X. 1102 of the 2oth May 
(Appendix, page lOfi) where the position was clearly explained and 
much regret we are imuble to modify our action in any way.” 

On the 29th May 1938, in sheer desperation in order to ward off 
a lightning strike, whicli the workmen were determined to stage, the 
t^nion officials issued a notice to the Company of its intention to strike 
on and from the 5th June on which date the bulk of retrenchment 
was to take effect. To the President’s wire, a reply was iwieived on 
• tOth May complaining of breach of agreement not to strike before 
all avenues of negotiations bad been explored and declaring the 
(’ompany's inability to postpone reductions in principle. The Union 
officials also waited upon the Works Superiuteudeut ou the same date 
(.30th May 1938) with a view to jnevail upon him 1o modify hi.s 
decision, but to no effect. 

It will be clear from the Ion going that the (!ompuny showed no 
inclination to stop the reductions nor even to postpone same pending 
any adjustment that might Im> effected by negotiations or otherwise and 
that they were determined to jmsh forward this reduction programme 
regardless of auv protests or opposition. It is not known to wliat 
extent the Company inferred support to their reduction programme 
from the AV'orks Superinteiuh'iif’s talk with the President of the 
Pederation, but it w'as clear no action would have been advisable 
liefore further views had been c.x;changed and it is not enough to .say 
that the Company had discharged its resfmnsihility by merely passing 
a hint of some programme of (nliire reduction it had in mind. 

The position could, fherciorc. he summarisiid tlius:—That ihi’ 
Company started reduetion notices from the 2()fh May 1938 and 
determined to carry it out iii'idle of efforts made through letters and 
interviews from TJnion official'—both local and central. It is difficult 
to feel what further negotiations were left open to the Union or could 
have been undertaken in Face of a, positive and persistent non-nossiimus. 
There does not seem to he anv <mgency in the (’ompany's plaint that 
negotiations had not been e.xhaiistecl. It is (piite jtossible and tliat 
was what was felt at that time that any reterence juade to tin; Head 
Office at (!’al(*utta would ha;c hceii e(jua]l.\ fruitless, since the ITcad 
tfffice could not but have supjnirted the local officials, who would have 
been only acting with its com'urrence—the more so in that noti(;es 
had actually been issued and withdrawal could not have been done 
without implication of diminution of prestige, on which rock 99 per 
cent, of negotiations arc known to fail. 

To our view there is no substance in the. Company's plea of Failure 
on the part of the Union to fully explore all avenues of understanding, 
which it may be confidently imt, were closed by first of all issue <d 
notices of reduction without com))letely faking the Union into confidence 
(we expressly diflorentiate reduction between a mere hinf of ixissiblc 
action from a full and complete statement and settlement of reduction, 
how many, when and why) and later on completely banging the door 
by plain refusal to be moved. 

Further, one must feel that the obligation to “make every effort to 
arrive at a settlement” oannof he one-sided but must be reciprocal 
and the employers cannot merely reiterate a persistent NO to all 
advances and still claiui that the labour side has not exhausted all 
means of understanding. So much, then, on the alleged failure to 
negotiate prior to taking action. 
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f^ininp now to the subject of breach of aj^reeuient reirardiuK ten 
days notice agreed upon between the parties, the position should he 
viewed from the attending circumstances. There is no doubt that such 

situation was rendered beyond control 
ot the Union by the action of the Company which sliould have known 
ot the possible cousequences of these notices for its experiences of only 
a few weeks previously when the other reduction had taken place 
should have wised it of the unfailing excitement that was hound to 
Thi! T^nioij^ fiitnid iiseJf, two loyalties— 

on tlie one liiuid it liad the iiiHisleiil elainour of its constituents 
to (let'lare un iiiiiruidinlc strike ajid riii tlic other hand, there was 
its oblig.itioii b) the ('ompmiy to give leii days notice. Tf it took 
no action on the demands of the wfirknien—its ineinbers—the Union 
exposed itself to the risk of being disowned by them as also of 
preeipitating tlie very art ion it was anxious to avoid and on the other 
Itand, the employers would be aeeusing it of bn‘ae.h of its agreement. 
The Union took the lessej' of the two risk*^. viz., a strike on less than 
the .stipulab'd basis, but still siifHeient uotiiie to the Company to take 
its preeautiouary measure.-'; it turned the excitement and wrath of the 
workineu into e.oustitutioiml ehauuels of a pro])er warning notice to 
strike. Accordingly a notice was issued on the 29th May 1938 
lovininable on thi- bth June 1938, i.r., of seven days’ duration only 
instead of the stipulaii-d ten. The (d)ieetion of the Company to this 
notice s('ems to us t(( be mere acudemie for im-re stand on the letter 
of the agi-eeinent. will hardlv help it. The object of everj’ notice to 
the eit))i]overs is to permit him time to take necessary precautionary 
measures for ensuring the safet.y of his plant, which, on a lightning 
strik(‘ or shut, down without warning, might sutfi'T inealeulable damage. 
(1 have always personally refused to believe that any employer can. 
without mueli viideuee to his eon.seiiMiee. .assert that he had no warning 
that the Avorkmeii will striki- work. Tl is part of his business to find 
out till- trend of the workmen’s tlioiiglit'- and feelings and possible 
action on their ])ai't as also to intelligeiHly anticipate the eonseqnenees 
of his own artion.) Tt cannot l>e said that seven days were insufficient 
(o the Company to take these pveeautionan- measures. As a matter 
of fart, the plant was put into (mndition to meet the threat of cessation 
of work in less than that lime and it must be reinemlK-red tlial sev(‘n 
days notice was at one time agreed upon in ihe Ivulti settlement of 
.Tune 1937 and ihnt could not Iiave been done unless the Compnny had 
felt itself capable of managing its affairs witliin that period. 

Tjooking to this aspert of tlu' question. T feel that there is not nnicli 
wi'ii'hl in tin- ('omnaiiy'.s argunit'ni tlr.it the notice was not |)ropev. 
except that it must be conceded that it fell short of a technical reouire- 
nient. although it had all ihe meaning a notice is supposed to have. 
1. therefore, find that the Kulti Union's notice to strike, although not 
teelinieally proper, yet was all that the Uii'.on could do to give under 
Ihe eiri’iimstaneps confronting it as a result of Ihe enijdnvers aetinn 
and that, the employer® had all the time available to them, if not nmre, 
|o put their house in order foi' the j)ur))oses of meeting the threat. 

A)»ait from tlie b<rmality of an ultiiniituru, the questiori n< w to be 
discussed is whether there was just ifiration or valid reasons for issuing 
svudi notice. This question is answered in the affirmative. It is a 
well known fact that strikes or labour troubles in this eountry repn'sent 
the explosion of pent-up forces of discontent on more than one disability 
or grievane.e and that one single cause, often of a very minoT nature 
acts as a match on the acciimiilaled powder. So it was at Kulti ^tho 
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strike uoiice itself indicates it. Paragraph 1 thereof says; "All the 
demands of the employees according to the settlement between Mr. T. 
L. Martin and Mr. ETomi, President, T,nhonr Federation. .Tamshedpiir, 
that have not been given as yet, ratiat he*given soon." In these wew 
comprised "provident fund" instead of which the Company had given 
him a provident bonus—grade scale had not yet. been established though 
it wa.s nearly a year .after the settlement—privilege leave and other 
privileges were reckoned as aci-niing on a service of twelve months 
from Ist August to 31 h 1 July of any year and not on straight twelve 
months’ service of the workmen and si> on. Eviai the si(‘kncss benefit 
scheme as settled was granted in full only after a persistent agitation 
of nearly nine months. These would go to show that the workmen 
were permitted to remain in a "continnons grouse" or another and 
all these have been admitted bv the Company by later rectification. 
The workmen’s minds were under a heavy strain wlien retrenchment 
was further added to these. The match was provided by the Company 
over the powder it had accnnmlated. The workmen had felt that the 
negotiation method hud failed fui' i< had Vd 1i> nothiTic but endless 
ar^ments and procrastination. It will be noticed that all these 
grievances were later on conceded by the Company and even in the case 
of those invfdved into retrenchiiK'nl. iu>:rcein('nt had been ultimately 
reached on the hosi.s of the proposal put forward hy the Fnion in the 
first instance dtiring the negotiations prior to the expiry of the strike 
notice and later on in the terms of resnmnlinn arranged for through 
the mediation the TTonoui'aMc Minister for Labonv, Pcngul 

Government. The workmen had '.mined their point and it cannot be 
•stated that there was no justifieation for their action. An carliei 
solution t)f thcs<' probhoiis had Iain entirely in the hands of the 
Company and would have jircveiited a lot of avoidable hai(lshii> bo(!i 
to tlip workmen and to the Company. 

On these cireumstaners, T ha\e no he..itation (o finil lliat -- 

(«) the strike notice was juslifiablc in llinf negotiation mcllmd had 
failed; 

(/)) the st»'ike notice, ihone*' teeliiiiealls dei'.'elive, wa" eorreet 
under the cij'cumstain-es, for a strike on ]fl da\s' notice 
would have hern meaningless since it would have meant 
cessation of work after rctTcnchnient had actually been 
effected; 

(c) subsequent events indie,otc a r;omplrte vindication of tlie 
workmen'.s attitude in that his demands have l>een arteded 
to hy the Company. 

On these basis, I find that the workmen at Kiilti have mafic out 
a <mse for the payment to them of the wages foi' the pei iod fif 4r» days 
during which they had to stage a shut-down in order to obtain n 
redress of their grievances. 

Issue No. 1 (Establishment)—Sick Leave. 

I am in complete accord with my collpagucs on the Hoard’s considered 
finding regarding this issue with this proviso that I am in favour of 
allowing an accumulation of such leave up to the maximum allowed 
for a period of two years. This will bring if in line with Article 8 of 
the Kulti settlement.

Labour Federation, Burnpur, held, in the. riuiidan at Bvrnjmr mi 
the 23rd May 1938, at 6-30 p.m. 

Resolved that this mass meeting of tlie workers of the Hirapur 
Works condemned the notion of the Works Superintendent in trying 
tc ignore the “Terms of Settlement” made between the President, 
Labour Federation, and the Chairman and the Works Superintendent 
of this Company on the 7th Augusi, 1937, and hereby calls upon this 
Company to sanction and bring in force all the demands (specially 
mentioned below) of the employees at once, and also it is resolved that 
the Company should recognise the establishment employees as the 
members of tliis Labour Federation wliiidi i.s interposing by the Works 
Superintendent at present; and it is fiirther resolved that the employees 
never wish to have any leduction by the whims of the Works 
Superintendent, in such floui ishing condition of the (^mpan.x. 

Therefore this mass meeting is of opinion that the resolved demands 
should be fulfilled at once, failing which a complete shut down of the 
Works should be staged as a demonstration. That a notice be and is 
hereby given to the Companv for 10 davs to this effect from the 26th

We have the honour to in form you that to-day all the employees of 
this Company passed the following resolutions in (he general 
meeting:— 

(1) All tlip demands ot the employees according to the settlement 
between Mr. T. L. Martin and Mr. M. Honii, President, liubour 
Federation. Jamshedi)ur. that have not lui-ii given as yet. must he given 
soon. 

(2) Tlie re, eiil reduction (hnt you arc giving m)tice.s to the labourers 
for the termination of their service is ijuite unjustified, for you are 
retrenching the workmen whose service is more than T or 8 years but 
keeping those whose seivice is only 8 or Itt months and one w’eek also. 

(3) If the Company lias got no work then why it is .so that w'hen a 
workman applies fm leave is not granted, saying that if you will go on 
leave the work of the Compain will suffer. \Ve arc ready to go on 
leave for three months but not ready to see the break in our servie.es. 
It is mentioned in our settlement tliut a man having service of lU 
months is entitled for his leave w ages and sick wages, but the Manager 
refu.sed to pa^f the.se benefits to those workers wdio.sc service i.s more 
than 17 months or 18 montlis saying that he is not entitled to these 
benefits as his service is not of l‘J months. 

It is mentioned in settlement, that no t ommittw member will be 
discharged then why is it so that oni Committw memhers have been 
discharged? 

The_ Management exercises tyranny over the employee^ by 
shortening the services of the workmen—one wliose service is 18 or 1& 
years his service is reduced up to 9 or 10 years. 
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\>^en you wo going to reduce nieu oh the result of closing down 
JNo. 0 furnace for normal repairs I have to say that you will require 
more men than at present to repair it for the work will he increased. 
Then why there arose the necessity of reducing men? In your letter 
•A ’-n ’’’ —“When this reduction has been completed 

it will be not ueceBsary to make any further similar major reductions”. 
But you promise such in every rediiclion bui even then you made 
i^nuctioD ill ev«ry taontli. 

In the first reduction of the workmen of the Extension Department 
it was also piomised that they will be taken within a month but up till 
now they are idle. Now we hope that they also be taken to Ibeir works. 

When the Company has got no work in reality at its disposal and 
stands in need of reduction and there is no one whose, serviee is of one 
year and wishes to reduce such men whose service is or o years. In 
that case we are ready to go on leave for three months one by one but 
not ready to see break in our service in any way. 

You effected this reduction of 800 workmen according to tlie advice 
of Mr. Haruani Singh, attached more importance on the advice of a 
single man, then why is it so when all the employees of this Company 
do not agree, to this reduction and you arc going to reduce the workmen? 

In conclusion we have to assure that if you will settle our all the 
itl>ove>mentinned grievances favourably up to the 5th of June 1938 
otherwise all the employees will sit idle with those workmen who have 
been retrenehed and this is our final notice.

VI.—SattlMiMiit of the Kulti ami Hirapur strike. 


Joint Ktalffiiieiit by the Labour Federation and' tJie Managing Agent* 
of the Indian Iron Sf Steel Company, Ltd. 

The parties kt the dispute agree to the appointment of a Boud of 
( ouciliatii'n by Government to settle their differences and to abide by 
the decision of the Board. 

Pending such adjudicatiou, work shall be resumed simultaneously 
at Hirapur and Kulti. In the case of men retrenched at Kulti owing 
to surplus labour, numbering some 820 odd, the Company will compon- 
sate them at the rate of one month’s pay for every vear of completed 
service put in by them, besides all other payments which the Company 
has already notified to pay under the Service Rules. 

In the case of some 700 odd men of the Blast Furnace and Coke 
Dvens at Kulti that have been retrenched due to repairs, the Company 
undertakes to take back as many of them as it requires when this Blast 
Fumac-e resumes operations ana if this resumption takes place within 
nine months of the shutting down of the plant their services shall be 
counted as continuous, with the exception of the period they have been 
out of service due to repairs. In case of those men who will not be 
back, the Board will decide what compensation should be paid 

to them. 
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Without in any way whataoever prejudicing the oqnteutiun of the 
Company that the Establishment Section cannot he members of the 
Labour Union, the Company has agreed that the six Chemists and the 
three Laboratory Assistants at Hirapur, who have been discharged, 
will be taken on the pay roll of (he Company as from the date of 
resumption and their case will be decided by the Board as to whether 
(bey had been rightly discharged or not. In case the Board finds that 
there has not been sufficient justification for dischai^ing them, they 
will be restored to their jobs and paid for the periotl they have been 
out. Should the Company decide not lo take theiii back, the amount 
of compensation, which should be paid (o them, shall be ascertained by 
the Board. 

In other matters comprising the points raised in the strike notice or 
those arising out of the strike, the Board shall adjudicate and give its 
decision. 

The Board will consist of one representative from labour, one fropi 
the employers and one nominee of the Oovemment of Bengal.

VII.—Terms of resumption of Work, 17th July 1988. 

The following are the agreed conditions leading to the resumption 
of work at Eulti and Hirapur on Thursday morning Slst .Tuly ]9o8:— 

(1) The Government will constitute a Board of Conciliation to go 
into the various points in dispute between the parties. 

(2) Work shall be resumed both at Kulti and Hirapur at the same 
time. The men will be allowed seven days’ time from the date of 
resumption to rejoin their work. 

(3) As regards Eulti. the 7(10 and odd people, who have been dis¬ 
charged owdng to the blowing out of furnace and (be closing down of 
coke ovens, are held to have fheir services terminated from the date of 
discharge. It is agreed that when work starts on this furnace nn«I the 
coke ovens, they will be re-employed. The Management will maintain 
a list of persons who have been discharged and they will be appointed 
by the Management in order of priority according to the iieriod of 
service put in by them. The Management will supply a cn])y of (he 
list to the Federation. It more persons have to be employed the.t 
will be employed from the list of iiand.s who have been now retrenched 
or have been retrenched in (be ))ast. The.se 700 and odd men will get 
no wages or cotnpensation for the period of time that they will be out 
of work, but in ca.se of those who will be re-employed, their continuity 
of service (less time (but they have been out of work'i will he reeng. 
nised, together with all the privileges to which they are entitled. This 
clause shall apply if the furnace starts within nine months from the date 
of resumption of work. Tf the work .starts after nine montlis, these 
workers shall he paid such compeu.sation, if any, as the Board aliall 
determine. 

(4) As regard.s the MOO and odd men who have been discharged on 
the. OTound of retrenchment, they will he j)aid by the Cnmpaiiy Wsidee 
the following sum.s which the Company has already notified to pay, 
namely, (1) 10 days’ pay in lieu of notices; (2) provident benus;

J here are, however, some men at Hiruimr—their number not exceeding 
tlie establishment staff insiik the Works who are holding 
position of trust and responsibility and who have not in the (.'om)iany's 
opinion discharged their obligations towards the ('oiu])any and whom 
the (!onipuuy does not feel it can put back in their original positions, 
regard being bad to the safety of the ])lant. The cases of such men 
will be |)uf before the Hoard for approval of tlie Management’s action 
in not reinstating them in their original imsitions. This procedure 
will also be applicable in the case of certain men oi the clerical staff 
whose number will not exceed six ami who are also in tlie same category 
of positions of trust and responsiliility. 

(8) The Board skull frame all issues which it considers necessary 
for a projier adjudication of the dis])ulc between the employers and the 
Labour Federation, as well as take into consideration the case of the 
six Chemists who have been discharged ami tlie grievances, if ,nn,v. 
of the establisbiiieiit staff. It shall come to a finding on these issues 
.snd make it-, rei'ommendations in addition to the (|iiestion of compen¬ 
sation relerred to above. 


(ill It is agreed that these leriiis are being arranged for I. lie purpose 
of immediate resumption of work. The fact that the grievances, if 
any, of tlu‘ establishment staff are also being considered will not be 
taken to mean any cuiu'ession on the part of the Management on the 
ijUestion as to whether tlie esiablisbemeni staff (less those who are 
actual workmen, if aiiyi can be members of 'be Labour Fnion. 

(10) It is agreed that in future in case of disputes arising- between 
the Management and the Federation, the Federation through its Presi¬ 
dent shall first discuss the umtiers in dispute with the Manageiiieut and 
vice versa with a view to arriving at a settlement. If no settlement 
is arrived at. the matters in disjuite will be, submitted to Government 
for conciliation and mediation. No strike.s or lock-outs shall take 
place, or notices of strikes or lock-outs served as long as the conciliation 
proceedings are in progress.

Company, Ltd. 

In the viatter of the Indian Trade Disputes Act, 1929,

In the matter of a trade dispute between Indian Iron Sf Steel Company, 
Ltd., and certain of its employees. 


Preliminary statement el eaee. 

1. Introductory .—The Company was incorporated in the year 1918. 

Until the year 1937 it carried on business at its Works at Hirapur 
near Asansol, which consists of two large modem blast furnaces, 
having a total capacity of about 43,000 tons of pig-iron per month. 
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management is in the hands of Messrs. Bum & Co of No. 12, 
Mission Row, Calnutta, who have been the Manannir Afirents since the 
incorporation of the Company. 

The Company^ is now also the owner of the Eulii Iron Works, 
situate ^out 7 miles from Hirapur. These Works were formerly owned 
by tlie BeiiKal Iron Company, Ltd. Until 1931 Messrs. Martin & Co. 
w'lio are closely associated in business with Messrs. Burn A Co. were 
the ManaffinR Apents of the Bengal Iron Company, Ltd. They ceased 
to be^ Managing Agents on 31st December 1931 and during the period 
1932-*{fi neither Messrs. Burn A Co. nor Messrs. Martin A Co. were 
concerned with the management of the Kulti Works. In 1936 an 
amalgamation was pul through and the Bengal Iron Company, Ltd., 
•■eased to exist and the Indian Iron A Steel Company, Ltd., became 
the owners of the Kulti Iron Works. Since .Tanuary 1937 the manage- 
ineiil of both Works has been in the hands of Messrs. Burn A Co. 

The approximate number of persons in the employ of the Company 
at the Works are as follows; — 

Kulti— 

9,500 Industrial workmen, 600 establishment staff, and 210 Watch 
and Ward. 

Hirapur— 

2,200 industrial workmen (at present 4,000 are employed which 
is above the normal roll). 

370 establishment staff, and 180 Watch and Ward. 

Establishment staff comprises supervising, operating staff and 
clerks. 

2. iMhour rotutilionx .—On 19th June 1937 the labour at Kulti 
went on strike. The immediate cause was the suspension by the Acting 
Foreman of a workman employed on a moulding machine. The strike 
was settled after eight days. 

On 16th July 1937 the labour at Hirapur also went on strike owing 
to the suspension of a workman. This was settled after three days. 

Prior to this, there had been no strikes at Hirapur. 

Both were, lightning strikes. No attempt was made by the workmen 
to submit their grievances. 

Mr. K. C. Mahindra, on behalf of the management went to Kulti 
and interviewed the labour. They informed him that Mr. Homi would 
represent them. Mr. Homi came to Kulti and the workmen held a 
meeting and appointed him as their representative. The labour were 
not memliers of any trade union. 

Mr. Homi leprescnted that the workers had various grievances, and 
discussed them with Mr. Leslie Martin, the Chairman of the Company, 
and Mr. K. C. Mahindra, and on 26lh Juno 1937 terms of settlement 
were signed. A copy is annexed. (See page 83 onwards.) 

The same procedure was followed in the case of the Hirapur strike, 
except that Mr. Mahindra was not present at the discussion. Terms 
were signed on 7th August 1937. Copy annexed. A. list of grievances 
of the establishment staff of Hirapur was also submitted. These were 
not discussed. Copy annexed. (See page 92.) 









Ill the eeeond half of the year 1937 the Labour Federation, of which 
Mr. Homi is President, .established brunches at Hirapur and Kulti, 
and the labour joined the TTnion. The Company encouraged the forma¬ 
tion of a trade union so that labour could have proper representation, 
vt^e annexures. 

From July 1937 until the beginning of June 1938 normal conditions 
]>revailed at both Works. Interviews and correspondence took place 
from time to time between Mr. Homi or the local officials of the TTnion 
with the Works Superintendents, but no major question arose, 

3. J'/tc recent strike )).—On 2f)th May 1938 the Secretary of the 
Burnpur Branch of the Labour Federation forwarded to the Works 
Superintendent of Hirapur a copy' of a resolution of the Hirapur labour 
passed at a meeting held on 23rd May 1938 making various demands 
and giving 10 days" notice of a strike in the event of non-compliance. 
A copy is annexed. (See page 93.) 

The reply of the Works Superintendent was sent on 28th May 1938. 
Copy annexed. (See page 107.) 

On 29th May 1938 the Vice-President of the Labour Federation 
(Kulti Branch) wrote to the Works Superintendent of the Kulti Works 
reporting resolutions passed by the labour, and threatening a strike on 
.')th .lime 1938. (See page 94.) 

The Works Superintendent met the Sci-retary of the Union and 
certain nienibers of the (Committee on 30tli May 1938 and on that date 
replied by letter. Copy annexed, page lOtt. 

In XoveitilKT 1937 the Scheinc'. tor retiring gratuity, provident 
bonus anil extra wages were fraiiied. 'I’liese were discussed with 
Mr. Homi, and it was agreed that no strike should take place except 
after all possible means to adjust genuine differences had been exhaust¬ 
ed, and if these efforts failed Id days’ previous notice of intention to 
strike must lie given to the Company. 

On 6th April 1938 the agree.ineui was confirmed at an interview 
between Mr. H. V. Peeling the Works Superintendent of Hirapur 
Works and Mr. Homi. 

The Branches of the Ijabour Federation in giving the strike notices 
violated the first part, of the Agreement. In the case of Kulti, the 
notice was contrary to the second part of (he agreement, as the notice, 
given was less than 10 days. 

In the letters, dated the 28th May 19;f8, and 30th May 1938— 
copies annexed (pages 107 and 109)—the Works Sui*erintendent8 of both 
Works jirntested against the breach of the agreement, hut no notice 
was taken of the protyest. 

4. Cause of recent strikes .—The Company decided to reduce the 
cost of the Ijaboratory Department at Hirapur and to dispense with 
the services of six chemists and three khalasis. This was purely a 
matter of retrenchment. 

The chemists are members of the establishment staff, and as the 
Company will not recognise the Union as entitled to represent members 
of the establishment staff, the chemists may have reported to the union 
that they had been dismissed on this account and that it was a case 
of victimisation. 

It will he noted that the dismissal forms the hist item on the list 
of grievancea. 
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It k not known whether the chemkti and khalasia, or anv of them, 
were members of the Union. 

Kulti, the Management had decided early in the year 
Itfao tnat it was necessary to effect a reduction in the labour. Notices 
were served on the men in May 1938. 

On reference to the letters at pages 93 and 94, it will be seen that 
the Hirapur meeting was held on 23rd May 1938 and the Kulti 
meeting on 29th May 1938. The Kulti strike was to commence on the 
same date us the Hirapur strike. 

The Company is in a position to prove that the Union was aware 
long before 23rd May 1938 that the Company intended to retrench at 
Kulti. 

5. The negotmtKmn — 3rd June 1938.—Hr. Homi discussed terms 
with Mr. Iliren Mookerjee and Mr. K. C. Mahindra at Messrs. Burn & 
Co.’s Office, Calcutta. 

All three left Calcutta for Kulti. 

4th to 6th June 1938. —Negotiations continued at Kulti on 4th*5th 
and until 4 a.m. on Monday (ith June. Mr. Homi left on 6th June. 
He expected to return on 9tli June. Mr. Mookerjee and Mr. Mahindra 
remained at Kulti. 

9th June 1938. —Mr. Homi arrived at Kulti and addressed meetiims 
of the labour. He left again without communicating with Mr. 
Mookerjee and Mr. Mahindra. 

11th June 1938. —Mr. Mookerjee and Mr. Mahindra left for 
Calcutta. 

At this stage it should be pointed out that the officials of the 
Buriipur and Kulti Branches of the Labour Federation, although they 
had issued the strike notices, took no part whatever in the negotiations. 
In the absence of Mr. Homi, no progress could be made. 

11th to 2Uth June 1938. —No negotiations took place. 

29th June 1938. —Mr. Homi telephoned to Messrs. Bum & Co. and 
offered to come to Calcutta on 2l8t. 

21st June 1938. —Mr. Homi arrived and discussed matters with 
Mr. Mookerjee and Mr. Mahindra. He loft in the evening and it was 
arranged that further discussions should be held at Burnpur and Kulti 
at which the menibers of the Executive Local Committees should be 
present. 

22iul June 1938. —Mr. Mookerjee and Mr. Mahindra went to Hirapur 
and a meeting was held and subsequently a meeting was held at Kulti. 
The local executives were present, but no advance towards a compromise 
was made. 

23Td June 1938. —^As arranged at the meetings on 22nd June both 
branches of the Union submitted memoranda of the points at issue 
{vide pages 111 and 113). Mr. Homi called at 7 p.m. and discussed 
the inemornndu with Messrs. Mookerjee and Mahindra. In the case of 
the labour, the issues were reduced to five, namely: — 

(1) Provident fund. 

(2) Acting allowance and grade scale. 

(3) Privilege leave (in the case of Kulti). 

(4) Sickness benefit (in the case of Hirapur). 

(5) Keduction (in the case of Kulti). 
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Messrs. Hookerjee and Mahindra offered to refer theae pointa to 
arbitration. 

At about 9-30 p.m. Mr. Homi telephoned that the labour would not 
a«rec to arbitration unless the Company would accept arbitration upon 
the question of the establishment staff joining the union. 

Mr. Homi returned at 11-30 p.m. and the discussions continued 
until 2-30 a.m. on 24th June. 

24th June 1938. —Mr. Homi left and Messrs. Mookerjee and Mahindra 
returned to Calcutta. 

27th June 1938. —Company sent replies to the two memoranda, viJe 
pages 112 and 117. 

16th July 1938. —Negotiations were re-opened in Calcutta at the 
instance of the Crovernuient of Bengal; meetings were held on 16th and 
17th July at which the Minister was present. 

17th July 1938. —Terms for icsumption of work agreed and signed. 
(See page 90.) 

21st July 1938. —Work resumed at both works. 

6. The Grievances —(«) The yrievonces of 1937. —On reference to 
the first few pages of the Annexures, pages 83 and 85, it will be seen 
that the grievances raised in J9;57 were very numerous and of eveiy 
possible kind. Many of them were granted by the Company. 

Items 4. 5, 8, 12, 13. 15, 16. 17, 21 and 23-26 of the Kulti list, 
page 83, were granted. No. 4 is not yet in effect but will be introduced 
very shortly. All the others liave been introduced. AVith regard to 
No. 5—Acting allowance—there is a disimte as to the correct 
interpretation of the procedure, and with regard to No. 12 the Company 
has instituted a provident bonus scheme instead of a provident fund. 

As will be seen from the Annexure, page 85, the Hirapur demands 
of 1937 were granted in the case of items 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 13, 17, 21, 
22, 23 and 35. These are in operation except in the case of the 
following items: — 

(3) Standard rate of wages (this will be introduced very shortly). 

(23) A Building programme is in bund. 

There are disputes with regard to items (5), (6), (13), and (22). 

(5) Sickness benefit; The dispute concerns the meaning of the 

terms agreed. 

(6) Provident fund : 3’he same dispub> as in the case of Eulti. 

(13) Acting allowance: The same dispute as in the ease of Eulti. 

(22) Dates for payment of wages. 

(5) The grievances of 1938. —The grievances of the Uirapur labour 
as submitted prior to the strike ana those of the Eulti labour are 
annexed. Appendix, pages 93 and 94. 

The demands of the Hirapur labour were a repetition of items 1, 2, 
3, 5, 6, 13, 18, 22, 23 and 24 of the grievances discussed and settled on 
7th August 1937. As already stated there was no cause of grievance, 
except possibly in the (!ase of items 3, G, 13 and 22 for the reasons 
already given. 

In addition the following new demand was made: — 

No,. 10 —A passed lady doctor was urgently needed. 
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On bohnlf of the Estftblishment St&ff the following deni&ndB 
were made: — 

No. 14—The nine discharged men to be re-instated. 

No. 12—Wages should be paid to the durwans, office chaprasis and 
staff for overtime work. 

No. 13—settle all the grievances of the establishment staff sub¬ 
mitted on Sth August 1937. (Appended, page 92.) 

The Hirapur demands were formulated at a meeting held on 23rd 
May 1938. The Kulti meeting was held on 29th May 1938. 

In 1937 the demands at both Works included increases in wages and 
additional benefits of various kinds. There was little difference ^tween 
the demands. Yet, in May 1938 the Eulti labour, apart from requiring 
the Company to introduce benefits promised in 1937 which according to 
them had not been fully brought into effect, made no complaint whatever 
on the ground of wages and made no demands under the various heads 
included in the Hirapur notice. 

Apart from item No. 1, which is a reference to the benefits promised 
in 1937, the Eulti demands had reference only to the question of 
retrenchment. 

(c) The items still in dispute. —During the prolonged negotiations, 
the demands of the labour were reduced to those set out in the two 
memoranda, dated 23rd J une 1938, which are annexed hereto. (Pages 
111 and 113.) 

They were the following: — 

Eulti— 

(1) Provident fund. 

(2) Acting allowance. 

(3) Grade scale of wages. 

(4) Hetrenchment. 

Hirapur— 

(1), (2) and (3)—the same us above. 

(4) Sickness benefit. 

7. Matters for consideration of the Board of Conciliation. — (1) Pre¬ 
sumably, the representative of the labour will raise the matters detailed 
in paragraph 6 (c). 

(2) The points mentioned in the resumption terms agreed on 17th 
July 1938. 

(3) Paragraphs (3 )—(■')) of the resumptions terms relate to retrench¬ 
ment at Eulti. 

The Company has agreed to the principle of comMusation. The 
Union must officially recognise the Company’s right to retrench 
and undertake not to raise any complaint or to call the labour out on 
strike when further retrenchments take place. 

(4) Paragraph (6) of the resumption terms relates to the six chemists 
and three khalasis discharged from Hirapur. 

The Company has replaced the men on the pay-roll as from Zlst 
July 1988, but has not required them to return to work. 
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^ Th«re an eertadn pointe for the deoision of the Board. 

(5) Paragraph (7) of the resumption terms relates to matters arising 
out of the strikes. 

There are rarious points under this heading which the Company 
wishes to raise for the consideration of the Board. The Company will 
file a supplementary statement in this connection. 

(6) Establishment staff.—^TJie Members of the establishment staff 
are not allowed to be members of the same Union as the industrial 
workers, and the Company will not employ any clerks and, particularly 
Watch and Ward Staff, who become members thereof. 

In October 1937 the establishment staff at Hirapur were notified 
that membership of u labour union was not permitted and that any 
of the staff who had yoined a labour union should resign membership. 
Sixty-one of the staff signed a form of resignation of membership 
whiim was sent to the Lamiur Federation. The latter refused to accept 
the resignations. 

The Company then notified the staff tliat resignations from the 
Union must be effected by a specified date or, in the alternatlTC, they 
must resign their post with the Company. The (Company received no 
resignations and again circularised the staff that the Company assumed 
that all persons who had been members of the Union had resigned and 
had accepted, as a condition of their continuing in the service of the 
Company, that they would not join a labour union. 

The Company has not in fact received information to the effect that 
any members of the establishment staff have joined the Labour Federa¬ 
tion, save and except statements to this effect in letters from the branches 
of the Labour Federation. 

The grounds of objection are obvious and need no elaboration. 

Item 5.—Establishment staff of the Kulti Labour Federation’s letter, 
dated the 23rd .lime 1938, annexed, page 111, explains the difficulty in 
which the Labour Federation is placed in connection with the 
e.stsblisbment staff at Hirapur. 

Britvanett of Eatablbhmoni Staff. 

The conditions of service relating to the cleri<-Jil staff at Hirapur 
Works are extremely good and the Company is satisfied that they have 
no cause for complaint. 

Mr. Homi handed in a list of alleged grievances on 7th August 1937. 
They were not discussed. A copy is annexed. They were also referred 
to in the memorandum of 23rd June 1938 but merely as a passing 
reference. 

In paragraph (8) of the resumption terms it was agreed that the 
Board should take into consideration the grievances, if any, of the 
establishment staff. The Company awaits details before making any 
statement. 

Without prejudice to the objection that the Labour Federation is 
not legally entitled to represent the establishment stuff, and in order 
to enable the Board to deal expeditiously with all matters which may 
be raised, the Company will not object to the Labour Federation maUng 
submissions before the Board on behalf of the establishment staff.

1 am m iTceipt of your letter No. Ij.F. 287/B of 26th inst. enclosing 
a copy of the “resolution of a mass meeting of workers”. I have also 
to (Confirm your visit to me on 2(ith May intimating that your letter 
under reply constitutes ton days' notice from the workmen to strike. 

I am directed by the Managing Agents to reply that the notice to 
strike is a contravention of the conditions agreed to by your President, 
Mr. Homi, inasmuch us it was arranged with him at a meeting held 
here on Oth April that “before a nolice of either a strike or lock-out is 
given, every effort will be made to arrive at a settlement.” Your 
letter of 25th May is the first intimation to me of your present alleged 
grievances and, therefore, the union and/or the labour have made 
no attempt to put forward and discuss their alleged complaints with 
me before the notice to strike has been given. 

The Managing Agents now authorise me to state, and theii action 
has the approval of the Board of Directors, that the Compauv has faith¬ 
fully carried out the policy and the measures as announced in respect 
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uf t^' vwoui. poifttfi diaciUBod at tlie i-eiiU(3dt of Mr. Hmm at Hiramr 
on. 7tn ^uguttt 1937. In regaul lo your “]K)intB of special demands”, 
I am directed to observe as follows: — 

1. General Increment of 'M i>e.r cent, over the present wage .— 
The Company has already announced flie extra wages b<Jiius scheme 
under which the workmen have i-eceived in October last two weeks' 
wages as an uu-accouut payment for the year 1937-38. On the wnuple- 
tiou of accounts for this year and tlie announeeuient of final divideml 
further payments us per scale will be made to those workmen who will 
be entitled to receive the same. Tin* Company cannot consider any 
further general increase in wages. 

2. To establish grade scale and unifonn late of wages. —Tliis 
principle has already been agreed to. Jjists are in couj'se of prepara¬ 
tion and it is hoped to complete them and put them into effect svjthiu 
next 2/3 mouths. 

3. Sickness benefit. —llules embracing this principle have already 
been announced and are at pre.^eiit in tnree. Theie can be no further 
alterations. 

4. Provident fund. —The Cot»pau^\ has already uiinouuced the 
Provident Bonus scheme—a scheme wbieli in the opinion of the manage¬ 
ment is most suitable and practicable to work from tbo workmen’s point 
of view and is already working satislactoiily. 

5. Acting allmcances. —-Tl>e present system of acting alh)wauces 
will become cleai' when the scale f)t wages is intrtjduced. 

6. Rest houses. —There is already a rest shed outside the Works 
gate. The Company will inve.-tigate the j)usiiion nod, if necissarv, 
will construct another rest sheii, 

7. Fortnightly payments. —Porlnightly wages pajmeiits me made 
on fixed days every two weeks. There is no ])oiiit in tbe demand for 
payment on fixed dates, as l-'ith and ‘iOlb may fall on Sundays. 

8. Accommodation of uifjlidont </ii(iilm .—During tbe past two 
yeai-s tbe Company has spent huge sums of money and constrm ted !7 
blocks or 3(0 units of t|uarteis. They liavi* also in hand at piescnt 
the comstruction of quarters tor the sweepers class. The pojitioti is 
continuously being reviewed and when ncce.'-saiy, furtber eonsmielion 
will be taken in baud. 

9. Electric flood lights. —The .Management has in view provision 
of better lighting in the labour quarters areas, but this cannot be done 
until the power house extensions are conqdeled and the tow'ii develop, 
meat scheuie is put into operation. 

10. Lady doctor. —A new hospital is being built and when tliis is 
completed medical facilities will be extended. 

11. Wages of sanitary staff and anslillcd labour.-—'I'hiH is covered 
by paragraphs 1 and 2 above. 

Sections 12, /.7 and /•/.—With i(?giu(l to these jiuragrajilis in your 
letter, this is not the concern ol the Daboiir Cnion, us one of lln- e.ssen- 
tial conditions of employment of tbe e-iabiishnient staff, tbe Walcb 
and Ward, darwans and chapra.sis is that they can under no circum- 
st^ces join the Dabour Xfnion. Ihe Comjniny eaiuiot deviate from 
this policy.

/({) To the best of our knovviedge all the terms of settlement as 
between the Comjiany and yoiii- President Mr. llomi have been given 
effect to. If the Company have inadvertently acted in any way contrary 
in any specific case and you give us details, the matter will receive our 
full consideration and adjusted as may be found necessary. 

(l/t We cannot agree that reductions which we are now in the 
process of making holh on account of surplus luliour as will as (hnl 
necessary in cousequeuee of the relining and repairs to blast furnace 
and auxiliary' plant so affected is unjustified and in this matter the 
Comininy is the sole jmlge. 

(c) In regard to the disnii.ssals of hmg service workmen we shall he 
glad if vou will give us names of the men and depaitnient.s in wiiich 
They work but we would point out that though the Company will as in 
the past so in the future alw-ays give special consideration to men having 
long service, any action they take in this m.ntter is eiirirely at the 
discretion of the Company. We shall he glad howevei to look info 
this in the case of any men whose names you care to jdace before us. 
At Uie same time we must remind you that broken serv cc cannot be 
taken into consideration.

(i2) We hare lU) knowledge of any atateaunit hairing baen made of 
the nature you describe for postponement of leave. Granting of leave 
must- of necessity be based on consideration of certain factors which 
include the average total absentees on account of normal leave, absence 
wittiout leave, sickness and accidents, etc- The total absentees under 
these heads alone average between 1,100 and 1,200 per day. W® 
regret it is not possible to grant three months leave a® suggested in 
lieu of discharges. In this connection we would remind you that the 
Pompany have on their own initiative granted a period of one month’s 
grace when calculating workmenis service. 

(e) There is no condition in the teima of settlement providing for 
men of less than 12 mouths service being entitled to leave wages or 
sick rules and for this purpose the prescrilhed year is the basis of 
calculating service under the Ijeave and Sick Rules as also in the ease 
of provident bonus and extra wages scheme. 

(/) There is no mention in the terms of settlement that members 
of your Committee will not be discharged. 

(ff) You are perfectly well aware that owing to the inadequate 
records maiutuined by the Bengal Iron Co., Tjtd., it is not always 
possible to state w'ith any degree of accuracy the exact period of 
employment of long service employees and in calculating retiring 
gratuity we have invariably computed the amount to be paid calculated 
on a generous basis and we have on no single occasion deliberately 
deprived any employee from receiving the maximum which the circum¬ 
stances of his particular case warranted. 

(A) We are fully aware of the labour strength required to carry 
out tbe Blast Funiace and reliiiiiig repairs as also repairs to the 
auxiliary plant and the point you raise tins l)een taken into considera¬ 
tion when making reductions in labour. 

(;’) In our letter X1102 we wrote— 

“We hope that when tlii.s jeductiou has been completed it will 
not be necessary to make any further similar major reduc¬ 
tions for some time .subjecd of course to circumstances 
arising which neither you nor ourselves cun at present 
reasonulbly anticipate’’. 

We have no knowledge of ever liaving made any promise or any state¬ 
ment of the nature you outline nor are you correct in saying tliat we 
have made reduction of this nature every month.

. Com?nittee has very carefully considered the present situn- 

tion ohtainitif^ at the Kulti Works in the light of the exhaiiRtiv# 
discussion we had last niorninir with you an<l your brother Director 
Mr. K. C. Mahindra and the Works Superintendent. Mr. Thornton, 
and my Committee is of view that in this discussion we have not brought 
the situation any nearer solution than when the matters were first 
discussed between yon and our’President, Ibefore the strike notice 
terminated. 

My Committee bas desired to recapitulate the position for purposes 
of e clearer understanding of our view point and for record whicib 1 
am hereby doing. 

1. Provident fund .—My Committee, for brevity’s sake, refers 
you to the representation made in tliis behalf by our brother workers 
of Hirapur with which niy Committee is in complete accord. TTcrc is 
also the Company’s definite agreement in this matter at the time of the 
settlement between our Pre.sidcnt and your Company on the L’Otb Tune 
1937 at Kulti and which we once again put up to you for your earnest 
consideration. 

“It is the intention of the Management to constitute a provident 
fund for the workmen. The main principle in which it will operate 
will be on the basis that the workmen shall contribute a certain portion 
of their earnings to the fund and the Conipan^v’s contribution will be 
payable on completion of twelve months’ service. Details are, being 
worked out and the scheme will be announced later.” 

The workmen feel that the original scheme so unambiguously agreed 
to, if put into operation, will afford them greater satisfaction. 

2. Aitinff aUomnnee and grade scale .—The same representation 
holds good regarding this as made to you by our Hirapur brothers 
and the position regarding establishment staff, though not so compli¬ 
cated as at Hirapur, still, in essence remains the same. 

3. Privilege leave .—My Committee deeply appreciates the relief 
granted to the workmen Iiy rectifying ibe ju’cvious error in insisting 
on a workman completing twelve monibs’ .service from 1st August of 
a year to .31st July of the succee<]ing year to enable a worker to draw 
his previlege leave by substituting any 12 months’ service of an 
individual worker for drawing such benefit as is usually and normally 
done elsewhere and indeed at Hiramir even. My Committee hopes 
that those whose leave had been delayed or refused may he .sal.sfied 
in this respect. 

4. Redvetion. —My Committee feels that as one of the most i>oteut 
reasons for unsettling the minds of the workmen whi^h has 
T)reci])itated the present crisis. My Committee has not desired to 
dispute the right of the employers to regulate the number of men 
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needed for its operstiuiiij but coiwidei'S iteelf entitled to repreBelit -on 
the methods and pace of recliictiou and in this oonnimtiou once more 
urges upon you the uecessity nnd desirability of solving this problem 
by generously agreeing to eoiupeusute them for loss of services and 
prospects brought a^ut without any fault of their own by some 
mutually agreed upon sum proportionate to every year of service put 
in, if it has been foujid impossible to reduce only men who have put 
in one year and less in service. As an instance we may <'ite the Tata 
iron and Steel Co.. Ltd,, who in 1928 had permitted the scheme of 
voluntary rediirtion on the basis of payment of one month's wages, for 
every comoleted \eur of service. In the case of the men involved in 
the Blast Furnace and Coke Oven Departments during the period of 
repairs my Committee feels tliat the same privilege should be 
extended to those men w’ho have no chance of being restored to their 
services on resumption of the operation of the blast furnaoes within 
a prescribed period—say six months or a year—the balance who will 
resume work to be permitted a continuity of service with the exception 
of the period involved in repairs. 

We. commend the scheme for your earnest consideration. 

5. Qyarters .—My Committee feels that there is a very acute 
shortage of quarters for your employees at Kulti, the position is really 
aggravating and we urge and desire careful and immediate solution 
at your hands. 

In conclusion, my Committee earnestly hopes that good will and 
sympathy, of which we assure you of ara^de proportion from our side, 
will be brought to bear for the Holution of the problems that have 
presented themselve.s at this juncture in which effort my Committee 
assures you of full co-operation.

My Committee has very r'arefully considered the ])reseiit situation 
obtaining at the Hirapur Works in the liglit of the exhaustive 
discussions we had yesterday morning at FTiraimr witli you and your 
brother Director Mr. K. C. Mahindra and your Works Superintendent 
Mr. Peeling and my Committee is of view that these discussions have 
not brought the situation any nearer solution than when the matters 
were first discussed between you and our President before the strike 
notice terminated. 

My Committee lias desired me to recapitulate the position for 
jiurposes of a clearer understanding of our view-point and for record, 
w^ln’ch I am hereby doing. 

I. Provident fund .—My Committee is of opinion that the scheme 
of provident bonus as adumbrated by yonr Company, whatever merits 
the scheme may have and we do not deny their existence, does not 
conform to the terms of settlement arrived at between our President 
and your Comjiuny last August in that your scheme only takes care of the 
Company’s contribution and do not provide for the workmen’s share of 
the saving, which is half the essential part of the scheme, if not tlhe 
most vital one, agreed upou. We beg to quote the demand us put 
forward and the agreement made lliereon by your Company:-- 

Demand.- - A scheme be fixed for a provident fund on the following 
basis: — 

The Workmen and the Company shall alike contribute one-twelftli 
of the workmen’s wages every month and tin* amount 
allowed to accumulate etc., etc. 

Company’s reply .—The principh' of .some form of saving- fund to 
wthich both the Company and tlie worker contrihute is .ipyuoved. The 
prouosal will incorporate some form of scheme for gratuity dependent 
on long service. The scheme is being worked out, etc. 

The iiosition appears very clear from the above quotation. In regard 
to the observation made this morning that the scheme as agreed ujMni 
involves considerable cost in the mnintenan<‘e of the accounts—some 
14,(>(K) of them—we may the permitted to state that this consideration 
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neTer Arose dnxing the oouree of discussions in August lalit nor v^e feel 
would it be fair to ask the workmen to contribute wholly or in part for 
the maintenance of such accounts or for the Company to abandon the 
original scheme on the score of the cost involved. We may draw your 
attention, as has been previously done to the fact that the Tata Iron 
A Steel Co., Ltd., is maintaining 27,000 separate Provident Fund 
Accounts and all the formalities attendant thereon and yet the workmen 
have not been called upon to contribute wholly or in part towards the 
costs of maintenance nor have their costs, we are informed, been so 
prohibitive. The workmen feel that Ihe original scheme us contem¬ 
plated by both the parties will afford them greater satisfaction and 
will bring the situation nearer solution, 

2. Sicknest benefit tcheme .—My Committee is of opinion that the 
rules as framed have had the effect of practically nullifying tlie ben^ 
fits intended to be conferred upon the worker during the time of his 
sickness. The demands and the ajireenient in August last were as 
follows: — 

DeTnand .—Sickness benefit: The workmen shall be entitled, of al] 
elasses, to a sickness benefit of full wages for the first month of sick¬ 
ness, to half the wages for the nevt month of continued sickness and 
thereafter according to the discretion of the management. 

Company’s -reply .—Agreed to ard rules are already framed for the 
purpose. 

It will he ohseived that the Company agreed to the scheme as put 
forward on behalf of the workmen. The rules that were stated to have 
been framed for the purpose were made on August Ist, 1937, six davs 
before the settlement and had no chance of being either carefully 
examined or of being watched for their effects in actual operation. 
Even then a reservation was made for further re])re8entution on tliese 
rules if they failed to carry out the orinnal intention. Correspon¬ 
dence and representations have since then oeen contiiiumislv itmde for 
amendment of these rules hut to no purpose. It may be interastinjr 
to note in this connection that similiar rules were framed for Kulti 
and that they were ultimately modified in about -lanuary last after 
strenuous representations when these rules were found to have nulli¬ 
fied in precisely the same way as at Hirapur, the original intention, 
but no alterations have been made up till now at Eintpur with the 
result that though a workman i.s entitled to get full wages for any 
period of sickness from one day to one mouth, in actual operation for 
sickness less than fourteen days at a time ,his .absence on iiccouiit of 
such sickness is debited to his privilege leave instead of being 
credited from the sickness benefit, with the result that at the end of a 
year of service, a workman finds his privilege leave all gone and is 
further mulcted by loss of pay in respect of sickness of a total more 
than fourteen days but less than one month, when it occurs in 
periods less than fourteen days at a time. Y<»u will agree, we lioj)e, 
that this was never contemplated when the settlements were made 
either at KiUti or at Hirapur and the workmen felt gratified wJten 
the original intention was restored at Kulti by necessary modifications 
of the rules, which, however, to tHie great detriment oi the w'orkers’ 
interests still continue to be in operation at Hirapur. 

My ConmittM suggests that grateful as the workmen are for the 
concessions in this direction which probably obtain in very few places 
in this country, the bringing of the rules in line with those obtaining 
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® restoring confidence and will imple¬ 

ment fully the original intention behind the demand. 


3. Acting allowance.—M.y Committee feels that the workmen 
have a genuine gnevantie in this respect in that practically no benefit 
18 received by them even though their representatives had agreed to 
Mcept the miniinuni wage of the grade in which a vacancy arose 
though they could have insisted on the carrying out of the actual word¬ 
ing of the agreement, which runs as follows: — 


Acting allowance shall he granted when an employee on e 
lower rate of wages works in place of a higher rafed one. 
This shall be done, etc., etc.” 

“This has been adopted.” 


In actual operation, there has been no such result and wo have been 
informed that the acting allowance arrangement could not be fullv 
put into operation as no minimum rates of wages have been fixed 
because the grade scale of wages of all the workmen have not yet 
been completed. My committee feels that during the interval there 
coubl have been no diflSculty in granting such allowances on the 
existing scales of wages and that the discontent on this basis has been 
one of the contributing causes for the precipitation of the present 
crisis. 

4. Grade urale and standurd rale .—My committee regrets that 
though n.ssuraiices weie given from time to time in carrying out the 
undertaking—Principle agreed and drawn up by Management—the 
enormous delay in this respect has had a very disturbing effect on the 
workmen in general, combined as it did with the difficulty in respect 
of getting acting allowances as also to a continuous deferment of the 
hopes in the minds of some workmen of an advanee in their wages 
on such fixation or revision of wages. My committee appreciates the 
reason.s advanced by your (’ompany for such delay and a definite time 
limit given earlier would have dissijiated all doubts and disappointments 
in this resjtect. Even as late as on the .‘Ird Mo.v, when our President 
culled on your AVorks Superintendent, wc were informed that these 
grade scales would be published on the 18th May, and yet on the 28th 
May we were iiiforinful (hat this would take about two or three 
months more. The uncertninty from your side in this respect had put 
my (.'ommittec in wrong with the workmen and had made its task 
difficult in interpreting the management to the workers. 

5. Kftahli.ffiwrnt My Committee feels that the position in 

this connection has become very complex and complicated by your 
Company’s insistence that nil e-stablisbrncnt staff, Watch and Ward 
and clerks should dissociate themselves from the Labour Federation- 
nay, it goes still further and asks the Federation to deprive them of 
their existing merabci'ship and wants the Federation to give an 
undertaking that it will not have any employees of these classes on 
its ineiiibt'r.slii]i roll. The jmsition may be recapitulated as under— 

When the Kulti settlement took place on the 2fith June nc 

controversy arose on this subject. The question cropped up at the 
time of tne Hirapur settlement on August 7th, 1937. The position 
then remained as under—^ 
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”A list of gfrievauoeB of staff which was haudod to Mr. Homi was 
delivered. Grievances were not discussed and a question 
whether the Company will employ staff who are members 
of a union was raised but not pursued. This can be dis¬ 
cussed again.” 

During the interval several workmen on the muster roll were trans¬ 
ferred to establishment section while they were already members 
of the Federation, as also a large number of establishment staff, 
Watcb and Ward and clerks- enrolled themselves as members of the 
Federation so much so that at tbe present moment, nearly all office 
chaprasis, establishment staff and clerks and nearly 70 pet cent. 
Watch and Ward can be claimed as members of the Federation who 
have voluntarily joined and subscribed to the funds of the Fnion. 
While my Committee appreciates the reasons liebind your view point 
it cannot help observing that your attitude at present i.s ncithei 
ueeessarv nor urgent and that it constitutes in the first instance an 
intolerable interference with an individual’s freedom of association 
and any acquiescence by the Fnion will amount to an accejitance of 
outside dictation on the Union as to the type or class of affairs of the 
Union. My committee hopes your Company will appreciate the legal 
and moral difficulties and obligation of our Union in respect of these 
members. In the first instance, the Union cannot legally call uiion 
these members to resign or to oast them out and in the second instance 
if your Company ooerees them into resigning at the risk of their jobs 
(which is problematical) or if your Company dismiss them against 
ttheir will for continuing to lx* members of the Federation, the Union 
will without escape under the legal and moral obigation to stand by 
such members and in either case, the situation can come no nearer 
solution tbe mure so that at the present moment all this section has 
joined in a I'ommon cause with the workmen. Aly (’oTiimittee feels 
that had your Company accepted the offer of our President—and even 
the last moment offer of early Monduy morning the 6th instant w'hen 
the show down had not taken place—the situation conb] Lave still 
been saved hut after that date situation has been heyoml recall. My 
Committee feels that you will appreciate the Fedeiaiion’s altitude in 
that it has not called out Watch and Wind sliitf considering them as 
an essential service the same as employees of powej- house, boiler and 
pumping plants without, as in the latter ease, ceasing to represent their 
interests through the Union. My Committee feels that insistence at 
the present inoment by your (’.ompany on the adjustment of relations 
of this section of employees with a labour union would but postpone 
mutual understanding and this would be deeply deplored all round, 
the more so without restoration of the xtafun quo in respect of certain 
employees of the Laboratory' Department whose dismissal has left 
an impression of their having suffered on the grounds of conscieiitiims 
objections and principles. 

In respect of otther materials placed before you alongside of strike 
notice, my fk)mmittee feels that an assuranee from you for a satis¬ 
factory solution would p^e of valuable assistance’ in paving the 
ground for an understanding whii'h. J am desired by the Committee 
to assure you, is uppermost in tbe minds of tbe Union. 

In conclusion may we hone that the present dead lock may be 
solved to mutual satisfaction by methods of conciliation and good will 
that have so far prevailed with both the parties.

I used to work in the Watch and Ward Department. 

On J9th April 1988 my Subedar, Balbahudur, told me to work from 
1(1 a.in. till 12-8(1 p.m. and from 2 p.ni. till 8 p.m. Between 6 p.m. 
and 8 p.m. 1 was allowed (wo hours off to go and take my meal, but [ 
was told to resunuf my duties before 8 p.m. 

I returned from my meul at 7-81) ji.iu. As soon as I (suiie back 
I.alit Bahadur told me he had been deputed by the Subedar lo take my 
place, as the Subedar intended to clinuge our duties next morning. So 
I^alit Bahadur asked me to make over charge to him and to go away, as 
I had been on duty so long. I made over charge to Lalit Bahadur and 
then went home. 
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Next morninff I wag called l>y Subedar Bal Bahadur to explain why 
Dhani Singh had been found asleep on night duty, when I was suppoged 
to be ih charge during the night. My belt was taken away from me, 
I was confined in the guard room for an hour, and was then taken before 
Mr. Wickham along with Dhani Singh and*Lalit Bahadur. I stated 
in my defence the explanation I liave given here, and was then allowed 
to go. 

r worked as usual on the <;0th, L’tst and 22nd April. 

On the 22nd April I was given a card and a tin box to collect sub¬ 
scriptions for the Anti-Tuberculosis Fund. I was given them by the 
Secretary, Amanatullah. This is the card I got (shown). I collected 
suscriptions from 8 a m. till 4 p.m. 

When I had almost finished. Subedar Balbahadur came and asked 
who authorised me to collect subscriptions. I said I had got the tin 
box from Amanatullah. At this he got angry and threw away the box 
and the coins inside it. I picked up the box. The Subedar told me to 
report to Mr. Wickham next morning in office. 

On the 23rd morning when Mr. Wii^khnm came to office, my Subedar 
complained that, in spite of his orders, X was not disassociating myself 
from the liabour TTnion. He stated that he did not want such a man 
in the Watch and Ward. I claimed that I was innocent, but was asked 
to go away. At 3 p.m. I received a notice of discharge. 

Before this the Subedar had twice asked nm to sever my connection 
with the Labour Hnion. and threatened me. I petitioned the Jjalmur 
Union on that account. 

Cros.i~f\mmmatio}i .—I did say that it was on the I9th that the 
incident over the change over in duties took jdace. 

It was on the 19th that r.rfilit Bahadur came to me and ordered me to 
change over duties. It was not on the 2l8t. 

I was on ray way back from the bazar and met Lalit Bahadur in the 
bazar. It was there that he told me that the Subedar had changed the 
guard. 

I served four years in the Army. 

It is not true that I was on duty at the main gate on the 21 st. I 
was on duty on the 19th. I was in charge of the Strong Room on the 
19th, I had never been in charge of the main gate before. 

I got no written order from Ijalit Bahadur releasing me from duty 
on the 19th. It is not the custom to give such written orders. 

Before I was on duty at the main gate I used to sell ice in the morn¬ 
ing and evening for the rompuuy. I did this for Ifi days. I used to 
make over the money to Balhahadur. This I did ns part of my duty in 
the Watch and Ward. Before this I was on patrol duty. 

I do not know what time lialit Bahadur was on duty before. 

Lalit Bahadur told me it was the order of the Sulwdar. I^alit 
Bahadur is not my superior officer, but I acted on bis order when be 
Mid it came from the Subedar. I did not ask the Subedar Balbahadur 
if the order had been changed, but I did ask Balbahadur Naik.

It u not a fact that I ever took thumb impreesioxu on a blank sheet 
of paper to frame a petition against the Subedar.

1 
enlisted at the age of 15 or Ki, and was in the army for three years, i 
have lost my certiticate of discharge. 1 lost it crossing a I left 

the army of my own accord after serving the term for which I enlisted. 

After leavnng the army I went home. I did nothing between leav¬ 
ing the army and joining this company. 1 joined the company for the 
sake of mv lielly. I came because some of my fellows told me about the 
company.^ 1 did not show my certificate when I was engaged. 1 had

2o Mr. Zfo«e.—The Subedar is Nand lial’s immediate superior. 

The report that Nand Lai had changed his duty was made the 
following day. 

T have no power to suspend a man pending enquiry.

I have received these two letters, No. L.F, 155/B of the 16th 
November, and its reminder, No. 162/B of the 23rd November 1937 
(page 144). 

1 also received a eop)’ of this letter, dated the 31st January 1938, 
to Mr. Martin. I did not reply to it. Normally I should not reply 
to any letter sent to the Head Office, of which only a copy had been 
sent to me. 

In regard to the letters of the IGth November and the 23rd November, 
1 arranged with the Labour Department Manager for Mr. T. C. Ghosal 
to come and see me—which he did on the 30th November.

1 did not take my 
salary. 

I am a member of the Federation, There has been no decrease of 
work—in fact there is too much to do. 

Cross-Citamination. —I never refused a letter of discharge. I fell 
sick and went to ho.spital. It was there that I came to know J had 
been discharged because the doctor told me so and refused to give 
me medicine. 

The Overseer told me to go and draw my pay, but 1 did not take 
it. I am not working so how can 1 go and draw my payl* If I take 
my pay Imw shall 1 get iny .job back?

No one in his department ever came to me. 1 did not go to the gate 
for work.

—The Labour Office told me 1 would get my job back 
again, and that I bad been discharged without any fault. 

I was never offered any other work by the Company. I was sick 
for three or four days. 1 went sick on the 12th and on the 14th the 
doctor told me I had been discharged. I was not in hospital.

Note by the Company on the discharge of site Laboratory staff and three 

khalasis. 

It is allegecl that thesa were discharged on account of their being 
active in the Labour Federation. This statement is absolutely false 
and the following points should be noted: — 

1 1 ^' no information that these staff were members of the 

Labour Federation. 

2. It they were menibers they had no right to be and were acting 
contrary to their conditions of service with the Company. Vide W/Cir/ 
7618, dated the 6th November 1937. 

The faci of the matter is that the six establishment staff (5 Chemists 
and 1 Sampler) and the three labour were discharged as it was necessary 
to reduce the cost of the Laboratory through which a large amount of 
unnecessary and unprofitable work was passing. This is a common 
failing of an industrial laboratory, particularly when a plant is busy, 
for operntoi's develop a lendency to send in for analysis samples which 
may lu' of interest, though not essential, for operation. A statement 
is attached sliowing the cost of running the Laboratory, the staff 
employed, the work done and the plant production covered, from 1929 
to ]!)38. The following should be noted; — 

(1) In 1929 whicli was our be.st operation year, as far as regular 
operation goes, the number of Chemists employed was 12 and the cost 
r)f running the Laboratory was approximately Rs. 30.(100. 

(2) We have Iried out the policy of doing increased sampling with 
a view to bettering oiieration and in 193ri-36 the number of operation 
samples for the Rlasl Furnace anil Coke Ovens Departments had 
increased from 190 and loo in 1929 to TbO and 1.717. This definitely 
did not imj)rove operation, hut the Laboratory cost had increased from 
Ks. 30.000 to Rs. oO.OOO. The number of Chemists at that time was 
14. 

(3) In 1936-37 we greatly redui'ed furnace operation sampling, but 
with no loss of i)lant efficiency—in fact, furnace operation greatly 
inijiroved. On the Coke Ovens plant we were experimenting regularly 
as regards coal mixtures and deliberately increased our operation 
sampling. Furlhei. in order to spread the work over a longer period 
than the day shift only, more Cliemists were engaged and fhe number 
increased to 18. 

(4) Diiring the year 1937-38 we decided to reduce the number of 
samides taken and did so without any loss of efficiency, and we are 
during the current year reducing laboratory work still further to make 
the L.abornfory do what it has been found necessary that it should do 
to assist ojieration, and nothing more. 

The above deals with (he case tor reduction. As a matter of fact, 
the (’hief Chemist considers that we could reduce by n further two 
chemists, but we have not done this as we eon.sider it advisable to have 
sufficient staff (o deal with sudden rushes of work and to cover cases 
of sickuuss. 

As regards the way in whicli it was decided to reduce Laboratory 
staff, we decided on the following: — 

Three Second Grade Chemists, one Third Grade Chemist, one 
Junior Clhemist, one Sampler and three Khalasies. 
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Tile men who were discharged were chosen strictly according to their 
period of service in their respective grades. As regards Second Grade 
Chemists, there were two men—N. 0. Datia end S. N. Ghosal-^whose 
services had commenced on tlie same date and we decided on discharg¬ 
ing Datta because, ai'coitling to the (’hief riiemist, S. N. Ghosal is 
the better worker. 

As regards the khalasis, these are labour and would in the normal 
course of events have bwn transfei'red to another department as 
khalasis of their type were ivcpiired. Actually two «»f these men were 
offered w’ork in other departments later and refused.

From the Vnion side 1 have been asked tc state that the 
present proceeding is not in order .so far Issue No. 13 is concerned, 
l>ecau8e what is the Board deliberating upony Issue No. 13 says 
whether the Company's action is right in not reinstating these men in 
their original positions on the resumption of work, when everybody 
else was to be taken in their original positions. 

These men have no grievance to prefer before the Board as they are 
already in their original positions and flu'ie is nothing for the Board to 
decide on that score. 

Since the time of resumption up to date, i.e., for 2 months and 17 
days the plant or the position.s have Wn in the keeping of these 
gentlemen and no occasion has arisen for the Company to feel or let 
these gentlemen know that they linve not ilischarged their obligation 
to the Company in the manner the Compuny envisaged when they put 
them in tho«^ positions of trust or responsibility nor has the Company’s 
plant been one whit insecure or unsafe in their hands. The ground 
has been completely cut under the company’s feet during the period 
and it has completely falsified the company's apprehension on that 
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score. Nei^er therefore before the strike took place nor after restunp- 
have these gentlemen fallen short of the expectations of 
the Company and I put it to the Board that their action in going on 
strike cannot be counted as an argument to penalise them at the present 
moment, now that there has been a solution found of these tangle and 
relations between the parties are one of accord and not of discord.

At the time of our general discussions on matters relating to 
labour on the 7tb instant at Burnpur, I had stated that we would 
carefully examine the Leave and Sickness Leave Rules that you had 
made and make our considered representation thereon, since I had these 
rules given to me at ver>' short notice. J am taking the opportunity 
to do so now as under— 


Casual J/eave and Casual Sick Leave. 

Rule No. 2 .—^We are not in accord with the breaking up of the 
privilege leave as contemplatetl in Article 4 of our settlement into 
those classes —Sick Leave has been placed in a class by itself, vide 
Article n of the settlonieiit and no differentiation should be made in 
the privilege leave, whi»‘h has been meant to enable a workman to 
have a respite from the daily grind, affording him an opportunity to 
return to his work healthier and fitter every year for the change. If 
this leave is to be withheld down by any temporary or short term of 
sickness, the jirivilege or the benefit vanishes and the object of the 
scheme frustrated. 

As a matter of fact privilege leave and casual leave are two distinct 
things and your circular has obviously mixed up privilege, casual and 
sick leave all together. If you look to Government, Railway, Tata or 
other Leave Rules, you will find them existing side by side and apart 
but not merged into one and the Lii-days’ privilege leave that we nad 
put up as an issue was never contemplated to include casual sick leave. 

Rule No. 5 .—On the matter of option, having regard to the 
prevailing ignorance and illiteracy among the workmen, it is our 
opinion that the Management should undcitake to get the worsen at 
*106 proper time to give his decision as to how he desires to have his 
privilege disposed of. A written (printed) circular should be issued 
to each wor^an through his departmental manager with a printed 
reply in alternative terms for compliance by him. 
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iduZtf No. S.—We had previously expressed our disagreement with 
thtt ol*iM and now take the opportunity to repeat it. But ae already 
arranged, we are prepared to give the matter a trial, although it is 
our oonfirmed yew that it is not going to promote the objeo.t at 

tt* ensure regular attendance—but rather aggravate our apprehension 
of hardship on the workman. 

Special Sick Leave Benefits. 

Rule No. 1 .—Should be omitted in the light of our objection on the 
score (ff casual .sicsk leave. There should be no differentiation between 
casual and spwnal sickness. A sickness is a sickness whether it lasts 
for a day or a month or even two and the sickness benefit that Ave had 
contemplated in Article No. b of our Settlement was meant to cover 
sickness in general irreH])eetive of any period. 

Ritle No. 5 .—The differentiation in the nature or type of sickness 
in this rule is not understood nor do we agree with it. A sickness as 
contemplated during our conversations was any ailment that puts a 
man completely out of fitness. It is not the workman’s fault that any 
epidemic of, say, cholera, influenza, small-pox breaks out and he is 
laid up. These are matters beyond his control and as a matter of 
fact, there is no ailment to which a man voluntarily desires to succumb, 
say even pneumonia, which many regard as prevcntible by reasonable 
and proper care but which even nobody desires to court. The 
differentiation is bound to lead to acute discontent and as there was no 
discussion along these lines at all we propose that you delete same. 

Rule No. 6 .—It should not be made obligatory to undergo opera¬ 
tion at the hands of the Company’s Medical Officer both in the interests 
of the workman and in that of the Company. 

With these modifications as suggested above, the Privilege and 
Sickness liCave Rules may be adopted.

am sending yo\i our ooneidered views and which have already been • 
vpiced by me during our discussions: — 

Profit Sharing Schemes. 

We agree with the preamble. The principle enunciated is correct 
and your Company deserveis the workers’ support and thanks. 

Paragraph 1.—k small correc^tiou is needed in this paragraph by 
the insertion of the words “he or she” in place, of the word “he’ only 
in line 2. “All labour engaged on the plant” was stated to exclude 
clerical staff at the general office. We still feel their exclusion is 
undesirable even when a separate Puia bonus is going to be paid 
to them. A uniform treatment would save many a complication, 
especially in view of the fact that the influence for good or bad of this 
section on the working ftirce cannot l»e minimized. 

Paragraph 2 .—The woikers, who are anxiously looking forward^ at 
present to increases in their wages, are going to he terribly disappoint¬ 
ed if the 8<‘heme is to come into operation from the Isi April 1937, in 
other words, if they are to wait till about .June 1938 for some sort of 
relief in this direetion. 

Your Company, to our information, has paid a dividend of 20 per 
cent, for the year 1936-37 and already there is a talk of an ad interim 
dividend going to be paid for the current year. As the outlook and 
the prospect are bright (and we hope they ever continue such^ some 
relief should granted the workers right away, a point on which we 
have mutually agreed. We had proposed that a percentage increase 
should be granted on the present rates of wages to all workers and 
commensurate with last year’s profits. Your suggestion was that an 
ad interim bonus under tJu- present profit sharing scheme may be 
granted now and the balance at the end of the current year on the 
current year’s working. 

We repeat as follows: —The wwkers have not received any 
increases for the last several years. Tt may he the shareholders’ 
misfortune hut not the worker.s' fault that the former have not rec.eived 
any dividends either. The present timc.s are bright for both. A 
percentage increase (mutually agreeable) on the present rates of wages 
should be immediately granted on last year's working and the present 
profit sharing seheme to come into operation on current year’s work¬ 
ing or the scheme may be applied, without prejudice, right away on 
last year’s working. 

We again repeat the workers otherwise are going to be terribly 
disappointed, and that risk should be avoided. 

Paragraph 3 .—All right. 

Paragraph 4.-—All right except that the words “or are absent from 
duty except on sick or other leave sanctioned in accordance with the 
Company’s Eules” should Ik* deleted. It is enough that the worker ia 
in continual service and on the Company’s roll and not discharged or 
leaves his service. 

Paragraph 5 .—^We cannot .siih.scribe to the views contained in this 
paragraph except to the extent that we do anee that all possible 
means to adjust genuine differences between the Company and tha 
labour must be first oxliaiistcd before taking direct action. On a 
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faille of negotiatiojiB, it is riglit aud irieel ami botli moral and leiral. 
toat the Company Bhould be entitled to just as much notice of inten- 
tion to itnke as the Company gives to its workmen before terminating 
their services and no more. I was told during discussionK that this 
clause was framed in order to secure to tlie Company enough time to 
make arrangements to save its plant from damage. "We assure the 
Coinpany and there could Iw no two questions on the subject, that the 
workmen never desire, nor ought ever to do, to ]»ut the instrument of 
Ills living^ to any damage. But the workman cannot put the employer 
in a poBitiuu of greater advantage than what lie himself is ri.i-a-viii his 
(unj^loyers; in otlier words, lie can ^ive to the employer as many days’ 
notice as what he himself receives, in the present case, six days’ notice 
and if your f ompany feels that six days is ton sliort a period to make 
its bandobant let the workmen have ten days’ notice or even fifteen in 
order to receive a like period for itself. 

In the case of lightning strikes, we do agree that they are unjusti¬ 
fied, hut looking to tlie present day develojinient of Trade Unionism 
in this country and tlie spirit of hostility (we exempt you from the 
charge) generally shown by employers towurd.-. them (and which has 
retarded their imigress) and the upjiulliiig illiteracy of the workmen, 
the only ri'medy for preventing lightning strikes lies in the employers’ 
hands and that is to refrain from giving provocation that precipitate 
such action, in other words, any action on ihc part of the employers 
that adversely affect the earning capacity of the w’orkmen or their 
conditions of employment should be taken with circumspection, i.e., 
with full and sufficient notice to enable them to examine their 
implications and after consultations w'ith their representatives. These 
are tlie surest safe'guards against lightning strikes and iu our view, the 
remedy lies entirely in the employers’ hands. 

As it is difficult to deride the ultimate responsibility for lightning 
demonstrations, no trade union can agree to a forfeiture of privileges 
of any kind, sinee this would constitute a further penalty the workmen 
would have to pay over and above that empowered the employers to 
exact under the Payment of Wages Act and obviously, the Legislature 
did not contemjilate vesting the employers with any additional powers 
in this direction besides the forfeiture of eight days’ wages for striking 
without notice. 

This (dausK*. in our view, should lx* entirely deleted. 

Pnrciffraphf (I and 7 .—All right. 

Paragraph S .—We do not know what amount is payable to the work¬ 
men as wages per week and consetiuently are unable to estimate the 
•return to the workmen under the scheme as prepared by you, hut we 
are prepared to give it a fair trial to ascertain its exact implication. 
In the absence of information, wc are unable equally to make any 
definite suggestions, which we can only reserve for a future day. 

Paragraph ,9.—All right. 

Paragraph 10. —W’e are unable to comprehend the significance of 
this clause, which practically renders the scheme good only for a 
year, leaving the field open for further and future recriminations, 
which we had felt was sought to be avoided by creating in the minds 
of the workmen not only a sense of satisfaction but an incentive to 
greater efforts at profite both for himself and for the Company. 



Retiriiig Oratuity and Provident Fund, 


We are not imipreesed with the difficulty eneouatered in opening and 
maintaining a large number of accounte equivalent to the number of 
employees on your roll. The present scheme, beeides, fails to be a 
provident fund both in tlie sense in which we had discussed at the 
conference held at Hirapur on the 7th August 1937 as also under the 
Provident Fund Act, in that it does not take into consideration nor 
provides for the workmen's contribution. 

The terms of settlement provide for.“The principle of some form 

of savings fund to which both the (/ompany and the workers contri¬ 
bute is appj'oved”, whereas the tentative scheme is only one sided and 
the raison d'etre of the scheme, i.e., to provide for the workers needs 
in old age is lost sight of. The scheme does not encourage thrift nor 
compulsory saving. 

In the light of observations made herein, we contend the improve¬ 
ment of the scheme. We trust our suggestions wiU meet with your 
earnest consideration and approval, for therein lies the essence of 
satisfaction since w'e have various precedents to quote in our favour 
and the generality of practice supports our c-ontentions. We again 
emphasise the necessity of conciliating the workmen by a generous 
gesture at this juncture.

Your letter No. 830/37-A of -‘lOth August 19-'J7. 

I note your views regarding the leave rules. It seems to me, 
however, that the subject should be viewed from a different angle. 
The new rules, os issued, constitute a very great advanei*, not only as 
it'gards labour conditions in India, but they also compare very 
favourably with leave conditions for labour in other emiutries. 

You raise the point that casual leave and casual sick leave should 
be considered separately, i.e., that a man should be entitled to 10 days’ 
casual leave irrespective of any absence on account of sickness. You 
also suggest that casval sickness should be covered by additional leave, 
which may amount to us much as two months ])er year. In other 
words, the proposal is that the man who is a good workman, and who 
does not take advantage of every little aefae and pain to absent himself 
from work is to be penalised in comparison with the workman who 
does do so, and under such a propu.sal the latter would have, not only 
opportunity, but dehnite inducement for malingering. The principfe 
of leave, with pay is that, when a man has served an employer for a 
specified period, he should be entitled to received pay for a certain 
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Copy of .Utter No. L.F. 164B. of 16th November 1937, from the Secre¬ 
tary, Labour Federation, Hirapur, to Mr. H. V. Peeling, Works 
Superintendent. (An unsigned copy.) 

As per the clause No. IS of the settlement between Mr. T. L. Martin, 
Mr. M\ Homi and yourself the point of acting allowance has been 
agreed that the scheme has beep already adojjted. But sornr to inform 
you that several complaints have been made in this oflBce that they are 
not getting any acting allowance though they are working in place 
of one in higher rate. I will be highly obliged if you will send me 
the full scheme of the acting allowance, and further I suggest to you 
thal the acting allowance should be paid on the present rates of wages. 

I come to know that the casual and sick leave has been altered in 
OUT' Eulti works but sorry to remind you that the rule has not been 
published hero yet; will you please do the needful as soon as possible 
and oblige?

2. The scheme will come into operation from the 1st April 1937. 

3. All labourers and/or workmen engaged on the plant at Hirapur 
and Kulti Works (whether male or female) in whatever camcity who 
have been in continuous service for a (‘oinplete period of twelve uionths 
from the 1st April of any year to the 31st March of the following year 
will be entitled to participate under the scheme.

4. Persons in service for only part of such a period or who are 
dismissed or are absent from duty (except due to sickness or on holiday 
under the Company’s rules) during such a period will have no claim. 

5. In the event of there being a lightning strike all (daims for 
extra wages are outomatically forfeited. In the (^ase of any other 
strike all possilde means to adjust genuine differences lietween the 
Company and its labour must, be first exhausted. If all these efforts 
fail ten days' previous notice of intention to strike must lie given to 
the Company. Strikes in any other circuinshin'-es will he treated ns 
unjustified and all claims to extra wages will la* forfeited. 

fi. Coiumeucing with the Coinjiany’s fiuauciul year 1937-38 and 
for evers-^ vear thereafter in which, after providing for the extm wages 
on the following scale, a dividend of not less than 10 per cent, is paid 
on ordinarj’ shares, persons coming within the scope of these rules 
and complying with the pnivisious hereof will he paid extra wages in 
accordance with the following sr«le: — 

(a) When a dividend on ordinary shares at the rate of 10 |)«r cent, 
per annum is paid, the equivalent of one week's pay. 

(h) When a dividend on ordinary shares at the rate of more than 
10 per cent, per annum and not more than lo per eeiit. per 
annum is paid, the equivalent of two weeks’ pay. 

(c) When a dividend on ordinary shares at the rale of more thun 
16 per cent, per annum and not more than 25 per »ent. pci 
annum is paid, the equivalent of three weeks’ pay. 

{d) When a dividend on ordinary shares at tlie rate of more than 
2G per cent, per annum and not more than 40 per cent, per 
annum is paid, the equivalent of four weeks' pay. 

(c) Finally, w'here a divident on ordinary shares at the mte of 
more than 40 per cent, per annum is jiuid to shareholders, 
the equivalent of six weeks’ pay.

10. Workmen whose wages at the date of retirement exceed

12 . In the event of there being a strike, or collective refusal to 
work in any section of the plant without ten days’ previous notice 
being given to the Company, the labour concerned will be liable to 
forfeiture of their rights to the benefits provided b}' these schemes.

Labour with less than 12 months’ unbroken service are nut entitled 
to any leave with pay except in case of accident for which separate 
rules will apply. 

The following rules will have effect from the Isl of August 1987: — 

Casual leave and casual sick leave. 

1. The rules of this section apply to labour with over 12 mouths’ 
unbroken service, i.e., a period of service uninterrupted by discharge 
or resignation. 

2. Labour with over 12 mouths’ unbroken service are entitled to a 
total of fifteen c^ilendar days casual sick and ordinary casual leave per 
year with full pay. 

3. In .uJdition to the above, such labour will also be entitled to 
leave without pay up to a total of 16 calendar days per year, making a 
total of 30 calendar days leave per year. 

4. As this is a continuous operation plant, only a limited number 
of- labour can have leave at one time, and leave must, therefore, be 
taken in rotation as arranged by Departmental Managers.

Privilege Leave, —The expression “Prescribed Year” in the Leave

Banmarayan, Telpher Xhalassi, T. N. 747 B.B., diamiwMd after 
bein^ given a chaigfe^sheet of sorts, but no notice of termination of 
services. He is alleged to have refused to carry out orders. This man 
bad several times previously acted as a Linker. On a vacancy having 
arisen, he pressed nis claims, but was told he was not fit and the place 
was given to an entirely new man, who had never acted as a Linker. 
On the 31st December last, he was asked to act as_a Linker, which he 
naturally refused. He was charge-sheeted and dismissed summarily. 
We are surprised at the attitude of the officers, who proclaim a inan 
unfit for a position and later on ask him to act therein on pain of 
penalties. 

Both these cases militate against the procedure prescribed for the 
taking of disciplinary action against employees and the workmen 
challenge the justification of the action t^en. Besides, this is not the 
first time that the Settlement has been violated from the officers’ side. 
Mr. Peeling taking the responsibility for these discharges upon himself 
does not improve the situation and the workmen are very much agitated 
over these matters and they demonstrate before the Union Officer and 
mistake our desire to preserve peace as evidence of supineness. Besides, 
the Committee feels it impossible to go indefinitely against the wishes 
of the workmen. Both these cases deserve immediate reconsideration 
in the interest of goodwill. 


Kulti. 

Discontent had been caused at the framing of the rules regarding 
Sickness and Privilege Leave, the said rules almost taking away a 
substantial portion of the privileges secured. These were not fully 
rectified until after several representations and not before an unfor¬ 
tunate effect had been caused in the minds of the workmen. Even in 
the last circular, the ^ant of these privileges is made dependant on the 
Registration of the Thiiun, a circumstance that has nothing to do with 
these terms. Our Branch Union at Kulti estimates that nearly 2,000 
workmen have been kept away from these privileges between the period 
irom the date of settlement to the date of the last circular and they 
insist on their being recouped in this respect. This is one of their stand¬ 
ing grievance and I consider them having a just cause for complaint. 
This position covers also the complaint in this respect from Burnpur. 

Radhu Beni—Dismissed on 18th January 1938, Pattern Maker, for 
some slight mistake in making out a pattern. The loss involved to the 
Company could not have been more than three rupees, including the 
cost of the wood and his service. This man seems to have been a 
marked man, for he is one of our Committee MemW and a leading 
light. He was not given either a charge-sheet or a notice of termina¬ 
tion of service. 

May we know if this attitude i.s desirable. We do not claim any 
p.referenti8l treatment for our Committee Members, but it should bie 
remembered that they are after all human beings and are in a position 
to make or mar relations between the Company and its employees, and 
here we find that they are denied even the ordinary procedure prescrib¬ 
ed, which does not contribute to the promotion of better relations, for 
which you and I anxiously work. This case needs immediate 
reconsideration. 







Assault on E^oyess^TJxesa Uve been recurring botb at Kulti and 
at .DurnpuT^ and nave no possible excuse for their occurrence. The 
utmost wtttiobf should be employed in dealing with the workmen abd 
It wo^d be a most unfortunate thing if any racial animosity is 
engendered. I am informed that one Mr. Washington assaulted an 
employee at Burnpur and one Mr. Oliver assaulted another at Kulti as 
also one Mr. Brown, who had assaulted another employee. These have 
been recent cases and are not even a month old. These practices, I am 
sure, you heartily disapprove and will insist on their entire elimina¬ 
tion. Such type of officers, no matter how efficient in their work, 
render a distinct dis-sefvioe to the Company and should have no place 
in its organisatiun. W^e do not desire to vindicate in any way nor to 
put any obstacle in the path of the Company, but you will realise that 
the Union and its officers have also a certain duty to discharge towards 
the protection of its members and our work is rendered more onerous 
by such practices. Deputations after deputations work the life out of 
me in respect of thew cases and I have bwn finding it hard to ask them 
tn continue to be patient. 

Sleeper Foundry—The Kulti Fundry has been shut down at 

E resent. May we know when it is going to be re-opened P It has 
een rumoured that this year the whole of the order secured or to be 
secured by your firm will W allotted to the Howrah Workshop for 
execution and Kulti will remain closed. This would be most 
unfortunate if true and we urge upon you the case of your Kulti 
employees who are at present out of work and who deserve your earnest 
consideration. 


J should liuve liked to talk over mutter with you at Calcutta, but at 
present 1 am heavily engaged and shall be so for some time. 1 trust 
3 'ou will give the matters referred to lierein your usual sympathy and 
attention and let me boar from you.

Regarding registration, I am afraid 1 have no recollection of the under¬ 
standing you refer to; all I remember is that we agreed to maintain 
normal relations pending registration in the interests of both the 
Company and the workmen, since an absence thereof was considered to 
have detrimental effects. We are doing our best in this direction, but 
you know the speed with which llovernment departments move and we 
have been held up. 

We however, feel that the Leave and Sickness Benefit Rules should 
be given effect to, as seftled, from the date of the settlement and those 
whom these have been denied so far, nearly 2,000 and oyer at Kiuti 
and a near jignte at Burnpur, should be granted them without further, 
delay. The situation has l>een kept fermented on this score.

As the matters covered by these letters have since been disposed 
of, 1 propose to reply to the last two. 

I thank you for your letter of the 1st instant, enclosing a copy of 
the minutes of our conversation at the unearthly hour, which 1 regret 
to feel 1 should have monopolized with talking “shop” when you 
should have been resting. 1 am sending to you a copy of my last 
letter to Mr. Martin, from which you will see that we have already 
and actually written to him. This disposes of your page 3, paragraph 
2 of the minutes. 

Paragraph eight on page 3 is not exactly clear to me. 

Begardiug paragraph 9, we want to draw your attention to para¬ 
graph 2 of the minutes of our conversation with your predecessor 
Mr. Carruthcrs on the 29th December 1937 and our contention still 
holds good. The workmen concerned do deserve your sympathy and 
consideration and the position should be cleared up on something like 
the lines suggested by us. 

With regard to your last letter No. X 369 of the 3rd instant, I 
have to-day sent down the necessary advices in the matter. 1 am glad 
that you have seen your way to give 10-days’ notice pay in lieu of the 
notice that we drew your allonlion the workmen were entitled to 
under clause 33 of the settlement. 

I hope this unfortunate contretemps will close here and if 1 may be 
permitted, 1 would like to sound a word of caution in that these various 
reductions at different times have veiy' much unsettled the minds of the 
workmen, who in common defeuc^e, are bound to herd together and will 
do so. It is, of course, a question for you to decide whether, in a case 
like this, the reduction of 27 hands out of over a thousand employees 
will adequately compensate you in rupees, annas and pies for the loss 
of goodwill that is boimd to follow. At the same time, we commend 
the case of these 27 men to you for re-engagement at the earliest 
possible moment.

Minutes of Meeting held on 25th February 1938. 

Thank you for your letter No. 307/38-B. of the 7th instant. 

Paragraph 2, page 3 of Minutes .—have noted the contents of your 
letter to Mr. Martin No. 131/38-B. of the 31st January last. 
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Sfflce DOT laeetinff I ha^ W in oorregpondenoe with Mr. Martin 
and I tlunk I have lue penniMion to say that we hope very shortly to 
t>e able to dispose of this matter once and for all by airreeinir to the 
inb^dimtion of these rules. When this is done, I am sure that you 
and I hope the labour also will appreciate the broad-minded spirit in 
which the Company deals with all problems connected with their 
employees. 

At the same time it must be realised that there is a definite limit 
beyond which we cannot be expected to go. 

Cldusa 8. This minute dealt in particular with the remarks you 
made in connection with the representation of the labour in No. 2 
Pipe Foundry requesting the removal of Mr. Mitter. 

Clause 9 .—I have referred to paragraph 2 of the minutes of the 
conversation you had with Carruthers on 28th December last and the 
arrangement covered by the circular of 9th October mentioned therein 
is still in force but in making reference to this are you not confusing 
two sections of the main issue each of which in my opinion deserves 
separate consideration P 

The point you raised at our meeting was a break in service of men 
who had been employed for a great many years and found themselves 
out of employment because of shortage of work resulting in a break in 
service of several months before re-engagement and thus depriving 
them of certain benefits. 

The concluding paragraph of nlau.se 9 on page 4 of the minutes of 
our meeting deals with this quite fully and I repeat—the Management 
would be always prepared to consider specific cases on their merits but 
could not agree to be under any obligation to permit unconditionally 
all or any such men to enjoy benefits in those circumstances. 

This is one secition, so to speak, of the main issue, the other which 
you touch upon in your letter under reply and as having been dealt 
with in paragraph 2 of the meeting with Mr. Carruthers refers to all 
labour without exception discharged through no fault of their own but 
due to shortage of work or completion of contracts, etc. 

Tile Compuin Iiave agreed to allow a period of one month’s grace 
and 1 consider this a very generous concession and I much regret as I 
stated at our meeting we could not under any circumstances agree to 
your proposal. 


E. L. C. 27 Discharged Men. 

Notice .—I would like to make it clear that I do not quite agree 
with your interpretation of Clause 33 of the Settlement and my reason 
for sanctioning wages in lieu of notice to these 27 men was not made 
on this account but merely because of the peculiar circumstance 
attached to that particular issue and here again I feel we have acted 
generously because although we could have dispensed with the services 
of these men very much earlier than we did, I explained to yw at ow 
meeting, we refrained from taking action in the hopes that other woW 
would come along in the interval.

1 dislike hjtTing to say so but dwug my brief oonteot with labour 
probleius, siuce my arrival at Kulti^ there have been times wh'm X. 
have felt that a broad-minded admin iatratiou of the terms of settle¬ 
ment and generous and considerate treatment not appreciated and 
instead of acceptance in the spirit in which it is made, it is regarded 
as a right. 

I do hope that you will do your best to impress upon labour the 
Company's views and attitude on all matters connected with their 
problems and if voluntary actions on the part of the Company am 
misconstrued into legitimate dues, we shall be compelled to adhere 
more strictly to the letter of the law. but 1 hope with your assistance 
and an assistance which I regard as a right, we on our part majr expect 
from you, that we shall always work in that atmosphere which can 
mly become possible by both sides having a full understanding of 
each other’s motives and not distorted versions. 

THxvntnah .—Whilst I appreciate your remarks on the subject of 
dismissals contained in the concluding paragraph of your letter, I can 
assure you and as you have seen from the few instances I have 
mentioned, we exercise discretion in ilischarging labour but I cannot 
agree the reduction of the 27 hands at E. L. C. or any other for that 
matter is merely a question of a few rupees, annas and pies versus loss 
of goodwill. 

In regard to these particular 27 men I explained to you in detail 
at the meeting that they performed the finishing operations and in 
that case they were merely a few of several others doing various 
preliminary operations whose services were terminated on account of 
completion of the aame order. 

On the question of good will, your letter implies that expressions 
of good will niust come from us only whereas the labour miixt 
contribute their share also. 

I do not wish to harp on this issue unnecessarily, hut I am most 
anxious there should be no confusion of interests or view points where 
we are concerned and so again I wish to make it quite clear that we 
must dismiss men where there is a reduction or shortage of work and I 
would like to emphasise again the fact which 1 mentioned on two 
occasions to you that we have been and are still carrying a very great 
surplus of labour, and have refrained from making any discharge in 
the hopes of seeing some signs of additional work. So far there 
appears to be nothing offering that would justify the retention of at 
least some pf our surplus very much longer. 

It is possible therefore that in the next few weeks we may have to 

f et rid of about 1,000 men or more but you can rest assured, I shall 
eep this down to a minimum though this thousand represents only a 
small percentage of our total surplus and it is quite impossible for ua 
to conunue carrying surplus labour whether 27 or several hundreds or 
tbousanda jmd yon caanot expect us to be generous to such a degree as 
almost borders on suicide.

1 ndimt tnat 
it was only after contact with your Federation that the Establislment 
rules were modified prohibiting members of the Establishment from 
interesting thmuselves in Union affairs and apart from tha fact imMi 
we may modify our Establishment rules in any maimer we think 
desirable, the immediate necessity for the introdurtion of that 
particular rule was the direct result of a very material change in 
circumstances to those which existed before contact wi& yonr 
Federation. 

It is with regret I have to say that we cannot modify these rules in 
that particular respect to suit the convenience of any isolated section 
of our establishment and I am sure you will appreciate in the aitei^ 
circumstances to whirii I have just referred, bearing in mind the duties 
of the Watch and Ward, it would be most undesirable and 
impracticable for a neutral body serving the interests of the Company 
and labour in certain specific directions to do so mtufaciorily unless 
they were absolutely and entirely free from all outside influences. 

In times of necessity yon, pe^nally I am sure, wenld look to ns 
to maintain peace as far as possible end in doing so employing an 
organisation specially created for that purpose. 

You will see therefore that there is very good reason for our 
insistence that the Watch and Ward must not interest themselves with 
any Labour Union. I further advised you that there was room for 
improvement in the work of that particular unit and because I regard 
it as an uraent necessity in our mutual interests that this body should 
function (‘mciently, I am taking steps to improve conditions as rapidly 
as possible—always bearing in mind that Rome was not built in a day. 

Dear Mr. ^omi,

No. 127-T.(2)/88.—The Turitf Board which 
in 1930-31 invaetigatad the daitt ot tika Siiigar 
Industry to prateetion, recommended the gtaat 
of protwBtien for a period of fifteen years, the 
measure of'protection to be Bs. 7-4 per ewt, 
for the first seTen yamn and Bs. 6-4 lor the 
remaining period. The St^r Industry (Pro¬ 
tection) Act of 1932 gaTe effect to these recom¬ 
mendations, except that relating to the 
measure of protecuon duri^ the second part 
of the protection period, Act required, 

however, that Ibefore the 31st March 1938 a 
further enquii^ should be made to ascertain 
what degree of protection was needed by the 
industiy for the remaining period of protec¬ 
tion. This statutory enqury was referred to 
the Tariff Board under the Besolution of the 
Government of India No. 127-T.(l)/37, dated 
the 27th March, 1937.

2. The main recommendations of the Board 
are as follows : — 

(1) The fair selling price of Indian sugar 

is Bs. 6-13-10 per maund, to which 
should he added 9 as. per maund for 
freight and 5 as. for quality, making 
roughly Bs. 7-12-0 per maund. Java 
sugar could be landed at Bs. 2-7-0 per 
maund, and the protection required 
18 therefore Bs. 5^-0 per maund or 
Bs. 7-4-0 per cwt. This amount of 
protection should be granted for 
eight years. 

(2) Permission should be accorded for the 

manufacture of power alcohol on the 
understanding that it bears the same 
rate of duty as petrol. 

(8) No special protection is necessary for 
the pur industry, apart from the pro¬ 
tection granted to sugar. 

(4) Besearch work on the agricultural side 

is inadequate, and an allotment of 
3 as. per cwt. from the excise duty 
should be made for centra] research 
and assistance to provincial agricul¬ 
tural departments.

(7) The rationalisation of the induetty 

under some form of State oontMl le 
desirable.

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meaaurdft much wider in scope than anythin^ 
previously contemplated. These proposaU 
coyer a veiy wide field and necessitate con¬ 
sultation A>etiyeen the Central and Provincial 
Goyenunento and the other interests concerned, 
and the Ooverament of India have accordingly 
confined their examination to the recoih- 
mendaiion dealing with the measure of pro¬ 
tection. 

4. The Board has proceeded on orthodox 
lines in taking the difference between the 
estimated “fair selling price” of indigenous 
sugar and the landed price of imported simar 
as the measure of protection required. The 
“fair selling price” is found to be Rs. 7-U-lO 
per maund and the landed price to be Bs. 2-7-0 

E r maund, the difference Ming Bs. 6-4-10 or 
I. 6-6-0 per mannd in round figures. The 
Board has thus come to the conclusion that 
Rb. 7-4-0 per cwt. (equivalent to Bs. 5-6-0 per 
maund) is the amount of protection required 
for the remaining period oi protection. 

6. The Government of India have carefully 
examined the detailed calculations on which 
the Board has arrived at its estimate of the 
^‘fair filing price”, and are disposed to con¬ 
sider, in the light of recent information, that 
the figures proposed by the Board for certain 
items, notably manufacturing costs and profit, 
and for adjustment of difference in quality are 
susceptible of reduction. They also consider 

a uestionable the assumption that Java sugar, 
be selling price of which so vitally affects the 
measure of protection, can ibe sold ex-duty at 
as low a figure as Bs. 2-7-0 per maund. *^e 
Calcutta c. i. f. quotations for Java white 
sugar remained well over Bs. .‘1-8-0 iier maund 
during the first four months of the current 
financial year, and have thereafter averaged 
Bs. 4-3-8 per maund. The Board’s figure was 
based on ^etual and purely temporary con¬ 
ditions in Java and is no longer accurate when 
those conditions no lunges obtain. World 
sugar market conditions have improved since 
the Board wrote its Report and with the satis¬ 
factory working of the International Sugar 
Agreement there has been a return of con- 
^ence and w'ith it an improvement in world 
prices. 

6. There is another, and even mure 
important factor, namely, the recent changes 
in the Indian industry itself; w’hirh must be 
taken into consideration when examining the 
proposed protective duty. While yue 
examination of the Tariff Board’s report has 
been in progress, the situation has changed 
BO fundamentally that the report—through no 
fault of the Board’s—is already out of date. 
The applioatiou to the sugar industry of an 
elaborate and extensive system of control by 
the "Dnited Provinces and Bihar Governments 
and their decision to levy a provincial cess on 
cane supplied to the factories and to enforce 
mifiimiim price regulations more rigidly than 
in the past have produced uew and unexpected 
conditions which have so modified the bwis of 
tlM Board's Beport fhat it is not pofible to 
fix the level of protection for the whole of the 
nnexpiied term without a further enquiry. 
Hie uadhistry, however, is still m an unstable 


posirion, and it must be given sufficient time 
TOjaaapt itself to the new conditions before a 
urther mvestigation can* usefully be under- 
^en. The Government of India propose, 
therefore, to fix the amount of protection for 
a period of two years from April 1st 1939 to 
March 31st 1941, pending a further investi- 
ffation to be held in 1940 in time to enaJble a 
aecision to he made as to the quantum of pro- 
tection for the remaining five years from April 
1st ia41 lur the two years, April 1st 19.39 
to March Slst 1941, the Government of India 
propose to impose the present protective duty 
less 8 as. per cwt. The comparatively high 

s'Jgar support tne view 
that this modest reduction will still leave the 
indigenous industry adequately protected, 

'5' The Government of India cannot allow 
the Board’s remarks on the increase in excise 
duty lu 19>37 to pass without comment. In 
para^aph 2 above a finding set out in the 
Board 8 Suinmary to the effect that the present 
rate of excise duty was out of proportion at 
the then prevailing level of prices has been 
quoted. ^ If the body of the Beport is referred 
to, it will be seen that this finding did not 
represent a belief (which would have been 
clearly unsustainable) that there existed some 
absolute standard as to what is the appropriate 
limit for revenue taxation, which in the case 
of sugar was exceeded by a duty at the rate of 
Bs. 2 per cwt. Rather, it referred to the 
Board’s contention that a reduction of duty is 
necessary ‘‘unless.the price of sugar can be 
stalbilized at a level which will allow of the 
payment of a fair price for cane to the grower 
and a reasonable margin of profit to the manu¬ 
facturer”. This conclusion derived from the 
earlier finding that the burden of the enhance¬ 
ment of duty made in 1937 fell upon the cane 
grower and manufacturer alone. That 
pronouncement was made in the light of con¬ 
ditions prevailing in 1937 and has already 
become obsolete owing to the great advance of 
prices since that time; indeed, conditions have 
so changed that the two Provincial Govern¬ 
ments which are quoted by the Board as 
having criticised the enhancement of the 
excise duty have since found it possible them¬ 
selves to impose additional taxation which is 
to he recovered from the industry, whatever 
the shoulders that will ultimately bear it. 

Even taking a shortoi view, confined to the 
conditions that prevailed when the Board pre¬ 
pared its Report, the Government of India 
cannot accept as justified the categorical 
assertion that the enhancement of the duty 
had no effect on the consumer but that it fell 
upon the manufacturer and through him upon 
the cultivator. The Board rests this con¬ 
clusion upon the following statement: — 
‘Ton.sequent on the increase of excise duty 
the sugar prices rose by a few annas, but tbis 
rise, unlike 1934, was only temporary and for 
a few days after which prices fell to even 
lower levels than before”. This is not satis¬ 
factory evidence. The market was at tiie time 
in a highly disorganised (mndition owing to 
over-production and there is nothing to ^show 
that if the duty had not been imposed prices 
would not have fallen still lower by an amount 
equal to, or nof far short of, the amonont by 
T^ich the duty was inoreasM. Indeed that 
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iiypothesid ia more plausible than. Ibe ^e svig- 
goated by the Board for tlm reaM^ i^at in toe 
aS>Aeuo« of effe<;tiT«' foreign owapetitioii it’ is 
ibe natural and inevitoble tradeucy for 
indirect taxation to be borne ultimately by 
tbe consumer. 

Finally, before leaving tbis subject, the 
Government of India-are oonstraihed to call 
in question the aj^ositeness of this part of the 
Board’s report. Tts task was to determine the 
extent of protection against foreign competi* 
tion that should be afforded to the sugar 
industry and, with the principle already 
establisned that the protective element should 
fbe added to the amount of excise duty in 
determining the rate of import duty, the level 
of the excise duty did not become relevant to 
that task. It was outside the scope of the 
Board’s enquiry to propound the adoption of 
a policy of manipulating the excise duty so 
as to protect the industry against the results 
of over-production and uncontrolled competi¬ 
tion within this country.

It has, however, made the 
error of making an allowance on this account 
in respect of the whole production of the 
industry, a considerable proportion of which 
is consumed in upcountry markets where the 
Indian product either is at no freight dis¬ 
advantage or even enjoys a certain adyanti^. 
The Government of India are of opinion that 
after rectifying this error the fair selling price 
can reasonably be fixed at Bs. 2-9 per cwt. 
and have accordingly decided to impose a 
protective import duty on magnesium chloride 
of annas 12 per cwt.

In their 
resolution No. 199-T.(D/37, dated the 18th 
December 1938, the Government of India 
referred to .the Tariff Board the question 
■whether any, and if so what, protective 
measures should be continued beyond that 
date. The Board has eubmitted its Report 
which is published for general information. 

2. The Board recommends that protection 
^ould be extended to the magnesium chloride 
industry for a further period of seven years 
and lias proposed a protective duty of aimas 
15. per on imported magnesium chloride. 


No. 202-T.(9)/38.—In the Government of 
India Resolution No. 202-T.(l)/36, dated the 
mil December 1937, the Tariff Board was 
asked to re-examine the question of the pro¬ 
tection enjoyed by the paper and paper pulp 
industries in India and to report wnat pro¬ 
tective measures (if any) should be contintied 
after the Slst March 1939. In an interim 
Report the Board found that the revenue 
surcharge of 25 per cent, imposed in 1931 oa 
the protective duties was no longer justifisiblei 
The Government of India con^uently re¬ 
moved the s-urcharge under their Oommeroe 
Department Notification No. 202-T;(4)/88j 
dated the 25th June 1938. The Board W 
since submitted its final Report which is pub¬ 
lished for general information. 
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(I) ^Thars should bo a protootiyo duty on. 
imported wood pulp of Rg. 86 per ton 
or 26 per cent, valorem whioheyer 
IS higher. 

{2) The duty on the protected classes of 
paper should be 11 pies per lb. 

<3) The Customs Tariff classification of 
paper recommended by the 1935 
Board should be adopted with some 
minor alterations. 

<4) The period of protection should be ex¬ 
tended by seven years from the Ist 
April 19-19. 

(6) There should be a further enquiry at 
the end (»f the year 1939 to ascertain 
whether the new developments taking 
place in the paper industry warrant 
protection being extended to classes 
of paper not at present protected. 

(6) T^ nomenclature of the Act extend¬ 

ing the period of protection should be 
changed from the Bamboo Paper 
Indtwtry (Protection) Act to the 
Indian Paper Indust:^ (Protection) 
Act; and 

(7) The paper section of the Forest 

Research Institute, Dehra Dun, 
should ibe extended and more 
adequately equipped. 

3. The Government of India agree that it 
u necessary to continue protection to the 
Paper Industry, but they have not found it 
possible to accept the Board’s conclusions with 
regard to the measure of protection. Govern¬ 
ment also consider that no case has been made 
out for the continued protection of wood pulp. 

4. Previous Tariff Boards when examining 
the need of protecting wood pulp have held 
the opinion that the successful development of 
the indigenous paper industry depends on an 
increasing use of bamboo as against the 
relatively expensive grass pulp and that Ihe 
continued use of the latter would make it 
more difficult for the industry ever to dis- 

S snse with protection. The present Tariff 
oard has found that the average price of 
Salmi grass delivered at mill is Rs. 35 per ton 
M against an average of Rs. 17 per ton for 
ban^oo. The Board further states that since 
ihe suitability of other gra.s8es has yet to be 
proved it would be unsafe to forecast any 
reduction in cost by their use supplementary 
to Sahai grass. On the other hand, the 
quantity of bamboo available is reported tojbe. 
sufficient for the requirements of existing mills 
and mills under construction or likely to be 
constructed. According to the Board s 
estimate the measure of protection required 
for bamboo pulp is Rs. 18 per ton as against 
Rs. 47 per ton required for grass pulp and the 
protective duty actually proposed on imported 
wood pulp is Rs. 36 per ton. The Govern¬ 
ment of India, agreeing with the opinion of 
the previous Boards, consider that a claim for 
protection cannot be made on behalf of grass 
pulp. The figures given by the present Board 
show that a revenue duty of 26 per cent, aa 


“Valorem is sufficient to permit the manufao- 
turo M bamboo pulp in In^ at economic rates 
and. Government therefore propose to levy on 
imported wood pulp a duty of 26 per cent, ad 
valorem only. 

Board when considering the pro¬ 
tective duty on paper has confined its oal- 
culations of the cost of manufacture to paper 
made from bamboo pulp alone. It appears, 
however, to have erred in the figure for the 
cost of conversion of pulp to paper. The 
Roard accepts Rs. 140 per ton as a reasonable 
estimate of the cost of conversion and main-< 
tains that this estimate is lower than the 
ngure (Rs. 141 per ton) taken by the Tariff 
Roard in 1931 but makes an addition of Rs. 32 
I^r ton to the above estimate on account of 
the cost of bleaching, selling expenses, in¬ 
surance, rents, rates and taxes which were not 
shown separately in the former Report but 
were included in the single figure for cost of 
conversion. The Government of India con¬ 
sider that the fair selling price of paper, viz., 
Rs. 378-3 per ton arrived at by the Board 
should be readjusted by leaving out these 
additional items of expenditure and the pro¬ 
tective duty proposed should be accordingly 
reduced from 11 per lb. to 9 pies per lb. In 
order that certain expensive kinds of writing 
apers may not pass on payment of a uominiQ 
uty, an alternative rate of 25 per cent, ad 
valorem is proposed to be levied on such 
papers. 

6. Since the statistical examination made 
by the Board cannot, in view of the adjust¬ 
ments which have been found necessary, be 
made the basis of a long period of protection 
it is proposed that the period of protection 
should be three vears only, towards the end 
of which period tne question of protection will 
again Ibe referred to a Tariff Board. By that 
time it is probable that the manufacture of 
the types of paper which do not at present 
enjoy protection will be sufficiently advanced 
to provide reliable data for a review of the 
industry as a whole. 

7. The Board has overlooked the fact that 
the Banilboo Paper Industry (Protection) Act 
of 1932 has been repealed by the Indian Tariff 
Act of 1934 (No. XXXII of 1934). The 
question of change in nomenclature does not, 
therefore, arise. 

8. The recommendation of the Tariff Board 
regarding the extension and equipment of the 
Forest Research Institute will receive separate 
consideration. 

9. The Government of India propose to 
introduce legislation immediately to give 
effect to their conclusions regarding the 
amendment of the customs tariff.

The 
Assistant shall act as the Presiding Officer in case of the unavoidable 
absence of the Presiding Officer from the polling centre.

STATBl®lffT OF OBJECTS AND SEASONS. 

At pn^t the law that governs intestate* succession among Parsis is that laid 
down in low in Act No. XXI of that year. It is true the said Act has been repealed 
by the Indian Succession Act No. XXXJfX of 1926 but this has made no change in 
the law, as all the provisions of the Act of 1866 have been incorporated verbatim in 
sections 60 to 66!^ and Schedule II, Parts 1 and II, of the Act of 1926. It has been 
fk * rn * time by members of the Pnrsi Cbmniunity that this enactment, more 
tMn 70 years old, requires amendment both in form and substance for various reasons. 
Ihe meaning^ oi wme of its provisions is doubtful ; some of these doubts have been 
removed by judicial decisions. It is also incomplete in some respects, and some of 
these denciencies have h^ to be supplied by other judicial decisions. Certain other 
Ranges seem necessary in accordance with present day Parsi sentiment and usage. 
Ihe Mrangement and language also require some levisioii. In oixler to remove doubts, 
supply denciencies, incorporate as far as possible the judicial decisions which tlie 
community has accepted, inroduce changes commonly uesired and make the ariauge- 
ment more systematic it has been thought best to redraft the whole enactment. In 
makmg this redreft, so far as arrangement and language are concerned, other parts 
of the Act of 192u have as far as possible been followed, c.g., by introducing sub¬ 
headings as m the previous Chapter relating to intestate succession among non-Parsis 

subject as a whole. For coiiveuien<*p the new sections of 
the ^raft Hill have been numbered 50 to 66 so that they may be substituted for the 
original sections of the Act of 1925 now in force.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Whipping as a legal punishment is a relic of barbarous days, and lowers both the 
Government who suffer it to be inflicted ou offenders, and the people who endure it in 
the scale of civilized humanity. Nearly 'all civilized Governments have abolished it 
altogether anil where it is retained, it is reserved for extremely heinous offences 
attended with revolting cruelty. The Whipping Aid No. IV of 1909 prescribes 
whipping for-the pettiest of offences no less than for a few grave offences. Whipping 
is quite frequently resorted to in petty cases of theft, «'tc., and is often attended by 
extreme barbarity and excruciating bodily pain. The object of this Bill is to abolish 
whipping as a legal punishment .

Dacca, the 22nd April 1939 
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The triennium under review was one 
of marked progress in the activities of 
the Medical Department. Receipts and 
expenditure on medical treatment, the 
number of dispensaries newly started and 
the number of beds maintained in vari¬ 
ous hospitals showed a steady increase. 
Of the various improvements effected 
during the period some of the most out¬ 
standing are briefly descrilx'd below: — 

Radium and Deep Therapy Treat¬ 
ment. —While Government were consi¬ 
dering the introduction of radium treat¬ 
ment on a proper basis in the Medical 
College Hospitals a generous gift from 
His late Majesty King-Emperor George 
V Silver Jubilee Fund enabie<l the estab¬ 
lishment of a radium fund and the pur¬ 
chase of an adequate quantity of radium. 
This j)roved a great boon to the Medi- 
eal ('College Hosf)itals. A Deep Therapy 
apparatus has also been purchased at 
considerable cost for the proper treat 
rnent of malignant growths for the Medi 
cal College Hospitals. Since the close 
of the triennium the purchase of a simi¬ 
lar apparatus for the Campbell Hospital 
has !)een sanctifmed. 

X-ray Facilities. .-Only hospitals 

in the areas outside Calcutta and How¬ 
rah had X-ray facilities at the beginn 
ing of the triennium. Six other hospi 
tals h.ave since installed X-ray ap|)aratus 
as a residt of commendable local efforts 
and other district hospitals are gradu¬ 
ally falling into line. 

Control of Drugs. —During the period 
under review the jmoblem of adultera¬ 
tion of drugs, which has recently become 
a. menace to the public health of the pro¬ 
vince, engaged the close attention of 
Government. The question of legisla¬ 
tion for preventing the manufacture and 
sale of spurious drugs was also taken up 
by the Central Government. Pending 
such legislation. (lovernnient have, since 
the close of the trienninm. made apange- 
inents for the testing of drugs in the 
Sch(X)l of Tropical Medicine, Calcutta, 
and the Government of India have also 
set up a Biochemiial Standardization 
Laboratory for testing drugs at the All- 
India Institute of Hygiene and Public 
Health, Calcutta. 

Dental Registration. —A Dental Re¬ 
gistration Bill was drafted according to 
the rec’ommendations of the Dental Re¬ 
gistration Committee which submitted 
their report in March 193.5. Since the 
close of the triennium the Bill has passed 
through the Select Committee and 


through the Legislative Assembly and is 
now before the Upper House. 

Indigenous systems of medicine.-^A 

General Coiuicil and State Faculty of 
Ayurvedic Medicine was established 
during the triennium with the object of 
regulating teaching of the Ayurvedic 
system according to approved standards 
and registration of Ayurvedic practi¬ 
tioners. Since then the e.stablishment of 
General Council and State Faculties in 
Homeopathic and Unani systems of 
medicine has also been taken up. 

System of Honorary Medical Officers, 
ment— - While Government v/ere consi- 
Medical Officers to assist in the treat¬ 
ment of patients in the hospitals and thus 
encouraging f)opular support to the 
Stale Tiistitutioiis wliich has attained a 
(•onsiderahle measure of success in the 
Slate Hospitals of (laleutta was extend¬ 
ed to the hospitals at district headq^uar- 
ters in 1937 and 136 Honorarv Officers 
were cmjdovcd in 24 institutions. The 
FTonorary Mixlical Officers in Calcutta 
aud the mufassil arc reported to have 
rendered valuable service to the patients 
in (he hosf)itals in which they were em¬ 
ployed. 

Non-official organisations. —Very valu¬ 
able services were rendered in the matter 
of medical relief and towards the preven- 
tion of diseases by several non-official 
and voluntarv organisations. The chief 
among these were the Bengal Branch of 
the Britisli Empire Leprosy Relief Asso- 
i iution, the Tul)erculosis Association, 
Bengal, Uie Indian Red Cross Soc'iety, 
Bengal llranch, the St. John .\m.bulance 
Association. Betjgal Branch, the Asso¬ 
ciation for the Prevention of Blindness, 
Bengal, and the Calcutta Medicfil Aid 
aud Research Society. 

The scheme of a climatic sanatorium 
for tiiherculo.sis patients, towards which 
a generous donor. Hahn Ram Coomax 
Baiigur made a gift of Rs. 2,82,000 
durinof the early part the triennium, 
is still under examination of Govern¬ 
ment and the question of a suitable site 
for the .sanatorium is awaiting deci¬ 
sion. 

Conclusion. —The thanks of Govern¬ 
ment are due to the various officers who 
administered the Medical Department 
during the triennium and to MajoV- 
Geiicral P. S. Mills for his very interest¬ 
ing report.
